Only $700 is needed to com- 
plete the quota assigned this year 
to Shelby County for collection in 
the campaign against tuberculosis 
in Alabama. Roy Downs, «county 
treasurer for the Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, has announced that at 
present the total collected in the 
countywide drive is $1,831.13. Many 
who have intended to respond to 
the appeal for help have delayed 
because of numerous commit- 
ments and interferences. Now that 
Christmas is over, it is believed 
that the full amount asked of 
Shelby County, to be used in its 
own fight to eradicate the dread 
disease, will be speedily collected. 


Mr. Downs is convinced of this. 
“There are always late contribu- 
tors,” he said. ‘“‘But the people 
of Shelby County are well aware 
of the suffering and loss caused 
in the past by tuberculosis and 
almost everyone knows of the fine 
health work.done here by the late 
Dr. E. F. Sloan, county health of- 
ficer who specialized in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, and whose 
records still show the lessening 
of inroads made by this disease in 
the health of Shelby County citi- 
zens. I feel sure the people of 
Shelby County will see to it that 
this county goes over the top this 
year.” 

Great strides have been made in 
fighting tuberculosis, due in no 
small part to the work of the 
Tuberculosis Association and to 
the financial success past sales of 
Christmas seals have achieved. But 
a great deal more remains to be 
done. Deaths in the state im 1957 
amounted to 309, and a number 
of these were in Shelby County. It 
is estimated that one-third of the 
population of Alabama is infected 
with the germ that causes TB. 
Medical authorities say that a 
large percentage of this infected 
group will develop TB in _ their 
lifetime. Only preventive and re- 
medical action can stop this from 
happening. The sale of Christmas 
seals is the only m2thod used in 
accumulating funds for fighting the 
disease and for continuing re- 


search on prevention and cure.

Expansion and contraction of 
building materials caused by 
temperature changes from sea- 
son to season’ can open up tiny 
cracks in the weather-proof 
armor of a house. 

For this reason it’s a good idea 
for. the home owner, caulking 

. gun in; hand, to inspect outside 
walls and areas around windows, 
doors, and foundation at least 
twice yearly. 
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Even cracks that are almost 
invisible can let heat escape in 
winter and are open doorways 
for dust and insects. 

One area of the house that is 
unaffected by expansion and 
contraction is a roof of asphalt 
shingles.

Alcohol And 
Accidents Go 
Hand In Hand 


By Jeanne Smith,

ESPECIALLY TIMELY at 
the holiday season are some 
statistics on the relationship of 
alcohol and accidents released 
by the National Safet Council. 

U rging prose: Spe 
drivers and 
pedestrians 
alike not to 
mix alcoholic 
spirits with 
the Christ- 
mas_ spirit, 
the Council 
points out 
that more 
than 25 per- & 
cent of traf- Bh saad 
fic fatalities Miss $ 
are the result of drinking. 

In Delaware, where special 
attention has been given to 
the problem of the drinking 
driver, blood tests, police re- 
ports and intoximeter tests 
show that 40.6 percent of all 
drivers. involved-in traffic fa- 
talities had been drinking. 

A test of 50 volunteers, re- 
ported by the Council, revealed 
that drinking seriously impairs 
both judgment and_ reaction 
time. 

After the 35 men and 15 
women volunteers had first been 
tested for driving ability, each 
drank an ounce of whiskey for 
every 30 pounds of body weight. 
(In other words, a 150 pound 
man consumed five drinks.) 

Forty-five minutes later, the 
volunteers were retested with 
these results: 

Nearly all suffered loss of 
visual sharpness. Thirty per- 
cent showed a significant drop 
in depth perception. More 
than half were unable to 
judge distances well and over 
50 percent were affected ad- 
versely by headlight glare. 

When quick thinking is vital,

Federal Income Tax Forms This Year 


About 800 thousand Alabamians 
will get 1958 Federal income tax 
forms. Either the 1040 or 1040A 
forms and instruction booklets will 
be mailed to every person who 
filed a return for 1957. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
waited to mail the forms to avoid 
the Christmas mail rush. Forms 
for Alabamians will be mailed from 
the Internal Revenue Service Cen- 
ter in Kansas City. The forms 
should be received late in Decem- 
ber or early in January. 

District Director, George D. Pat- 


(terson, said that this year’s forms 


for individuals are pretty much 
the same as last year. He said 
however, there is an important 
change in who may use the 
1040A, 

Taxpayers having incomes up to 
$10,000 may use the simple card 
1040A in filing their 1958 income 
tax return. 

Husband and wife may file a 
joint return on Form 1040A if 
their combined income is under 
$10,000, he added. 

In prior years, only persons with 


‘inceme of less than $5,000 could 


use the simple card form. 

He said Form 1040A applies to 
taxpayers whose income consists 
of wages reported on Form W-2 
and not more than $200 in divi- 
dends, interest and wages not sub- 


| ject to withholding. 


Mr. Patterson added: 

“As in past years, taxpayers’ 
with income under $5,000 may fig- 
ure. their own tax or have In- 
ternal Revenue do it for them. 

“Since the law does not extend 
this privilege to incomes up to 
to $10,000 taxpayers having $5,000 


or more income must figure their 
own tax. 

“In using Form 1040A, taxpay- 
ers must take the standard 10 
percent deduction allowed for con- 
tributions, interest payments, med- 
ical deductions, and the like. 

“Taxpayers with allowable de- 
ductions in excess of 10 percent of 
| their income must use the regular 
Form 1040 in order to claim them,” 

Mr. Patterson said taxpayers 

are not permitted to use Form 
1040A if they wish to claim (1) 
“head of household”’ or ‘“‘surviving 
spouse”’ status; (2) dividends re- 
‘ceived or retirement income cre- 
‘dit; (3) “sick pay”; (4) estimated 
ltax payment credit, or (5) if either 
ithe taxpayer or his wife itemizes 
ldeductions on page 2 of a separate 
return on Form 1040. 
, “If you incur expenses for your 
employer’, Mr. Patterson said, 
“and he reimburses you for the 
actual amount expended, or if he 
allows you subsistence or mileag 
for travel of not more than $15 a 
day and 12% cents a mile, you 
may still use Form 1040A, provid- 
ed your expenses equal or exceed 
jthe amount of your reimburse- 
ment. 

“On the other hand, if the amount 
of reimbursement (or allowance) 
is more than your actual expense, 
or if you wish to claim the amount 
of your expense in excess of the! 
reimbursement you must use re- 


| gular Form 1040.”

You’re already late for work or 
an important appointment—and 
your car won't start. Or the win- 
dows are crusted with a thick 
coat of ice. Perhaps the lock’s 
frozen and you can't get in! 

Test drivers, who put cars 

all sorts of winter-driv- 

ing paces, offer these time and 
temper saving tricks when such 
situations occur. 

~When starting your cold en- 
gine, turn off heater, lights, 
radio and etc. Depress the ac- 
celerator to the floor then return 
it to the half-way position and , 
hold it steadily until the motor 
catches. Don’t pump the accel- 
erator or race the motor. (Pre- 
vention: Have battery checked 
weekly during a cold spell — 
more frequently in sub zero 
weather. To prevent gas line 
from freezing, add a good qual- 
ity fuel line anti-freeze to each 
tank of gas.)

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County Lags in Christmas Seal Sales 


Lacking almost $600.00 of its quo- 
ta, Shelby County remains in ar- 
rears in its annual drive for funds 
with which to fight tuberculosis. 


Many other counties have already 
reached 100 per cent. 

Only a short time remains in 
the 1958 campaign. Leaders of the 
drive here, optimistic at Christ- 
mas time when delayed contribu- 
tions were flowing in, are dismay- 
ed as only a few envelopes with 
payments for Christmas Seals are 
trickling in. 

“It doesn’t look too good at this 
moment,”” said Roy Downs, treas- 
urer of the Shelby County TB As- 
sociation, when he reported a bare 
$100 added since the post-Christ- 
mas appeal went out. “By Decem- 
ber 31,” he said, ‘‘ten counties 
had already gone over the top.” 
Our county has collected only 
$1,913.13 of a goal, fixed by the 
state association. Thus only 73 
per cent has been raised. 

When it is pointed out that 4,000 
letters were mailed November 15 
to citizens throughout the county, 
each containing three pages of 
Christmas Seals at $1.00 per page, 
this seems a small return, espe- 
cially as some recipients bought 
the entire number received, some 
two dollars worth and some even 
less, as their means and con- 
sciences dictated. The rest have 
neglected or forgotten to send 


anything at all. One who forgot 
remembered to hand $1.00 to a 
member of the county board as 
they stood checking. grocery pur- 
chases at a counter. He requested’ 
that it be added somehow to. the 
Shelby County TB fund... Though 
an unusual method of sending, the 
dollar was gratefully accepted and 
mailed to Roy Downs of Calera, 
treasurer of the county association, 
thereby increasing the collection 
to $1,932.13. 

There are no doubt many in 
Shelby County to whom: seals were 
not sent. The association is cau- 
tious in its spending for postage 
and the list is revised each year 
so that letters, so far as possible, 
will go only to those known to be 
interested in civic matters and 
health problems and have shown 
generosity toward the movement 
in the past. It is always hoped 
that all interested may be con- 
tacted and that. any who failed to 
receive stamps will ask for them 
and contribute in however modest 
an amount. It is due to the. Ben- 
erosity of many who exceeded the 
amount expected that the collec- 
tion is as large as it is. 

In th@ few days remaining be- 
fore the drive for funds is over, it 
is hoped that all who have not al-- 
ready done so will contribute 
their part in an effort to stamp 
out TB, one of the greatest threats 
to our people.

Final Plans Made For Free Polio Shots 


The Shelby County Rural Health 
Committee made final plans at a 
meeting. Tuesday night for the first 
or a series of three free polio shots 
to be given to residents of the 
county Jan. 20. 

“We expect many people to take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
get the polio shots free,’’ said Dr. 
W. C. Browne, Vincent, chairman. 

“However, we are afraid that 
we will not have 100 per cent par- 
ticipation in the program. Al- 
though the vaccine is one of the 
safest in use today, some people 
refuse to take it. 

“By refusing to take the shots, 
they are running the risk of 
paralysis and even death due to 

paralytic polio,” he said. 

“We strongly urge everyone to 
take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity,’’ Dr. Browne said. 

The shots will be made available 
free of charge to school children, 
children of pre-school age, and 
adults up to 40 years of age. 

The second shot of the series will 
be given on Feb. 17, and the third 
and final shot of the series will be 
given Augy 18. 

The polio shot campaign is the 


first project of the newly formed 
county rural health committee. 
Next year, another project to pro- 
mote rural heaith and safety will 
be undertaken. 

Visitors attending the Tuesday 
night meeting were Dr. W. J. 
Donald, Montgomery, director of 
the bureau of county health work, 
and Dr. Thomas N. Page, asso- 
ciate director of the bureau. 

Dr. Ira L. Meyers, Montgomery, 
administrative officer of the state 
health department, also attended 
the meeting. 

Shelby County is one of eight 
pilot counties to experiment with 
the rural health program. 

Assisting the committee in the 
polio shot drive are the Shelby 


County March of Dimes Associa- ° 


tion, which is furnishing funds for 
the serum, and the Shelby County 
Medical Association, 

All the doctors in the county 
have agreed to donate their time 
and facilities on the dates set aside 
to administer the shots. 

“This will enable everyone in the 
county to get the polio shots free 
of charge from his own family 
doctor,’’ Dr. Browne said.

Newsprint Company Distributes Pines 


/ More that 15 million Loblolly 
pine seedlings have been produced 
by the Coosa River Newsprint 
Company Nursery for planting in 
North Central Alabama this sea- 
son. 

Officials of the Company have 
announced that almost two million 
trees were distributed without cost 
to 4-H Club members, FFA boys, 
pulpwood producers and dealers, in 
the area from which the newsprint 
mill procures wood. The remain- 


ing trees are being used to restock 
cut-over lands owned by the Com- 
pany. 

The seedling pines were grown 
this year in the Company's modern 
tree nursery near Childersburg. 
Lifting and shipping of stock will 
continue through February at the 
rate of 300,000 trees per day. 

H. B. Starks, Coosa River Dis- 
trict Forester, is in charge of 
seedling distribution in Shelby 
County. Mr. Starks directs land-

Americans Have 
More Than Half 
World’s Phones 


Americans have more than half 
of the telephones in the world. But 
they’re being out-talked by people 
in several other spots on the globe. 

The 1958 edition of ‘The World’s 
Telephones” shows the U. S. aver- 
aged 460 conversations per person 
last year—trailing the Canadian 
average of 497 and the Swedish 
conversation rate of 491. 

The statistics indicate it’s the 
inhabitants of the colder climates 
that make the most use of their 
phones. Geographically, the most 
talkative telephone area in 1957 
was Alaska with an average of 581 
conversations per person. Little 
Iceland also ranked high, averag- 
ing 452 per person. 

An exception was Hawaii. The 
island territory with travel-folder 
weather, reported 522 conversa- 
tions per person. No doubt, this in- 
cludes calls by talkative tourists 
from cold countries. 

The world in general averaged 
56 telephone conversations per per- 
son. This compares with 51 for the 
preceding year. 

The telephone survey records a 
total of 117,800,000 telephones in 
service in the world on January 1, 
a gain of close to 8,000,000 over the 
previous year. 

The United States, with 63,621,- 
000 telephones, led the list of the 
countries having the largest sys- 
tems. Second was the United King- 
dom with 7,354,000. Canada report- 
éd 4,816,118, the German Federal 
Republic (West Germany) 4,731,- 
945, Japan 3,886,327, and the USSR 
3,558,000. 

The Russian telephone statistics 
were the first to be reported from 
that country since 1936.

Regional Library 
Report 


From time to time we have giv- 
en you reports on the local library 
branch. This time we want to 
bring an overall report for the re- 
gional program. For the benefit of 


those who are not familiar with . 


the set-up, the region consists of 
Shelby and St. Clair Counties and 
goes under the name of the Coosa 
Valley Regional Library. We hope 
you have noticed the bookmobile 
as it goes over the two counties. 

During the period .Oct. 1, 1957 to 
Sept. 30, 1958, $14,260 was spent 
for books; 4,878 books were pur- 
chased and 381 were received as 
gifts. At the end of the year our 
collection had increased from 13,- 
195 to 18,454 volumes. 


During the year, 1,589 individuals 
were added to the list of borrow- 
ers. Many more people used jthe 
library facilities, however, because 
often one person would borrow for 
his entire family or would lend the 
books in his neighborhood. We 
urge all people who use the library 
to register in their own names. 


Circulation climbed from 49,286 
in 1956-57 to 91,151 in 1957-58. If you 
would like to compare the three 
largest units in the region, we note 
the following: Shelby County head- 
quarters library in Columbiana in- 
creased 120%; St. Clair County 
headquarters library in Pell City 
increaged 102%; and the bookmo- 
bile increased 62%. 

The bookmobile served 107 com- 
munities and schools during the 
school year. An average of 65 com- 
munity stops were served winter 
and summer. Two new branches 
were put into operation (Helena 
and Montevallo). A third new 
branch was organized, but this one 
(Springville) did not open until the 
close of the fiscal year. Three 
home stations were established and 
these operated during the summer. 


Vacation readfng clubs were 
sponsored by three branches, Col- 
umbiana, Pell City and Montevallo. 
A total of 50 children received 
reading cerificates as a result of 
the clubs. A story hour was con- 
ducted for 8 weeks during the 
summer in the Pell City branch.— 
Mrs. Sarah B. Holland, Regional 
Librarian.

Behind-the-scene efforts of cer- 
tain liberal Democrats from the 
North to gain greater control of 
the new Congress failed to materia- 
lize when the 86th Congress con- 
vened last Wednesday. 

Although there were no changes 
in the Democratic leadership, it 
was a different story on the Repub- 
lican side of the aisle. By an ex- 
tremely close vote, Rep. Charles 
A. Halleck of Indiana was chosen 
as minority floor leader to replace 
former Speaker of the House 
Joseph W. Martin of Massachu- 
setts. Halleck, a long-time member 
of the House of Representatives, 
is considered one of the ablest Re- 
publicans in the entire Congress. 


Rules Change Squashed 


A movement, spearheaded by the 
above-mentioned liberals, to re- 
duce the power of the House Rules 
Committee failed. This Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Rep. 
Howard Smith of Virginia, is ex- 
tremely important as it has almost 
life or death control over most 
major legislation. A reduction in 
the powers of the House Rules 
Committee would have been extre- 
mely detrimental to the South, and 
a considerable amount of work was 
done by Southern congressmen 
prior to the convening of Congress 
to make certain no changes would 
take place. As a matter of fact, 
I returned to Washington several 
days early to meet with a small 
group of Southerners in connection 
with this matter. 


Alford Seated 


It also appeared that there might 
be a strong effort to prevent the 
new Arkansas Congressman—Dr. 
Dale Alford—from taking his seat, 
pending an investigation of al- 
leged irregularities in his write-in 
victory. Again, preliminary work 
by Southern members of Congress 
was helpful in averting such ac- 
tion and Dr. Alford, who opposed 
the integration of Little Rock 
schools," was sworn in on the first 
day of the session.

Bills Introduced 


I have again introduced legisla- 
tion which will permit the Secre- 
tary of State to deny passports 
to Communists and Communist 
supporters. I first introduced this 
measure last year after the U. S. 
Supreme Court had ruled that the 
Secretary of State did not have the 
necessary authority to prohibft 
travel abroad by members of the 
Communist Party. Although my 
bill was approved by the House 
of Representatives last August, the 
Senate failed to consider it before 
adjournment. 

I also re-introduced legislation 
which provides that a state law, 
where not in conflict with a federal 
act on the same subject, can be 
enforced for the protection of 
the state and its citizens. Contrary 
to earlier rulings, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court has held in a number 
of recent cases that when Congress 
passes a law on any subject it in- 
tends that all state laws on the 
same subject be superseded. As 
you know Congress in recent years 
has legislated on a multitude of 
subjects. Therefore, if the Supreme 
Court continues to follow its pres- 
ent doctrine, it will be a matter of 
time when states will be deprived 
of practically all powers and 
sovereignty in the enactment and 
enforcement of their own laws. 


I had previously introduced this 
legislation in the 84th and 85th 
Congresses. Last year an_ identi- 
cal bill, introduced by Rep. Ho- 
ward Smith (D-Va.), was passed 
by the House of Reprensentatives 
but failed to pass the Senate by 
only one vote. This legislation is 
extremely important and every ef- 
fort will be made to pass it during 
the present session of Congress.

Farmers who own young calves 
seem to be experiencing more 
ard more winter losses due to a 
condition known as “pneumonia- 
enteritis” complex. 

Today, this is/“ causing an 
annual loss estimated at more 
than $30,000,000. It has become 
such a problem that it has been 
singled out as one of the major 
targets of National Livestock 
Loss Prevention Year in 1959. 





Keep calves in small group. 


Really, this is two diseases in 
one .. .. calf pneumonia and 
bacterial or virus scours. Either 
of the two is serious, but when 
the calf contracts both, the con- 
sequences can be disastrous. 
Under confinement, calves are 
more likely to pick up the dis- 
ease viruses and bacteria from 
contaminated air and bedding. 

The best way to check pneu- 
monia-enteritis losses is to have 
treatment started when first 
symptoms appear. Symptoms may 
include fever, loss of appetite, 
scouring, coughing, rapid breath- 
ing, and gauntness. Scouring may 
begin before pneumonia symp- 
toms appear. 
mistake such scouring for simple 
dietary scours, when it may 
actually mark the onset of this 
fatal pneumonia-enteritis prob- 
lem. So, when symptoms appear, 
it is wise to-have a veterinarian 
make a diagnosis, to make sure 
which condition exists. 

It is best to isolate sick calves 
and place them in dry, well- 
ventilated quarters. If treatment 
is begun promptly, the chances 
of the calves recovering are 
improved considerably. One item 
on the plus side is that calves 
which recover ucually carry 
lifelong immunity. 

From the preventive stand- 
point, the farmer can take several 
precautionary steps—bring sure 
that calves have the first milk 
or colstrum, keeping calves 
housed in pens alone, or in small 
groups of the same age; making 
sure that barns are well ven- 
tilated, not drafty, and that they 
have ample dry bedding.

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Shelby Is One of 20 Counties Selected 
For County-Wide Soil Testing Program 


“Have you had your soil test- 
ed?” These are famous words as 
a result of the Kick-off Luncheon 
Tuesday in Columbiana, launching 
a county-wide soil testing program. 
Shelby County is one of twenty 
counties in Alabama selected by 
the Alabama Agriculture Exten- 
sion Service at A.P.I., Auburn, in 
which a concentrated effort will 
be made to have all the soil tested. 
Shelby and Cherokee Counties 
were selected from those along the 
Coosa River. 


Representatives from all phases 
of business, industry, agriculture, 
and education attended the dili- 
cious luncheon in the Courthouse 
Annex. A. A. Lauderdale, who has 
served Shelby County for 35 eyars 
as County Farm Agent, presided. 

W. M. “Buck” Clark, Assistant 
Farm Agent, in stating the pur- 
pose of the meeting, stressed the 
fact that the biggest smokestack 
in Shelby County would be our 
farm lands if they were properly 
used. Clark stated, ‘“‘During 1958 
the total income from Shelby 
County farm products was $5,329,- 
000. We feel that if the correct 
amount and grade of fertilizer had 
been applied, the value of this 
1958 crop would have been $6,- 
827,000, or an increase of $1,498,- 
000. Don’t we wish that we could 
have just one industry coming to 
Shelby County that would bring 
this much employment and this 
much payroll? Shall we make this 
dream come true in 1959?” 

Possibilities of making Mr. 
Clark’s ‘“dream’’ come true were 
presented by Dr. Dennis Rouse, 
Director of the Soils Testing pro- 
gram at Auburn, and by Frank 
Boyd, President of the Alabama 
Soil Fertility Society, which is 
promoting this type or research: 
Both Dr. Rouse and Mr. Boyd 
pointed out that our problem is of 
adjusting our fertilizer to the 
needs of the soil by having the 
soil tested and prescribing the 
proper type of fertilizer. 

Dr. Rouse informed the group, 
“that if we are going to fertilize 
by soil testing, we must begin 
with a good soil sample. These 
samples should be sent to the Au- 
burn testing laboratory in special 
containers which may be obtained 
at\the County Agent's office, ac- 
companied with a check for $1.00. 
The results will be sent back to 
the farmer within ten days.” 

Dr. Rouse stated that samples 
of top soil and sub soil should 
be made at least every 3 years 
and preferably every year. He said 
that Shelby County should send in 
at least 5,000 samples per year. 
All instruction and materials 
for making the tests are avail- 
able in the County Agent’s of- 
fice, where Mr. Lauderdale and 
Mr. Clark are eager to assist in 
the process, 


Mr. Boyd, who in addition to 
being President of the Alabama 
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Soil Fertility Society is agronomist 
for Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Corporation, stressed the need to 
‘‘Have Your Soil Tested” so much 
that we was informed by J. Frank 
Baker at the end of his speech 
that he had said those words 
106 times! 

Mr. Boyd very emphatically 
pointed out, by many illustrations, 
the importance of soil testing. He 
recommends that banks stress this 
fact before lending money to farm- 
ers, in comparison to the em- 
phasis they make on animal inno- 
culation. 

The luncheon was prepared by

Committee assignments were 
being worked out in the House and 
Senate last week after both cham- 
bers had formally organized and 
the Senate had completed debate 
on proposed changes in its rules. 

The Senate rules debate was 
touched off by a group of liberal 
senators seeking to curb filibus- 
ters through a rule change that 
would permit a simple majority 
of the total membership (50) to 
end debate. Their efforts were un- 
successful, however, and the Sen- 
ate adopted a compromise rule of- 
fered by Senator Lyndon John- 
son (D-Tex.) whereby debate can 
be terminated by a two-thirds vote 
of those present and _ voting. 
Formerly, a two-thirds vote of 


the total membership was requir- 
ed. 


Democratic Majorities 


In the 86th Congress the Demo- 
crats will hold a majority on most 
House committees of nearly two to 
one.

than in the 85th Congress and is 
due to Democratic gains in the 
Nevember elections. For example, 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee on which I serve will have 
21 Democratic members this year 
and 11 Republicans, as compared 
with 17 Democrats and 15 Repub- 
licans in the last Congress. 


Method of Assigning 


With so many new House Demo- 
crats scrambling for places on the 
committees of their choice, the 
task of assigning the new members 
to committees is an extremely dif- 
ficult one. This job is handled by 
Democratic members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee who 
act as a “Committee on Commit- 
tees” for that purpose. The Re- 
publican conterpart is a committee 
composed of one Representative 
from each state which has at 
least one Republican in its House 
delegation. The total membership 
that each committee may have 
and the party ratios within it are 
agreed on in advance by the lead- 
ership of the two major parties. 

Since the majority party out- 
numbers the Republicans in this 
Congress by 347 to 187, the 
dominance of Democrats .on the 
committees was expected. In the 
85th Congress there were 235 De- 
mocrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and 200 Republicans. 
The 86th Congress has 283 Demo- 
cratic House members but only 
154 Republicans. In the Senate at 
the present time there are 64 
Democrats and 34 Republicans: 
Last year the Democrats held only 
a two-seat majority in that body. 


Largest Congress Ever 


The 86th Congress. is unique in 
that it is the largest Congress to 
date. This is due, of course, to the 
recent. admission of Alaska as a 
state. The Senate now has 98 mem- 
bers, and the House of Representa- 
tives exceeds by one its established 
membership of 435. Beginning with 
the 88th Congress, however, House 
membership must by law revert 
to 435. This will be accomplished 
through redistricting based on the 
results of the 1960 census.

Good Lenten Dish 


An inspired way to serve salmon, an old Lenten standby, is borrowed 
from Italy and adapted to combine the pink-meated king of fish with 
spaghetti. A rich cream sauce is used to incorporate fish and mush- 
rooms. Serve with crusty bread sticks and a tossed green salad. 


SALMON TETRAZZINI 


8 tablespoons (1/2 cup) butter 
¥ cup flour 
2 cups hot milk 
¥ teaspoon salt 
Ye teaspoon pepper 
Yq teaspoon nutmeg 
VY cup sherry (optional) 


A 1-pound can salmon 
V2 cup cream 
1 pound spaghetti 
1/2 pound mushrooms, sliced 
2 tablespoons butter 
Y/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
1/2 cup bread crumbs 


In a saucepan melt the 8 tablespoons butter and stir in the flour. Gradually stir in the 
hot milk and cook, stirring, until sauce is smooth and thickened. Stir in salt, pepper, nutmeg 
and sherry. Stir in liquid from the can of salmon and cook for 5 minutes, stirring occasionally, 


Stir in the cream. 


; Cook spaghetti in rapidly boiling salted ‘water until tender and drain. Saute mushrooms 
in the 2 tablespoons butter for 5 minutes, or until lightly browned, Mix half the sauce with 
the spaghetti and mushrooms and pour into a baking dish or deep platter. Make a hole in the 
center of the spaghetti. Mix remaining sauce with the salmon, flaked, and pour into the hole 
in the Center of the spaghetti. Sprinkle with cheese mixed with bread crumbs and brown 
lightly in a 350° F. oven for 15 to 20 minutes. Serves 4.

“Polio Mother of the Year’ 


Mrs. Gene Lewis Hubbard, of 
Montevallo, wife of Dr. Leslie H. 
Hubbard and mother of three 
children, has been named Ala- 
bama’s “Polio Mother of the 
Year”’. 

Mrs. Hubbard was stricken by 
paralytic polio only two weeks 
after the family moved into their 
new home on Ashville Circle in 
June of 1955. Mrs. Hubbard had 
supervised the interior decoration 
of the home. 

Paralysis affected both arms 
and both legs. She will never 
able to walk again, and she has 
only slight use of her left arm 
and hand. In spite of these limit- 
ing handicaps, she has learned to 
do many things everyone else does 
and takes for granted. 

She feeds hersélf with the aid of 
a hand splint and a ball be&ting 
feeder. The paralysis affected her 
right hand more than her left, 
and because she was extremely 
right-handed, this gave her still 
another, handicap to overcome. 


Mrs. Hubbard plans the family 


“meals, supervises the children, and 


helps the children with their les- 


_ sons. She attends the weekly meet- 


ings of her bridge club, and plays 


‘with the aid of a card holder. Her 


undaunted good spirits are always 
evident and her charm and beauty 
radiate to all who are in contact 
with her. 

Church work was one of her 
major activities prior-to the time 
she was stricken by polio, and it 
has remained high on her list of 
activities ever since that time. 

She is active in the Montevallo 
Baptist Church, and has directed a 
branch of the Girls Auxiliary since 
she has been paralyzed. 

One of the accomplishments of 


which she is most proud is her- 


ability to type rapidly and ac- 
curately with one finger, using a 
brace. 

She is active in the Montevallo 
Study Club. She is serving on the 
program committee of the club this 
year. 

Bird watching has become one ot 
her hobbies, and she has identi- 
fied more han 100 different types 
of birds around her home. She 
also takes an active interest in 
the beautification of her house and 
garden, 

Mrs. Hubbard is a native of 
Wetumpka. Her family moved to 
Montevallo when she was a small 
girl. She attended Alabama Col- 
lege two years, and the University 
of Alabama two years. 

She received her AB degree in 
education with a major in English 


— 


from the University of Alabama, 
where she attained the distinction 
of being chosen honorary cadet 
colonel of the Second regiment 
coast ‘artillery in the Reserve Of- 
ficers Training Corps, which is one 
of the greatest honors that can 
come to.a girl at the University. 
She received a regular army com- 
mission from Washington. As one 
of. the ‘Military Misses” she led 
the annual military ball with her 
cadet commander. She was a mem- 
ber of Kappa Kappa Gamma So- 
rority at the University. 

She married Dr. Leslie Hubbard 
on September 6, 1942. Dr. Hubbard 
is a practicing physician in Mon- 


tevallo. The children are Leslie, 12, 
Philip, 10, and Nora, 6. 

“I attribute my adjustment to 
my six months at Warm Springs, 
Ga., and to the help given me by 
my wonderful family and friends. 
It was the Shelby County Chapter 
of the National Foundation that 
made it possible for me to go to 
Warm Springs,’’ Mrs. Hubbard 
said. ‘ 

“Having known so many mothers 
who have been stricken by polio 
and who have done so much in 
spite of their disability, I feel it is 
a great honor to have been chosen 
Alabama’s Polio Mother of the 
Year,” she said.

A total of 1908 persons received 
Salk polio shots Tuesday as a 
result of a drive by the Shelby 
County Rural Health Committee. 

Shelby is one of eight pilot 
counties experimenting with the 
rural health committee. The pro- 
ject was the first of the newly 
formed committee. 

“We attribute the large turn- 
out to the fine coverage given 
to our drive by radio and televi- 
sion stations and newspapers,” 
said Dr. W. C. Browne, Vincent, 
chairman of the committee. 

‘“‘We appreciate their help in our 


efforts to protect the people of ' 


Shelby County from polio,” he 
said. 

Figures compiled in the county 
health office are as follows: Mon- 
tevallo, 396; Siluria-Alabaster, 431; 
Calera, 292; Vincent, 316; Colum- 
biana, 246; Alabama College, 116; 
Helena, 75; and the county health 
office, 36. 

Arrangements for vaccination 
of all school children who have 
not had the shots, and who want 
them, are {being made through 
the office of county superintendent 
of education Elvin Hill. Mrs. 
Chester Atkinson, county health 
nurse, will be in charge of giving 
the shots. 

The second and third shots of 
the series will be given Feb. 17 
and Aug. 18. “We urge people 
who missed the first shot of the 
series to get the next two free 
snots, then pay for the third shot,” 
Dr. Browne said. 

“We also hope that people who 
got the first shot will follow up 
by getting the next two,” he said. 

Vaccine for the free shots is 
being furnished by the Shelby 
County March of Dimes Associa- 
tion.

Shelby County Civil Defense Hospital 


On January 21 Shelby County 
was the recipient of a valuable 
two hundred (200) bed emergency 
hospital. The acquisition of this 
costly hospital was made possible 
through the efforts of the Shelby 
County Civil Defense Organization 
and the Board of Revenue & Con- 
trol in conjunction with Mr. Paul 
Brunson, Civil Defense Executive 
of Montgomery. 

The intent and purpose of a field 
hospital is to bolster the medical 
facilities of our county in the event 
of natural or national emergency. 
This 200 bed field hospital can be 
set up in any large building within 
the county, such as Armories, 
Schools & Recreation buildings, 
whenever the medical need pre- 
sents itself. The Civil Defense Di- 
rector for the county, Robert N. 
Bolton, and the Chief of Health 
Services will direct the location of 
the hospital whenever an emer- 
gency arises within the county. 

The 200 bed field hospital is a 
complete hospital having all the 
necessary equipment and supplies 
for immediate use. The’ estimated 
cost of this hospital, as a unit, 


purchased by the Federal Govern- 
ment is $80,000.00. The cost pur- 
chased piecemeal at retail prices 
would approximate $150,000.00. The 
total cost to Shelby County was 
only $200.00 for the transportation 
of the hospital to the county. The 
Shelby County Board of Revenue 
& Control authorized this amount 
to cover this cost. In the event 
of an emergency the hospital can 
be set up and ready to receive 
patients within about three hours 
at whatever location in the county 
the emergency so demands. 

Very briefly, the major items of 
the field hospital are: 

200 beds, sheets, blankets and 
pillows. 

Complete X-Ray equipment. 

Complete Surgical instruments & 
equipment. 

Complete emergency power 
plant. 

Emergency water system (pump 
and tank). _

C. P. Walker 
was immediately appointed Sheriff 
by the Governor, thus vacating 
the seat of Shelby’s Representa- 
tive in the Legislature. 

The date of the primary election 
for Representative was not set by 
the Executive Committee at_ its 
Tuesday night meeting. It is as- 
sumed, however, that the party 
officials will make arrangements 
for the primary election as quick- 
ly as is possible under require- 
ments of state laws governing 
such procedures. . 

Meanwhile, Shelby County will 
have no Representative in the leg- 
islature now in session.

Alabaster, Ala. 
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Report from Washington 





Two important Presidential mes- 
sages were sent to Congress last 
week—one dealing with labor-man- 
agement legislation and the other 
with agriculture. 

In his labor message, the Presi- 
dent proposed steps to curb union 
racketeering and called for several 
changes in the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Law. His recommendations are 
similar to but more extensive than 
those in the labor reform bill in- 
troduced earlier in the session by 
Sen. John Kennedy (D-Mass.). 
The President’s proposals are in- 
corporated in a measure intro- 
duced last week by Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz.). 


Report on Union Funds 


Both the Kennedy and the Gold- 
water bills require labor unions to 
submit detailed reports to the 
government concerning the ex- 
penditure of union funds, with 
penalities being imposed in cases 
of fraud. They also contain pro- 
visions to insure members a more 
effective voice in running their 
unions. For instance, both mea- 
sures require unions to hold 
periodic elections by secret ballot 
in order to remove pressures from 
members who wish to vote against 
officers who prove unsatisfactory. 
The two bills also propose that 
the Labor Department investigate 
incidents of unscrupulous union 
procedures. In addition, they call 
for deletion of the present Taft- 
Hartley provision which pars dis- 
missed strikers from voting along 
with their replacements to deter- 
mine whether a union should con- 
tinue to represent employees. 


Taft-Hartley Changes 


Besides the other provisions, the 
Goldwater bill imposes tighter re-

by unions, extends picketing bans, 
and places in the hands of state 
authorities cases that the National 
Labor Relations Board declines to 
consider. All three of the latter 
proposals constitute changes in 
the Taft-Hartley Act and are not 
included in the Kennedy measure. 
Most observers agree that these 
proposed Taft-Hartley changes will 
be the most controversial issues 
when this or similar legislation is 
debated on the floor of the House 
and Senate. 


Farm Proposals 

Calling on Congress to abandon 
the price support and production 
control programs in their present 
form, the President last week pro- 
posed two alternatives in his farm 
message. First, he suggested that 
the Secretary of Agriculture be 
permitted to fix price supports 
between 75 and 90 per cent of the 
average market prices during a 
period immediately preceding the 
action. Under this plan, the Prest- 
dent believes that supply and de- 
mand factors indicated in current 
prices will curtail overproduction. 
The alternative course he offered 
would permit the continued use 
of the parity ‘concept in fixing 
price supports but at lower Jevels. 

The reaction in Congress to both 
plans has been unfavorable. Such 
a response indicates little chance 
of adoption. 


Alabama Reports 60 
Polio Cases in 1958 


Alabama reported 60 cases of 
polio during 1958, one more than 
the number occurring’ in 1957. 

The State Health Department 
said today that 52 of the 1958 
cases were paralytic polio..Thirty- 
five of the victims of paralytic 
disease had not been immunized 
while eight had received some 
Salk vaccine. The immunization 
status of nine persons is not 
known. 

The Department stated that 48 of 
the 1958 victims were six years of 
age or younger. Seven ranged in 
age from 7 to 12, and two from 13 


. to 18. Three were over 18. 


Twenty-six counties accounted 
for all of the 1958 cases. Jeffer- 
son County had nine, Mobile and 
Morgan seven each and Etowah 
six. Montgomery, Lawrence and 
Baldwin Counties each reported 
three cases. Counties recording 
two cases were Calhoun, Geneva 
and Henry. Other counties report- 


ing the disease had only one case“ 


during the year.

Alabama Retail 
Sales Decrease 


Sales at retail in Alabama re- 
tail concerns were down slightly 
in November, according to the UA 
Bureau of Business Research. 

In Shelby County, sales at re- 
tail by retail concerns only showed 
a 3.2 per cent decline from Octo- 
ber to November, 1958. 

Bureau publication ‘Alabama 
Retail Trade” out Jan. 29 reports 
that only food and automotive 
sales, the two largest categories, 
showed gains during the month, 
but that these (were offset by 
losses in the rémaining groups. 

Sales by nonretail concerns 
dropped substantially, reducing -to- 
tal sales at retail approximately 
four per cent below the October 
level. 

Compared with the same period 
a year ago, November sales were 
substantially higher with sixty of 
the 67 counties reporting gains.

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Soil and Water Conservation Inventory 


An inventory of soil and water 
conservation needs in Shelby Coun- 
ty has been completed by a com- 
mittee composed of B. F. Hat- 
chett, Soil Conservation Service, 
Chairman; Oland D. Smith, A.S.C., 
Secretary; A. A. Lauderdale, 
County Agent; S. S. Pierce, F.hn. 
A.; and Charles M. Stuckey, 
County Forester. 

According to O. C. Medlock, 
State Conservationist of the Soil 
Conservation Service, this inven- 
tory, which is being made in ev- 
ery county of the state, will be 
the first of its kind ever to be 
made by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

“One of the reasons for mak- 
ng this inventory is to determine 
the needed adjustments in land 
use to take care of the nation's 
expanding population growth,” 
Medlock says. “It is estimated 
that the population will exceed 
200 million by 1975. Although 
we've had an excess of production

in recent years, it has been es- 
timated that a 30 per cent increase 
in our present farm production 
will be needed to meet require- 
ments by 1975.” 

The inventory will also provide 
more useful information that may 
help to solve the problem of Jana 
requirements for non-farm uses, 
the State Conservationist went ou 
to say. Highways, airports, and in- 
dustrial developments all take 
farm land out of production, he 
points out. This presents a serious 
conservation problem that eventu- 
ally must be dealt with. 

The national inventory is sched- 
uled for completion this year. As 
soon as possible thereafter the in- 
formation obtained will be made 
available to individuals or organi- 
zations interested in the kind of 
information which will be develop- 


ed by the inventory. 


The inventory is to be kept cur- 
rent; therefore periodic review of 
the information and revision will 
be made as needed, Medlock says.

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Report from Washington 





A bill designed to breathe new 
life into the GI housing program 
was passed overwhelmingly last 
week by the House of Representa- 
tives. 

In addition to raising the interest 
rate ceiling from 4% to 5% per 
cent on indirect or government- 
guaranteed loans, the bill autho- 
rizes $300 million for the direct 
loan program. 

In recent years, the guaranteed 
loan program has almost reached 
a standstill since lending institu- 
tions have been reluctant to parti- 
cipate due to the current interest 
rate of 434 per cent. Lenders have 
argued that because of the “tight 
money” situation, the interest 
rates should be more in line with 
the amount charged on FHA (544 
per cent) and other loans. As a re- 
sult of these arguments, the House 
of Representatives voted® an in- 
crease in the interest‘ ceiling. 


Direct Loan Funds 


House members approved ad- 
ditional funds for direct loans in 
spite of the President’s opposition 
to this provision of the legislation. 
These loans are made directly by 
the government to veterans who 
live primarily in rural areas 
where sufficient lending agencies 
are not available to offer guaran- 
teed loans. With the exception of 
the cities of Tuscaloosa and North- 
port, the entire Sixth Congres- 
sional District falls within he 
direct loan area. 


During consideration of the bill, 
it was pointed out that a survey by 
the Veterans Affairs Committee 
showed that less than 10 per cent 
of the veterans living in rural 
counties had obtained loans to 
purchase homes, as compared with 
40 per cent of those living in the 
metropolitan counties that were 
surveyed. As of November 1, 
1958, there were over 40,000 vete- 
rans on the waiting list for direct 
loans.

Senate Cuts Funds 


An omnibus housing bill passed 
by the Senate last week contains 
an authorization of $150 million 
for the veterans direct loan pre- 
gram. The bill originally included 
the same amount endorsed by the 
House for this purpose ($300 mil- 
lion), and the 50 per cent cut was 
the result of an amendment adopt- 
ed during Senate debate. 


The Senate bill also authorizes 
a total of $2.7 billion for other 
housing projects which include the 
FHA mortgage program, urban 
renewal, and public housing. 

A general housing bill has not 
yet been considered in the House 
of Representatives. 


Draft Extended 


Another major bill—a Four-year 
extension of the draft—was also 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week. 


As approved by House members, 
this legislation extends authority 
to induct individuals into the 
armed forces from the present 
termination date of July 1, 1959 to 
July 1, 1963. It also extends for 
four, years the so-called doctors’ 
draft law, the Dependents Assis- 
tance Act for enlisted military per- 
sonnel, and the suspension on per- 
manent manpower ceilings of the 
armed forces. 


An attempt to limit the draft 
continuation to two years was de- 
feated by a voice vote. A move to 
kill the entire measure by having 
it recommitted to the Armed Ser- 
vices Committee aso failed. Final 
passage of the bill came on a 
381 to 20 roll call vote.

Home Ec. Students 
Study Baby Sitting 


Members of a Home Economics 
I Child Development class in Mon- 
tevallo High School have been 
making a study of baby sitting. 
The girls in this class, under Mrs.

PART I 


In a little valley lies the main 
village, while here and there cot- 
tages dot the Cedar crowned hills 
that surround it. From a southern 
window in the room in which I 
write I can see its spires and 
roofs, visible through the leafless 
branches ‘of the oaks—-Montevallo, 
trueful name that so fitly de- 
scribes these hills and dales. She 
is not enterprising, she is not 
pushing, she is not plucky, but 
mone can gainsay that she is 
placid and picturesque, and has 
complete mastery of the art of 
growing old gracefully. 

‘Once upon a time’ Montevallo 
was one of the most important 
interior towns of the state. She 
had the monopoly of the trade 
of several counties, St. Clair, Bibb, 
Chilton, and a portion of Talla- 
dega and Jefferson. Lying down 
here in the corner of Shelby, the 
boundary of Chilton is but a 
league away, and that of Bibb but 
little further. 


The days that I refer to before 
the railroads were built through 
the county may be called the 
Golden Age of the town, traffic 
and trade and the spirit of com- 
mercial rivalry made it very live- 
ly and prosperous. Though her 
people thrived, for goodly fortunes 
have been made here in times 
past, they were not hazardous. 
They demanded a tangible evi- 
dence of gain and were afraid ‘to 
venture into any sort of specu- 
lative enterprises. The first ‘faux 
pas’ was when they let the L&N 
cross the ET&VA. at Calera in- 
stead of this point. The commer- 
cial sceptre was then taken from 
them. Now, Calera to the right of 
them, Brierfield to the west of 
them, have each usurped a por- 
tion of Montevallo’s old trade. 

I have heard it said that Mr. 
Peter has been sorry that he did 
not locate his company’s great 
enterprises here, the nailing and 
rolling mills of Brierfield, the very 
life-blood of that stirring manu- 
facturing village. It seems that 
somebody always fails to point out 
the superior advantages of this 
place which has wonderful natural 
endowment, until capital has been 
invested elsewhere. Almost every 
other Alabama town has roused 
to the bugle call of progress ex- 
cept this: one—she has been fit- 
fully dozing for a number of 
years, now she slumbers soundly, 
a sleep that does not resemble 
that of Rip Van Winkle so much 
as it does that sleep that knows 
no waking. Yes, once more the 
Angel Opportunity taps Monte- 
vallo on the shoulder. Will she 
awaken, at the touch? One of the 
numerous railroads centering at 
Birmingham is reaching an arm 
down: the valley in this direction. 
It will cross the ET&Va. ’at or 
near’ Montevallo. Is Montevallo 
doing anything to bring it at Mon- 
tevallo, or is she going to let it, 
like the other, cross ‘near’ here, 
and build up a rival below here 
that will steal from her the last 
vestige of her pristine commer- 
cial glory? Time, and a very short 
time, will show. 

But did I not promise some- 
thing locally historic for this let- 
ter? A drive today carried me 
by ‘Altara’, just outside the town 
on a steep hill, on the road to 
the Aldrich Mines. ‘Altara’ is now 
the home of J. D. McMath, Esq., 
but was once the residence of one 
of Alabama’s most eminent men 
of the old era, Judge Geo. D. 


Shortridge, purist, politician and 
literateur. He was the first mayor 
of Montgomery, and after return- 
ing to Shelby, he was for nine 
years a circuit judge, resigned 
it to be the candidate of the 
American party for governor in 
55 and was defeated by bluff old 
John Anthony Winston, democrat. 
He represented Shelby in the Con- 
Stitutional convention of ’61 and 
was one of the signers of the 
famous Ordinance of Secession of 
Alabama. From private letters 
from politicians at the time, I 
see that Judge Shortridge was 
quite. prominent as a candidate 
for the presidency of that his- 
toric body, but that honor fell 
upon the shoulders of another dis- 
tinguished lawyer, Judge W. M. 
Brooks, lately become a citizen of 
Birmingham. Two of Judge Short- 
ridge’s sons, brilliant youths, mere 
officered boys, but full of patriot- 
ism and chivalry, died wearing the 
gray on battlefields. Gay and 
handsome, bright and brave, Eli 
and Frank—their beautiful lives 
and grand deaths ,are not forgot- 
ten. 


Lieut. Geo. D. Shortridge, an- 
other son, died shortly after the 
war. Judge R. Gaines, of the su- 
preme court of Texas, is a son-in- 
law of Judge Shortridge, having 
married the beautiful Miss Lou 
Shortridge, now a social leader in 
the highest circles of the Texas 
capitols. The handsome wife of 
Dr. Sedberry, of Jefferson, Texas, 
is the younger daughter. Mrs. 
Shortridge, the Judge’s widow, 
was recently on a visit to her old 
home in Alabama. She is an in- 
teresting chronicler of the past, 
and with the key of memory un- 
locks rich treasures of personal 
narrative, in which the heroes that 
now shine on the pages of our 
Sstate’s history are familiar, every- 
day personages—the Tom, Dick, 
and Harry of her school days in 
Tuscaloosa fifty years ago. 


Lovely Lizzie King was no less 
a beauty and belle in those days 
than was her grand-niece and 
namesake, pretty Lizzie Lewis, a 
half century later. George Short- 
ridge was one of the most promis- 
ing young men of his period, and 
like Lewis Bradfield, had to. win 
his bride from a host of rivals. 


Judge Shortridge was a student 
all his years, and collected a cost- 
ly and rare library. This man of 
letters yielded a forcible pen, and 
ornate; it seems a great pity that 
all this knowledge should perish 
with him and the world be none 
the wiser’for his erudition. The

manuscript, poems, magazine ar- 
ticles, legendic stories, memoirs, 
etc., of Judge Shortridge, who 
died in the very room in which 
I write in ‘70, were for several 
years in the hands of the Hon. 
Burwell B. Lewis, his nephew, 
who intended to have them pub- 
lished, but in his busy life Col. 
Lewis never completed the work.

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Report from Washington

For a number of years efforts 
have been made to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities or, failing that, to limit 
its effectiveness. In recent months 
those efforts have been stepped- 
up by the Emergency Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, a group which has 
been cited as a communist front 
organization. 


This latest campaign was _ ini- 
tially conceived at a rally held 
by the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee in New York City on 
September 20, 1957. It was de- 
cided then that a concerted ef- 
fort would be made to destroy the 
Committee on Un-American Acti- 
vities, end the investigative 
powers of Congress in the field of 
subversive activities, and restrict 
important functions of the FBI. 
Since that meeting, other com- 
munist front organizations have 
joined the campaign. 


Purpose of Committee 


The Un-American Activities 
Committee was established as a 
standing committee by a vote of 
the House of Representatives on 
January 3, 1945 for the purpose of 
investigating the extent, character, 
and objectives of un-American 
propaganda  activitdes in the 
United States and keeping watch 
over the administration of various 
laws dealing with subversion. It 
was continued.as a standing com- 
mittee in 1946 by provisions of 
Public Law 601 of the 79th Con- 
gress. 


It is not the first congressional 
committee, however, to be con- 
cerned with subversive activities. 
Prior to its creation, there were 
several special committees of the 
House that had been establish- 
ed for the purpose of investigating 
subversion. 


Since its establishment, the Un- 
American Activities Committee 
has exposed innumerable com- 
munist activities in the United 
States, as well as thousands of 
members of sympathizers of the 
Communist Party. It is only 
natural then that the Committee 
would be a prime target of com- 
munist organizations which have 
as their purpose the destruction of 
any obstacles to the exercise of 
subversive activities in the United 
States. 


Roosevelt Resolution 


In addition to the opposition 
from communist and communist 
front groups, there is also some 


opposition to the Committee on 


Un-American Activities that is 
non-communist in nature. For 
example, Rep. James Roosevelt 
(D-Calif.) recently introduced a 
resolution which would abolish the 
Committee on Judiciary. 

Roosevelt calls his proposal ‘‘A

ties Committee, has said the reso- 
lution is designed to strangle 
rather than strengthen the investi- 
gation of subversion. 

I am among those members of 
the House of Representatives who 
believe the abolition of the House 
Committee on Un-American Acti- 
vities, or even the curtailment of 
its activities, would be a great 
victory for the communist move- 
ment in the United States. For that 
reason, I am opposed to Roose- 
velt resolution and will so vote 
should it reach the floor of the 
House of Representatives for con- 
sideration, 


56,000 Students

ETV Courses 


56,000 students follow Alabama 
ETV courses each week accord- 
ing to a new survey report issued 
this week by the fund for the 
advancement of [Education in 
Montgomery. The research team, 
headed by Dr. Edwin Williams, 
steadily visits schools across the 
state to aid in educational tele- 
vision utilization by classroom 
teachers. It also annually tallies 
the number of students enrolled 
in each ETV course, and generally 
assists in the development of in- 
school programming to create a 
tie between the classroom and TV 
instructor. 

In Shelby County, ETV is being 
used at Montevallo, Prentice, 
Shelby County, Calera, and Vin- 
cent High Schools; Chelsea and 
Helena Jr. High Schools; and 
Shelby Training School with 1457 
students following courses.

Dept. of Pensions 
Issues Warning 


People. receiving checks from 
the Department of Pensions ana 
Security—either old age pension- 
ers or people aided under one of 
the other categories—are never 
asked by pensions and security 
workers to buy anything, to pay 
out any money to them, or to 
join any organization in order to 
receive, or continue to receive a 
check. This statement was issued 
today by Commissioner Alvin T. 
Prestwood who warned that any 
salesman or organizer purporting 
to be a “welfare worker’ or 
“from the welfare department’ 
could not be a -bona fide pensions 
and security employee. 


“Every State and county work- 
er has an. official identification 
card; every worker who calls on 
a family does so for purposes of 
determining eligibility for a check 
or giving some needed service,” 
Prestwood pointed out. He em- 
phasized ‘that the counsellors, and 
other agency staff never collect 
from or sell to the people they 
serve. 


The Commissioner added that no 
one but the county department 
could determine the amount of 
an assistance or pension check. 
Therefore, he added, no salesman 
can assure a person of a ‘‘raise’”’ 
if he buys something such as in- 
surance. ‘‘Specific agency poli- 
cies,’’ Prestwood declared, ‘‘gov- 
ern budgeting and only specified 
jitems up to set standards or 
maximums can be _ included.”’ 

In urging pedple not to be mis- 
led, Prestwood emphasized that 
anyone who applies for a pension 
or assistance, and who meets the 
requirements set, according to 
State and Federal law, will be 
approved. ‘His getting a check

depends on his eligibility and the 
amount he gets is governed by 
his unmet needs, funds available, 
and the number of other needy 
persons.” Prestwood added that 
determination of eligibility is made 
by the county workers under over- 
all direction of the State Depart- 
ment. 

‘We hope anyone with know- 
ledge of probable fraudulent acti- 
vities in relation to pensioners and 
assistance recipients will notify 
either the State Department or 
a county office,’’ Prestwood con- 
cluded.

Scholarships Are 
Offered by College 


A total of $11,100 in scholarships 
at Alabama College is being of- 


fered to high school seniors grad- — 


uating in the spring, 1959. 

Dean Iva B. Gibson, Chairman 
of the Scholarships Committee, 
urged all interested students to 
make application for entry before 
the Feb. 15 deadline. Competitive 
examinations will be held on cam- 
pus at Alabama College, Monte- 
valo, March 12-24, 1959. 

Twenty-six scholarships are 
available. Of these, 20 are honors 
scholarships, four are specifically 
for music, and two are physical 
education scholarships open to 
women only. 


“In other scholarships, two fac- 
tors are considered: ability and 
need,”” Dean Gibson said. ‘‘The 
outstanding feature of these 
grants, however, is that they are 
awarded according to a student’s 
scholarship and ability. This opens 
competition to all students.” 


Of the 20 honors scholarships, 
four cover full fixed charges in- 
cluding room, board, laundry and 
college fees, renewable for one ad- 
ditional year; four cover one-half 
the fixed charges, also renewable 
for an additional year; and 12 are 
for $100 for one year. 

These scholarships, along with 
the four music scholarships which 
are for $100 renewable for three 
additional years, are for men and 
women. The two physical educa- 
tion scholarships for women are 
valued at $250. 

“Any unmarried young man or 
woman graduating this spring in 
the upper fourth of the class from 
an accredited high school may, 
with the principal’s recommenda- 
tion, be eligible for competition,” 
Dean Gibson said. ‘For the music 
and physical education gcholar- 
ship, they must have additional 
recommendations from the instruc- 
tors in these fields. $ 

In urging students to enter com- 
petition for the scholarships, the 
Dean pointed out that other 
scholarships and grants have been 
awarded as a result of a student’s 
performance in these tests. 

“And what does a person have 
to lose?” she asked. ‘Here is 
an excellent opportunity to visit 


_ the campus for three days as a 


guest of Alabama College. Guests 
live in the dormitories and eat in 
the dining hall with the college 
students and get a first-hand pic- 
ture of college life.”

Stockholders of Liberty Nation- 
al Life Insurance Company voted 
at their annual meeting to increase 
the company’s capital from $6 mil- 
lion to $744 million.

Mr. Samford’s report to stock- 
holders pointed out the company’s 
continued growth during 1958. In- 
surance in force increased over 
$150 million to a new high of ap- 
proximately $114 billion.

Clyde Clifton Gives a Charming: Story of this 
Wonderful Spot so Rich in Memories of the Past 


(FROM THE BIRMINGHAM SUNDAY CHRONICLE, 


DEC. 19,- 1886). 


An unusually interesting account of life in Montevallo in 1886 has been brought 
to the attention of the Times-Herald by David Ward, formerly of Montevallo, and 


“ now a college professor In Georgia. Mr. Ward, while doing research at the Depart- 


ment of Archives and History in Montgomery, discovered a copy of an article pub- 
lished in the Birmingham Sunday Chronicle on December 19, 1886, about Monte- 


vallo. We believe that many people will enjoy reading this article.

PART 2 

After leaving Altara and passing 
along the road through the estate 
lands of the late Capt. Frank King, 
your scribe came to an old 
house that is always pointed out 
as one being the summer home 
of Alabama’s grandest statesman, 
that great and lovable man, Sena- 
tor John T. Morgan. Shelby loves 
him and always votes for him, and 
feels a particular claim upon him, 
as he once lived here. To ’such 
vile uses we come,’ the home that 
once had this distinguished states- 
man and family as inmates; and 
it was an ideal summer place, 
amid the shade trees, and the 
merry crystal brook of the poets 
gurgling over its pebbly bottom 
and its banks moss and fern- 
fringed, right in front of the door, 
but it is now a—barn! ‘‘Caesar 
dead and turned to clay may 
stop a crack to keep the wind 
away.’ This house passed into the 
hands of the nabob of Montevallo, 
Mr. C. C. Vandegrift, the banker 
merchant, and no doubt utility and 
pay demanded its conversion into 
a barn. 


Just a few yards on beside the 
barn, embowered in myrtle, 
honeysuckle and Baltimore belle 
roses, is the cottage built by the 
only man that Shelby has given to 
the state as governor, plain Rufe 
Cobb. Gov. Cobb lived here many 
years, and Shelby still has him 
as one of her most honored and 
suseful citizens. The Cobb cottage 
and farrh is now owned by Mr. 
Vandegrift. 


On the opposite side of the 
road, is also an historic cottage 
half hid from view by climbing 
jessamine and honey suckle. It 
was here that young Burwell 
Lewis brought his briliant bride 
whosé maiden name was that com- 
pletest floral one Rose Garland, 
here they spent their happy honey- 
moon, romantic ‘love in a_ cot- 
tage’ amid the roses. As lawyer, 
legislator, congressman and presi- 
dent of his own Alma Mater, the 
State University, Shelby was very 
proud of this favorite son of hers 
and now dead in his prime, she 
mourns him. 

Turning back into Montevallo 
there is scarcely a house that has 
not sent into the world at least 
ofe man who has made his mark, 
and it would take one as patient 
as Mary Gordon Duffie to write 
their biographies and it would 
take a volume, not a letter, to 
contain them. 

Standing ‘unoccupied and_ just 
into ruins, re- 
minding one of the ‘Last of the 
Mohicans,’ is the Watrous house, 
home of Daniel Watrous, who for 
twenty-five years led the bar oi 
Shelby and sixteen years repre- 
sented Shelby and Jefferson in the 
state senate and so popular was 
he that his party in ’45 put him in 
the field for congress against that 
renowned orator and brilliant poli- 
tician, Wm L. Yancey. Though 
the Watrous house is in ruins, not 
so the old land that adjoins it. 
Last year Mr. H. C. Reynolds, a 
citizen of Montevallo of remark- 
able energy and enterprise, bought 
the three acres belonging to the 
Watrous heirs, and being a con- 
vert to the intensive system 
taught by Freeman, he put it in 
proper cultivation, used*fertilizer, 
and this fall it has yielded him 
two bales of cotton to the acre. 
This land adjoins the famous 
guinea grass bottoms belonging to 
the heirs of Capt. Frank King. 


Wonder tales are told of the re- 
markable yield of hay to the acre 
of these lands when in proper cul- 
tivation. A geographian in putting 
down the staple products of Mon- 
tevallo, a few years ago, would 
have said, pretty girls and guinea 
grass. It has now added to the 
list, cotton, pears—and perhaps in 
the future may be added—pecans! 


About nine years ago some of 
the Powell lands, a gullied red 
waste of hillsides, was purchased 
by Capt. H. C. Reynolds. This 
year fifteen acres of that same 
land once called ‘‘worn-out” yield- 
ed sixteen bales of cotton—more 
than a bale to the acre. Can there 
be a stronger proof of the wonder- 
ful recuperative powers of red 
clay sub-soil? Mr. Reynolds has a 
rival orchard to that of the cele- 
brated Calera pear man, Adams. 
It is a goodly sight, 800 beautiful 
pear trees, the orchard on the left 
bark of that picturesque stream, 
Shoal Creek, and his fruit will 
yield Capt. Reynolds a richer re- 
turn than ever [sic, even] his cot- 
ton, under the intensive system of 
farming. On the opposite side of 
the road going to the depot, from 
his pear orchard, Mr. Reynolds 
intends planting a large grove of 
pecan trees, it having been dem- 
onstrated that pecans thrive. and 
mature its fruit, a favorite nut in 
this latitude. Your scribe has 
gathered ripe wild filberts grow- 
ing near ‘‘Hollybrook’’—the Davis 
place—three miles from Monte- 
valio. I have cited the example of 


Montevallo and Calera, Ala. 


Mr. Reynolds to prove how much 
“life there is in the land yet.” 
Across the street in front of the 
pretty home of Col. E. G. Walker, 
one of the village potentates, was 
pointed out to your scribe as the 
site of the residence in which was 
born one of she [sic, the] Magic 
City’s most eminent citizens, 
Judge Porter. Not a stick or stone 
marks the spot, but it is in cultiva- 
tion in the Reynolds field. 

The last newspaper that Monte- 
vallo had, The Guide, was edited 
by Mr. D. B. Grace, an attrac- 
tive and forcible writer, now suc- 
cessful manager of the Evening 
Chronicle. ‘‘And another young 
man who stands so high in busi- 
ness and society,’’ continued my 
guide, “in Birmingham used to 
live here, Clyde J. McCary.”’ One 
of the favorite families of the 
town, the Lymans, so much loved 
and honored here, have given to 
Birmingham a son, young Mr. 
Henry Lyman. Wherever there is 
Lyman blood there you will find 
true manhood and true woman- 
hood, and there is never an excep- 
tion to this rule.

Thomas Morgan (D-Pa.), chair- 
man of the full Committee. 


This is my first subcommittee 
chairmanship, and I am_ very 
pleased to have: the opportunity to 
head a group concerned with mat- 
ters affecting the countries of 
Latin American, an area of vital 
economic and military importance 
to the United States. 


Area Important 


Latin America is part of the 
vital~ inter-American defense s$ys- 
tem. Many of its members’ guard 
the approaches to the strategic 
Panama Canal and the Caribbean 
Sea. Also, the United States de- 
pends on the American Republics 
for many of its raw materials and 
metals. They in turn depend upon 
us to supply them with products 
necessary to their economies 

Trade relations between the 
United States and the countries of 
Latin America have long been 
mutually satisfactory. Virtually 
every dollar the United States 
spends in that area for strategic 


raw materials and consumer goods 
is returned to the United States 
through the purchase of products 
essential to the economy of the 
various Latin American countries. 
At the present time the United 
States sells 25% of its total ex- 
ports to Latin America. 


Population Increases 
The population of Latin America 


at the present time exceeds the’ 


combined population of the United 
States and Canada, and it is in- 
creasing at twice the world aver- 
age. : 

As this area continues to grow 
in size and prestige, it becomes 
increasingly important for our 
country to work closely and har- 
moniously with our neighbors to 
the South. 


Insurance Bill 


The only major legislation con- 
sidered in the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week was a bill 
that provides for revising and in- 
creasing the federal tax ,on life 
insurance companies. Although 
several objections were raised 
against the measure, it was passed 
by a voice vote. 

As approved by the House, the 
bill institutes a permanent for- 
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mula for taxing life insurance 
companies. Although the formula 
raises the current tax rate by 
about 70 per cent, proponents of 
the legislation emphasized that its 
purpose is to spread the tax more 
equitably through the life in- 
surance industry. 

The new method of computing 
tax on the insurance cOmpanies is 
expected to bring in an additional 
$500 million for the gorvenment 
this year. The bill must still be 
considered in the Senate, however.

Such financial ‘support as the 
City of Montevallo may be able to 
give to public recreation will con- 
tinue, in the foreseeable -future, to 
be made to and through the Monte- 
vallo Recreation Board and its 
program of activity. This is the 
unanimous expression of the City 
Council, made at its regular meet- 
ing last week. This decision of the 
Council was made and authorized 
as a public statement after a de- 
tailed discussion of all phases of 
the Recreation Board’s program, 
including swimming. 

Therefore, it is made clear that 
the City Council, for reasons which 
it believes valid, is not ready to 
consider putting the City into the 
public swimming pool business. To 
do so would require such a finan- 
cial obligation as would necessi- 
tate the use of all (and more) of 
the available funds for public rec- 
reation for several years, thus 
making it necessary for the City 
to restrict its financial support of 
public recreation to swimming 
alone. 

It is the belief of the City Coun- 
cil that its best and most effective 
contribution to public recreation 
can be made by continuing i p- 
port of the established, diversified 
program of the Recreation Board, 
with the swimming part of the pro- 
gram kept at the creek and devel- 
oped and improved as much as is 
possible. 

Toward the improvement of the 
swimming part of the present rec- 
reation program, the Council au- 
thorized the immediate construc- 
tion of additional facilities at the 
Negro recreation park on the 
creek near the waterworks plant.

The Historic Village of Hill and Vale 


Montevallo in1886 


Clyde Clifton Gives a Charming Story of this 
Wonderful Spot so Rich in Memories of the Past 


(FROM THE BIRMINGHAM SUNDAY CHRONICLE, DEC. 19, 1886) 


An unusually interesting, account of life in Montevallo in 1886 has been brought 
to the attention of the Times-Herald by David Ward, formerly of Montevallo, and 
now a college professér in Georgia. Mr. Ward, while doing research at the Depart- 
ment of Archives and History in Montgomery, discovered a copy of an article pub- 
lished in the Birmingham Sunday Chronicle on December 19, 1886, about Monte- 


vallo. We believe that many people will enjoy reading this article. 


Due to its 


length, it will be printed in a series of four weeks. The original author is listed 
as Clyde Clifton. Mr. Ward has tried to locate information regarding this Clyde 
Clifton, but so far has been unable to find anything. He requests that any infor- 
mation about Mr. Clifton be sent to him at 212 South Mulberry, Statesboro, Ga. 


PART 3 


Mr. Charles Rowley is another 
clever son that Montevallo has en- 
trusted to the Magic City to build 
up in a business way. A fair sam- 
ple of the youths that the Monte- 
vallo high school trains now un- 
der Prof. Howard Griggs, is young 
Walter Cleveland, in Copeland and 
Stone’s book store. A wiser, bright- 
er young gentleman will not be 
found the world over. Walter is 
the older son of Rev. Dr. Cleve- 
land, pastor of the Southside Bap- 
tist Church. This eminent divine 
has accepted a call to the Baptist 
Church of Montevallo, one of the 
most pros[p]erous and beautiful 
churches in the state. The artistic 
interior of this sacred edifice 
would do credit to a city church. 
Dr. Cleveland will reside at Kings- 
wood, the King homestead belong- 
ing to the widow and children of 
Capt. Frank King. 


In writing of historic houses in 
this vicinity, this one should not be 
passed in silence. It was begun in 
1815, and perhaps was the first 
brick house in the county. 

The late Rev. Dr. Meredith once 
told your scribe that when it was 
first built it was the school house 
of the neighborhood, that people 
came from miles around to see it, 
and thought it a grand mansion, 
modest and old-fashioned, and un- 
pretending as it now seems. AIl- 
though, it has buffeted the storm 
of seventy years it remains solid, 
for it belongs not to the era of 
Sham and Buddensick. In its solid 
simplicity it is a reminder of the 
character of the old Virginia gen- 
tleman who founded this home- 
stead. 

Edmund King is [was?] a just 
man, who loved God and his fel- 
low man, he was one of the pil- 
lars of the Baptist Church in this 
state for fifty years. At one time 
he had amassed what was called 
in these infant years of the state 
a magnificent fortune, and he gave 
to his children every educational 
advantage. One of his daughters 
[Ljouise the elder married Hon. 
Wm. J. Acklen, of Huntsville, a 
prominent lawyer and office hold- 
er, and who lost a son at Gaine’s 
mill. They were the parents of 
Corine Acklen, now Mrs. Goodman 
of Memphis, one of the most ad- 
mired women Alabama has ever 
known, and who, under the chap- 
eronage of the famous Mrs. Clem 
Clay, became a belle of national 
repute in Washington. Mr. King’s 
second daughter, Elizabeth be- 
came the wife of Judge Short- 
ridge, a sketch of whom is given 
in the first part of this letter. 

Of the six sons of Mr. Edmund 
King, four received a _ classical 
education and were given a tour 
of Europe, an advantage very rare 
at that period. Wm. W., graduat- 
ed at the University of Alabama, 
one of the first seniors, and went 
to New Orleans, where for many 
years he led the bar, being the 
senior member of the famous firm 
of King & Elmore. Mr. W. W. 
King’s sons are all doing business 
in’ New Orleans and -his’ eldest 
daughter, Miss Grace King, has 
become the rival of Geo. W. Cable 
as a writer of Creole stories. She 
is pronounced by the critics one 
of the most original and ablest 
story writers of the day. Edmund 
King’s second son, Thomas, who 
was one of the first students at 
the Auburn college, also went to 
Louisiana, where he is a planter 
in the beautiful Teche country. He 


married Miss Marsh, and Henry 
A. King, who was one of June’s 
graduates of the University of 


Alabama, is the younger son of 
this worthy pair. 

Col. Peyton G. King, one of Bir- 
mingham’s most: prominent citi- 
zens, was the third son, and the 
only one now living in Alabama. 
He graduated in Rhode Island, and 
has travelled extensively, is thor- 
oughly versed in literature, and is 
a charming raconteur. Col. King 
has ever been a child of fortune, 
for at his birth she showered upon 
him her best gifts of mind, and a 
handsome person, and the god- 
dess has never deserted him yet. 
He married the beautiful Miss 
Ala. M. Tarrant, of Jefferson 
county, and Misses Rosa and Mar- 
ietta, well known in the society 
of the Magic City, are their daugh- 
ters. If Miss Rosa was the daugh- 
ter of a poor man, she would win 
her way to fame and fortune with 
the pencil and brush, for she is 
an. artist of undoubted genius. 
Some of her canvasses are master- 
pieces in amateur painting. Nat 
R. King, the fourth son, graduat- 
ed at University of South Carolina, 
and after a foreign tour, married 
Miss Selma Sibley, of Mobile, a 
lady of rare intellectual attain- 
ments. 


In ’55 Nat King represented Shel- 
by in the legislature and after- 
wards was in business in Mobile. 
He died when only 32 years old, 
here in this old homestead, and 
on the stone that marks his rest- 
ing place is the inscription placed 
there at his own request: ‘‘He 
was a reliable man.”

Many farmers throughout our 
area have found in recent years 
that it is not profitable to plant 
the small amounts of cotton acre- 
age allotted to them. Since cur- 
rent acreage allotments are de- 
termined in part by the amount of 
cotton actually planted in prior 
years, their failure to do so has 
resulted in an excessive loss of 
cotton acreage throughout the en- 
tire Southeastern area of the 
United States. For example, Ala- 
bama’s cotton allotment for 1959 
is 985,191 acres, or only 60 per 
cent of its 1950 allotment. The na- 
tion as a whole, however, has 
been allotted about 76 per cent ot 
its 1950 allotment for planting this 
year. 


Lease of Cotton Acres 


In an effort to remedy this situa- 
tion, legislation has been intro- 
duced by me and by others from 
Alabama that would enable a 
farmer to lease for a period of one 
year the acreage allotment estab- 
lished for his farm. Under the 
terms of this legislation, a cotton 
farmer who does not wish to plant 
the amount allotted to him may 
lease it, subject to certain limita- 
tions, to a neighboring farmer 
who desires to plant more than his 
own allotment. As a result, the 
acreage that is leased is consider- 
ed to have been planted by the 
lessor and is not lost for allotment 
purposes. Such leasing transac- 
tions would be under the control 
of the county ASC Committee. 


It is estimated that Alabama 
will lose an additional .. 100,000 
acres of cotton as the result of 
underplanting should we continue 
to operate under the present set- 
up. If the leasing legislation we 
propose is enacted by Congress, 
a state-wide survey indicates that 
we could expect to reduce this 
underplanting in Alabama by at 
least 66 per cent. 


Boost by Alabama Group 


The Cotton leasing legislation 


we have proposed was given a 


real boost laast week when mem- 
bers of the Alabama Cotton Study 
Committee strongly endorsed the 
legislation before the Cotton Sub- 
committees of both the House and 
Senate. Members of the Alabama

While it was obvious to those of 
us who attended the hearing that 
the House Subcommittee does not 
plan to recommend cotton leasing 
legislation affecting the 1959 crop, 
I came away from the hearing 
somewhat encouraged over the 
prospects for the passage of such 
legislation for the 1960 crop year. 
Certainly there will be no let-up 
on the part of your Alabama Con- 
gressional Delegation in our ef- 
forts to retain as much cotton 
acreage as possible for. the farm- 
ers of Alabama.

Report from Washington 





For a number-of years the op- 
portunity for promotions for of- 
ficers in the Navy and the Marine 
Corps has been curtailed due tu 
the great number of officers eli- 
gible for a much smaller number 
of grade vacancies. For example, 


* there are 8,000 Navy commanders 


and lieutenant commanders who 
will be eligible for the grade of 
capfain over the next ten years, 
but there are only 2,000 vacancies 
excepted in the rank of captain. 
In the Marine Corps, 1940 majors 
must vie for only 435 lieutenant 
colonel vacancies in the next five 
years. Therefore, a large percent- 
age of these\ officers will fail to 
receive promotions due to the lack 
of openings in the appropriate 
grades. 

These officers in this category 


‘are referred to as being in. or be- 


hind the so-called “hump”. The 
hump is the disproportionate num- 
ber. of regular officers of the Navy 
and the Marine Corps who were 
originally commissioned and rapid- 
ly promoted during World War II. 
In fact, one-third of all the reguar 
officers in the Navy and Marine 
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Congressman, Sixth District 


Corps were commissioned at the 
same time, have the same number 
of years experience, and are all 
eligible for promotion. 


Bill Passed 


Since nothing was done by the 
Defense Department in the past to 
balance the number of grade va- 
cancies against the number of 
those eligible for promotion, legis- 
lation was introduced in the House 
of Representatives this year for 
the purpose of partially correcting 
this situation. Generally known as 
the ‘“‘Hump Bill’, the legislation 
was passed by members of the 
House last week on a voice vote. 


The House-approved bill autho- 
rizes the early retirement of 3500 
Navy and Marine Corps officers. 
This will reduce the number of 
senior officers and provide better 
promotion opportunities for those 
remaining. In order to compensate 
those who are retired, the bill pro- 
vides a special bonus or separa- 
tion allowance in addition to regu- 
lar retirement pay. 

After House passage, the bill 
was referred to the Senate for con- 
sideration.

The Shelby County Highway De- 
partment has constructed a port- 
able (mounted on rubber) “Jow 
Type” rock crusher. The coopera- 
tion of the Board of Revenue and 
Control, coupled with the ingenu- 
ity of the Highway Department's 
shop personnel, shop foreman and 
maintenance superintendent, was 
largely responsible for this valu- 
able piece of equipment. 


rs 

An 18x30” “Jaw Type” crush- 
er unit was ,acquired from the 
Cheney Limestone Company for a 
very reasonable sum of money. 
The Caterpillar diesel power plant 
was removed from a discarded % 
cubic yard shovel. The trailer 
frame was constructed from I 
beams salvaged from an old steel 
bridge. The 30” belt conveyor 
was constructed from parts ac- 
quired from a used parts company 
in Birmingham. 


The conveyor gasoline power 
plant consists of a used 4 cylinder 
Wisconsin engine operating 
through a gear train to give the 
conveyor the proper belt speed. 
A used 4 C. Y. dump body was 
utilized to construct a hydraulic 
operated hopper for charging the 
crusher. The hydraulic pump, 
valve and other small items were 
taken from discarded equipment. 
The output of the portable crush- 
er is figured to exceed 100 tons 
of crushed material per hour. The 
pulverized material will range 
from 3 inches down. 


The versatility of this portable 
plant will fill a long standing 
need for pulverized chert material 
for use in base course, subbase 
and rural maintenance operations. 
It is realized that such a plant is 
certainly no panacea for the coun- 


ty’s surfacing problems; however, 
it will definitely fill a need that 
will result in better gradation by 
elimination of oversize materials 
with a better mixture from the 
pit. 

Heretofore, the oversize materi- 
als usually were left along the 
edge of the shoulders, spilled along 
the front slopes and in the adja- 
cent ditches, resulting in loss of 
valuable material, obstructed 
ditches, created hazards to traffic 
and costly clean-up before con- 
struction acceptance. In operation, 
the crusher hopper will be charged 
by power shovel, and the hydrau- 
lic hopper will feed the crusher 
and the trucks will be loaded by 
the above mentioned 30” belt con- 
veyor. 

The construction of this mam- 
moth machine was done by the 
county shop personnel. The total 
cost of the portable crusher, ex- 
clusive of labor, amounted to 
$2,453.86. A comparable crusher 
plant with this capacity costs ap- 
proximately $60,000.00. Fortunate- 
ly, the low cost of construction 
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-was made possible by the ability 


and efficiency of the county shop 
and being able to sal- 


ment.—James L. Ray, Jr., County

An unusually interesting account of life in Montevallo in 1886 has been brought 
to the attention of the Times-Herald by David Ward, formerly of Montevallo, and 
now a college professor in Georgia. Mr. Ward, while doing research at the Depart- 
ment of Archives and History in Montgomery, discovered a copy of an article pub- 


lished in the Birmingham Sunday Chronicle on December 19, 1886, about 
vallo.

Of Mr. Edmund King’s half 
dozen sons, Frank Ragan was the 
youngest, he was a student of 
the University of Alabama but 


graduated at the University ot 
Virginia and then went abroad to 
spend two years in travel. When 
he had been in Europe fourteen 
months the tocsin of war was 
sounded in his native south, and 
he hurried across the seas full of 
youth’s fire and patriotism. He 
went out as Ist Lieutenant of a 
cavalry company of which he be- 
came captain, and fought to the 
close of the war. After the war 
Capt. King graduated from the 
law department of the University 
of Lousiana, and practiced law a 
few months in that city. He was 
[a] social favorite, gifted in mind 
and of handsome person and fas- 
cinating manners. It was in Lou- 
siana that Capt. King had his pub- 
lic career, the people honoring him 
with the offices of District Soli- 
citor, State Senator, and member 
of the last Constitutional Conven- 
tion.- In’79 Capt. King married 
Miss Fannie Snodgrass, of Ala- 
bama. His health failing him two 
years after, he came to this old 
homestead, which he had purchas- 


ed and after weary months of suf- 


fering here, died. 

Aside from the personal — in- 
terest, ‘Kingswood’’ was Wilson’s 
headquarters when he_ stopped 
here on his way to Selma, and 
the room in which I write was 
where the Yankee general wrote 
his orders. His whole army camp- 
ed on this farm which had al- 
ready suffered at the hands of the 
Confederate General Lowell's bri- 
gade which had spent several 
weeks in camp on this farm. 

Nearer town and just outside the 
fine old oak grove that makes the 
policy of Kingswood, as the sur- 
roundings are called in Scotland, 
is the lovely old home, that is the 
property of the wife and children 
of the late Hon. John S. Storrs, 
a prominent lawyer, and for ten

years representative of Shelby and 
Jefferson in the lower house, and 
one term representing Shelby and 


Jefferson in the senate of our state 
legislatur. The former Mrs. 
Storrs, now Mrs. Holbrook, a lady 
of superior intellect and attrac- 
tiveness, resides here, with her in- 
teresting daughters. Mr. John 
Storrs, of Shelby Iron Works, who 
married that winsome social fa- 
vorite Miss Lulan North, is his 
only son. Capt. Chas. Storrs. who 
married Miss Houghton of Brook- 
lyn, and who struck it rich in 
Birmingham real estate, is a 
nephew of Mr. Storrs. 

The right hand neighbor of 
Kingswood is Mr. C. C. Vandegrift, 
whose wife was a daughter of Mr. 
S: Steele, a merchant of the 
Magic City, and A. Vandegrift, 
his partner, is Mr. Vandegrift’s

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brother.. Miss Mayline, a dashing 
little brunette, not unkown in Bir- 
mingham, is his older daughter. 

A few yards below the Vande- 
gcift residence is the imposing old 
institute, from which have gone 
forth so many maidens, equipped 
with learning and taught all gra- 
cious christian virtues, by Rev. Dr. 
Meredith and family. The good old 
man has gone to his reward, but 
Mrs. Meredith and their youngest 
daughter, Miss Lydia, have a 
flourishing school. In Prof. Ho- 
ward Griggs she has one’of the 
foremost educators in the state. 
He is winning golden opinions, and 
the training ‘that he gives the 
youths entrusted to his care and 
guidance speaks loudest in his 
praise. Lyman Hall High School 
will train some of the leaders of 
the future Alabama. Mark the pre- 
diction! 

On a bluff overlooking Shoal 
Creek, from the rear of the neat 
cottage, is the home of Mr. Henry 
Wilson the leading attorney of 
Montevallo, and who is well 
known over the state. Miss Leta 
Wilson, who lately became Mrs. 
Slaton, of the Magic City, is his 
sister, and Miss Mamie Allen and 
Mrs. S. Steele, are his sisters-in- 
law.

Council Passes 
Trailer Ordinance 


At its regular meeting on the 
tenth day of March, the City Coun- 
cil of Montevallo adopted an or- 
dinance regulating the placement 
and use of house trailers in the 
City of Montevallo, Alabama, and 
the Police jurisdiction thereof. 

The ordinance provides that: 

(A) No person shall park or 
cause to be parked any house 
trailer within the Corporate limits 
of Montevallo, Alabama, for a 
period in excess of two (2) hours 
on any street or alleyway, and 
not in excess of twenty four. (24) 
hours in any off street area. 

(B) No person shall park or 
cause to be parked, any house 
trailer within the police jurisdic- 
tion of Montevallo, Alabama, with- 
out first making application for 
approval of the City Council of 
Montevallo, Alabama. 

The ordinance further provides 
permits for parking house trailers 
within the police jurisdiction as 
follows: 

Permits for parking in the police 
jurisdiction will be issued only if 
the following qualifications are 
met by the owners of the proposed 
parking site or sites: 

(A) There shall be water in ade- 
quate quantities and under pres- 
sure, from a source approved by 
the State Health Department. 

(B) Sanitary sewer connections 
or an approved septic tank with 
disposal fields shall be provided 
to which connections shall be made 
to trailers for the disposal of all 
wastes. All septic tanks. shall. be 
installed under the supervision and 
approved by the Shelby County 
Health Officer.

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Cancer Crusade 
Goal “Unlimited” 


There is no ceiling on the 
amount of money needed to fight 
cancer, according to an official 
of the American Cancer Society 
who explained why the national 
organization will launch its 1959 
Crusade without fixing a final goal. 

Shelby County Crusade Chair- 
man Albert Scott said, “‘ We plan 
to have a target to shoot at here 
during the April drive, but it will 
be a minimum one. There is no 
maximum goal,” 

He said, ‘‘Nationally the Society, 
for the first time in history, will 
adopt a ’goal unlimited.’” 

“The public must face the fact 
of the emergency nature of the 
cancer problem so that it can ac- 
cept the full responsibility of 
supplying the resources needed to 
deal with it,” the chairman said. 
“You can’t fix a dollar ceiling on 
the lives of some 450,000 men, 
women and children who develop 
cancer each year.” 

It would be unrealistic to fix a 
ceiling for research funds at a 
time when there is new hope and 
many research needs are unmet, 
the Society spokesman said. 

“Today there is hope,’’ the coun- 
ty leader declared. ‘‘Cancer re- 
search is on the march, The world 
never before has seen so many 
brilliant minds employed on a 
single health problem. The Ameri- 
can Cancer Society is supporting 
more than 1,000 scientists in re- 
search centers throughout the 
country. Many other scientists, in- 
cluding young scientists trained 
since the war, have asked for So- 
ciety support but funds are not 
presently available. 

“It is not very realistic to put 
a ceiling .on dollars needed for 
cancer when 255,000 men, women 
and children die of the disease 
each year. Reduction of this loss 
of life is possible now. In view of 
what we know and can do about 
cancer, we should be saving the 
life of one cancer patient in every 
two. But we fall 75,000 lives short 
of this potential because existing 
medical knowledge and resources 
are not used to the fullest. Saving 
these lives is much more im- 
portant than putting a ceiling on 
dollars needed for cancer. 

“Placing the objectives in hu- 
man terms rather than dollar 
terms carries with it the full and 
true meaning of the April Crusade 
against cancer.” 

Mr. Scott has announced that 
Eddie Downs, of Calera, is Coun- 
ty Co-Chairman of the drive. Mrs. 
Lex Ozley, of Calera, is publicity 
chairman and Donald ‘Latham, 
Alabaster, is treasurer.

American Legion's 
First 40 Years 


On March 15, 1959, forty years 
will have passed since a group of 
World War I servicemen met in 
Paris and held the first organizing 
meeting of the American Legion. 
From the start the Legion dedi- 
cated itself to the Welfare of 
America in the broadest concept;

In the Congressional Act of Sep- 
tember 16, 1919, incorporating the 
American Legion, the names of 
two Alabamians appeared, John 
W. Inzer and Mathew H. Murphy. 


The Montevallo Post received its 
first charter in 1924 and was num- 
ber 96 in the Department of Ala- 
bama. It was named The Hen- 
drick-Hudson Post for two Monte- 
vallo boys who lost their lives in 
World War I, Cliett Hendrick, 
brother of Robert Hendrick, Miss 
Virginia Hendrick, and Mrs. Lena 
Duran; and Albert Hudson, 
brother of Mrs. M. P. Jeter, Sr.

Despite strong arguments ad- 
vanced against statehood, the ad- 
mission of the Territory of Hawaii 
as our 50th state received over- 
whelming approval last week in 
both the House and Senate. 

As adopted by Congress, the 
statehood bill determines the 
boundaries of the new state; pro- 
vides for necessary elections, in- 
cluding the one to determine if 
statehood is ‘acceptable to the 
people of Hawaii; and provides 
for Hawaii's representation in the 
U. S. Congress. 

Since President Eisenhower has 
strongly endorsed the legislation, 
he is expected to sign the state- 
hood measure this week. 


Objections to Statehood 


A number of important objec- 
tions to the admission of Hawaii 
were brought out in the House de- 
bate. Hawaii is composed of a 
series of islands separated from 
the mainland of the United States 
by more than 2000 miles of water. 
Over 70 per cent of the population 
is.of Polynesian or Oriental back- 
ground with the largest segment 
of the population—about 38 per 
cent—being Japanese. Also, the 
admission of Hawaii as a state re- 
duces by two the number of seats 
to be apportioned among the re- 
maining 48 states after the 1960 
Census. 


Communist Influence 


Perhaps the most important ob- 
jection, however, concerned com- 
munist influence in the Hawaiian 
Islands. It is generally conceded 
that the largest labor union in the 
Territory of Hawaii is communist- 
controlled, and there are many po- 
jitical and social organizations 
carrying communist members on 
their rolls. 


Under the present territorial 
government, it has been difficult 
for communists to gain complete 
control of the islands since the 
governor and federal judges are 
appointed by the President of the 
United States. With staatehood, all 
officials will be elected. 

Those who supported the admis- 
sion of Hawaii did not deny the 
presence of the communist ele- 
ment but contended that it could 
be better controlled if the territory 
became a state. 


Alaska Paves Way 


While the arguments against 
Hawaiian statehood were perhaps 
even stronger than those advanced 
against the admission of Alaska as 
a state, statehood for Hawaii was 
virtually assured when Alaska’s 
admission was approved during 
the last session of Congress. 

The overwhelming vote last 
week on Hawaiian statehood indi- 
cated that many, who in the past 
had opposed statehood for both 
Alaska and Hawaii, felt that since 
Alaska had been admitted Hawaii 
should be also.

America’s livestock producers 
are now taking a financial licking 
of more than 100-million dollars 
a year due to causes related to 
faulty nutrition. 


Animals lose weight, milk pro- 
duction is reduced, young animals 
are born blind, deformed or dead, 
and mature animals may have 
defective bones... all this caused 
by faulty nutrition alone. 





Vitamin deficiencies can cause 
calf problems. 


One of the most important 
nutritional problems at this time 
of year is Vitamin A deficiency. 
It causes such severe losses that 
the national committee in charge 
of Livestock Loss Prevention 
Year is making a special drive 
against it this month. 


For the farmer, it is important 
that he know key symptoms of 
Vitamin A deficiency, so he can 
be alert for them and get prompt 
help when they appear. In young 
calves, symptoms include watery 
eyes, nasal discharge, cough, 
wrinkled skin, staggering, and 
weakness. Mature cattle may 
develop night blindness or have 
swollen legs and forequarters. 
Cows may produce weak, blind, 
or dead calves. 


In swine, Vitamin A deficiency 
may cause blindness, muscular 
incoordination, respiratary diffi- 
culties, and production of weak, 
blind, or malformed pigs. 

The first thing an owner should 
do if any of these tell-tale signs 
appear in his livestock, is to have 
a proper diagnosis made, to be 
sure of the cause. Some of these 
troubles can also be caused by 
things other than Vitamin A 
deficiency. 

If lack of Vitamin A is the 
cause, the answer, naturally, is 
to bolster the ration with cor- 
rective amounts of the vitamin. 
Sometimes, special supplemen- 
tary treatment may also be 
needed. 


The best plan,*of course, is to 
prevent such deficiency prob- 
lems. This can usually be done 
by feeding green, leafy legume 
hay or yellow corn.

Conservationist 


To Visit County 


O. C. Medlock, Alabama State 
Conservationist for the Soil Con- 
servation Service, will visit Shelby 
County April 1, while on a one- 
week trip to study progress in soil 
and water conservation in the six 
counties of the North Central Son 
Conservation District. 


For a day he will tour Shelby 
County with local S.C.S. workers, 
visiting many district cooperators 
to see what progress they are 
making in establishing a cross-sec- 
tion of the many different prac- 
tices being planned by row crop, 
livestock, and woodland operators. 

Mr. Medlock after almost 20 
years of directing S.C.S. person- 
nel in assistance to Soil Conserva- 
tion Districts, is familiar with all 
aspects of the job. He knows Shel- 
by County and is known by many 
of those farming its soil because 
he spends some time every year in 
the field here. 


One of the farms visited will 
be that of A. C. Parker, who be- 
came a district cooperator on Oc- 
tober 15, 1953. Retiring from a 
navy career, Parker set out to 
restore an 80 acre, badly neglect- 
ed rowcrop farm. Working alone 
most of"the time he has developea 
lush pastures on the 336 acres not 
in woods. He is using fescue and 
bahia grasses on adapted areas, 
with crimson, button, and white 
clovers, with rye grass and vescue 
grass for winter grazing. Hogs and 
cattle are grazing these fields. Two 
large poultry houses help provide 
ful time employment and income. 


Future plans call for Mr. Parker 
to clear 25 acres of land adaptable 
for pasture, to improve the pine 
stand on 19 acres and to build a 
5 acre S.C.S. designed pond.

Selden Warns of 

e e e Ss 
‘Civil Rights’ Bills 

Congressman Armistead Selden 
warns that ‘‘the efforts of those 
who oppose destruction of states’ 
rights must be intensified if cer- 
tain so-called civil rights legisla- 
tion now pending in Congress is to 
be defeated’’. 

For the past three weeks the 
House Judiciary Committee has 
been conducting a series of hear- 
ings on various civil rights pro- 
posals, and hearings are scheduled 
to be resumed on April 8 when op- 
ponents will be given an opportun- 
ity to testify. 

Rep. Selden pointed out that bills 
designed to provide federal aid to 
desegregated schools, to prohibit 
poll tax laws, to provide for inte- 
gration in transportation and in 
housing, and to broaden the pow- 
ers of the Civil Rights ,Commis- 
sion are all under active consider- 
ation and will be pushed by their 
proponents following the Easter 
recess of Congress. 

The 6th District Congressman 
has requested permission to ap- 
pear before the House Judiciary 
Committee in opposition to pend- 
ing civil rights proposals. 

“The passage of such legisla- 
tion can only create further con- 
fusion and ill will between the rac- 
es,”’ Selden said. ‘In order to de- 
feat these measures,”’ he continued 
“we must have the wholehearted 
support of all who believe in the 
preservation of the rights and the 
privileges reserved to the states 
by the Constitution of the United 
States.”’

Bills were passed by the House of 
Representatives last week to ex- 
tend unemployment compensation, 


to provide tax benefits for the self-— 


employed, and to assist states with 
airport projects. 

The unemployment compensa- 
tion bill, which was passed by a 
voice vote, provides a three-month 
extension of the federal program 
which pays special benefits to per- 
sons unable to obtain employment. 
The program was initiated last 
year during the recession and is 
scheduled to expire on April 1. 

If enacted, the bill extending the 
program is expected to benefit ap- 
proximately 405,000 jobless per- 
sons. To be eligible, an individual 
must already be receiving the spe- 
cial payments or must file a va- 
lid claim by March 31. 

The Senate is expected to ap- 
prove the bill this week. 


Retirement Plan 


Although the President has in- 
dicated that he will veto any tax 
relief legislation, House members 
approved overwhelmingly the 
measure that will give income tax 
deductions to persons setting up 
their own pension plans. The bill 
will permit doctors, lawyers, and 
other self-employed individuals to 
deduct from taxable income up to 
$2500 a year that is set aside in 
a voluntary retirement trust fund. 
Those who start their pension 
plans after age 50 will be allowed 
to set aside a larger amount an- 
nually. In both cases, however, 
the total lifetime tax-free savings 
under the plan cannot total over 
$50,000. Pension benefits can com- 
mence -at age 65, and the bill re- 
quires. that they begin before the 
retiree reaches age 70. 

Acceptable retirement plans un- 
der the bill are annuities (or en- 
dowment policies) issued by a do- 
mestic life insurance company or 
trust funds administered by banks. 

The chairman of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has stated that 
it may be some time before the 
House bill is considered by his 
committee.

Airport Funds 


The third important measure ap- 
proved by the House last week au- 
thorizes federal aid for airports 
totaling $297 million over a four- 
year period beginning July 1,. 1960. 

The total authorization is $97 
million more than the Administra- 
tion recommended, but is less than 
the $465 million voted by the Sen- 
ate last month for this purpose. A 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee must now devise a compromise 
version of the legislation which 
will be acceptable to both houses. 

Sixteen of the 45 public airports 
in Alabama have reported plans 
to improve or expand their facil- 
ities in the next few years. These 
proposed projects are estimated 
to cost nearly $17 million, and it 
is anticipated that only half that 
amount can be supplied from local 
and state sources. : 

Under the Senate bill, Alabama 
would be eligible to receive about 
$1,323,951 annually in ‘federal aid 
for airport projects. Of course, 
this amount will be reduced if 
Congress enacts the House meas- 
ure or if a compromise bill pro- 
viding an amount less than the 
Senate total is enacted.

Press The Attack 
On Leukemia 


Leukemia—a fatal cancer of the 
blood-forming tissues — is, often 
thought of as a child’s disease. 
This is probably because we are 
quick to respond to tragedies in- 
volving children. Leukemia causes 
about 2,000 such tragedies among 
children each year. 

But the leukemia problem is 
far greater than this. Last year 
the disease killed over 9,000 adults. 
Furthermore, leukemia mortality 
is increasing in older adults while 
it has leveled off in children, the 
American Cancer Society reports. 

The greatest increase is in men 
and women over 60. The leukemia 
death rate for men in their early 
sixties has nearly tripled since 
1930. And for men in their eariy 
seventies, the death rate has in- 
creased five-fold. In a quarter of 
a century, the leukemia death rate 
for these older men rose from 8.4 
to 41.3 per 100,000 population. 

Although it occurs less fre- 
quently in women, leukemia has 
also risen spectacularly in the 
older age brackets. In the early 
sixties the death rate has more 
than doubled, and for women in 
their seventies it increased from 
4.7 to 23 per 100,000 population. 

Faced with these facts, the 
American Cancer Society has step- 
ped up its research attack on 
leukemia. It reports that current 
grants by the Society for leukemia 
research total more than $1,500- 
000 per year. This includes grants 
for virus research which may con- 
tribute to the ultimate solution of 
the problem, since there is some 
evidence that leukemia may be 
virus-caused. 

This research must be continued 
and expanded. Ten years ago 
leukemia was considered a hope- 
less problem. But today there is 
hope. Through the discovery of 
chemicals and other new techni- 
ques of treatment, it is now pos- 
sible to prolong lives months and 
even years in some _ leukemia 
patients. 

A vaccine has proved effective 
against one kind of virus-causea 
mouse leukemia. There are many 
other promising research leads to 
a possible solution of the problein. 
Citing advances made against 
leukemia, the American Cancer 
Society has said, “Judging from 
the results of current experiments 
more can be expected soon.” 

This should be one of the 
thoughts foremost in our minds 
when the American Cancer So- 
ciety asks us to contribute to its 
1959 Crusade.

On Monday, March 23, Mrs. 
Eddie Downs’ sixth graders en- 
joyed a very interesting trip to 
Central State Bank. Mr. Eddie 
Downs, the cashier, conducted the 
tour. 

We saw several useful and _ time- 
saving machines. Among these 
were the posting machine, automa- 
tic money counter, check cancel- 
ling, proof machine, dictaphone, 
and photographic machine. The 
tellers demonstrated each of these 
to us. Some in the group dictated 
a letter into the dictaphone. This 
is a machine with a microphone 
into which you talk, and it tape 
records your voice so that when 
you play it back you hear your 
own voice. Mr. Downs dictates his 
letters into this machine. Then his 
secretary plays them back and 
types them. 

The most interesting thing of all 
was a peek inside the vault. The 
bank vault with its heavy steel 
door and complicated lock com- 
binations safeguards money and 
valuables in safety deposit boxes. 
Believe it or not, but we held 
$25,000.00 in our hands. It was a 


very small package. This was 
more money than any of us could 
imagine. The safe has a time lock 
on it. Every afternoon one of the 
employees sets it to the time he 
wants it to open the next morning. 
You can not open it then, even if 
you know the combination until 
this amount of time has lapsed. 

In a showcase in the lobby we 
saw pictures of people in Calera 
that were made years ago. You 
should see the picture of Calera’s 
first school. The lobby was at- 
tractive with its potted plants; 
soft, sweet music filled the room 
as the employees worked. 

After all of us had seen how the 
bank is operated, we went upstairs 
and enjoyed refreshments and 
each one was given a souvenir 
from the bank. 

Upstairs, they have an attrac- 
tive living room, and two big 
storage rooms. Mrs. Theda Nor- 
dan, from the Shelby County 
Times Herald, Montevallo, made 
pictures of the group as they saw 
different phases of work in opera- 
tion. Look for our pictures in the 
paper soon. 

We enjoyed our tour very much. 
We wish all of you could share 
this same experience.

Report from Washington 





The House of Representatives 
last week passed and sent to the 
Senate the Second Supplemental 
Appropriation Bill for fiscal year 
1959. This measure contains sup- 
plemental or emergency funds for 
financing various government ac- 
tivities during the remainder of 
the current fiscal year. 

Before passing the measure, the 
House approved amendments to 
restore funds cut by the House 
Committee on Appropriations for 
the Mutual Security Program’s De- 
velopment Loan Fund, for defense 
educational programs, and for the 
care of patients at Veterans Ad- 
ministration hospitals. 


Funds for Education 


The Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare had requested 
Congress to appropriate an addi- 
tional $75 million for operating 
programs under the National De- 
fense Education Act. It was point- 
ed out that more funds were need- 
ed to finance student loans, grants, 
fellowships, and aid to states for 
the remainder of fiscal year 1959. 

Although the House Appropria- 
tions Committee had recommend- 
ed only $25 million to implement 
the National Defense Education 
Act, an amendment from the floor 
providing for the restoration of the 
full $75 million was approved. 

The supplemental bill also in- 
cluded a 20-million-dollar appro- 
priation for the maintenance and 
operation of schools located in 
federally impacted areas and $24 
million for construction of new 
school facilities in such areas. 


Other Amendments 


For the Development Loan 
Fund, which makes loans to_friend- 
ly foreign countries for improving 
their own resources, the House 
voted $100 million. The Appro- 
priations Committee had earlier 
eliminated all funds for the Devel- 
opment Loan Fund in spite of an 
Administration request of $225 mit- 
lion for this purpose. 

Another amendment resulted in 
the appropriation of $4.5 million 
for in-patient care of veterans and 
an additional $554,000 for out- 
patient services. 

As approved by the House, the 
supplemental bill carries funds 
totaling $2.6 billion to finance var- 
ious agencies and programs 
through the remainder of fiscal 
year 1959 which ends on July 1. 
This e@mount constitutes $207.5 mil- 
lion less than President Eisen- 
hower had requested.

First load of pulpwood from trees planted -ten years ago is examined by John Raeburn, -Wood- 
lands Manager. of Coosa River Newsprint Company, Coosa Pines, Alabama. 


Pine trees that were planted only 
ten years ago were thinned this 
month by the Coosa River News- 
print Company. This marks the 


first use of wood from trees pjant- 
ed by Company crews during 1949 
when the forestry program was 
begun. Wood from these thinnings 
came from planted forests in 
Coosa and Talladega Counties. The 
rapid growth is attributed to good 
bottomland sites on which the 
trees grew. 

This cutting marks the beginning 
of a long-range program of pro- 
ducing trees from seedling to mill 


for newsprint production. Each 
year millions of trees are pro- 
duced at the Company nursery to 
be planted on understocked lands. 
The newsprint mill consumes more 
than 300,000 cords of pine pulp- 
wood annually, but the drain is 
replaced by the planting of more 
trees than are cut. 

“A market for pulpwood is pro- 
vided for farmers in every county 
where we operate and this policy 
will continue, providing a vital 
source of raw material for our 
mill’, said Mr. John Raeburn, 
Woodlands Manager for the firm. 

Pulpwood cut from company- 


owned lands supplements wood 
purchased from landowners 
throughout a twenty-county area 
in east-central Alabama. During 
1958 over $4,350,000 was paid to 
farmers and other landowners in 
this region. 

Very intensive forest manage- 
ment is being practiced on Coosa 
River lands, greatly increasing 
their natural yield of wood. Tech- 
niques used by the Company are 
being observed and applied by 
other woodland owners, demon- 
Strating the value of growing trees 
at a profit on non-agricultural 
lands. ,

Letter to the Editor

Editor Times-Herald: 

When I was in Montevallo a 
couple of years ago I had the 
pleasure of visiting with you and 
your staff. At that time I subscrib- 
ed for your paper which has since 
been received regularly, although 
no invoice has been received du- 
ring the interim. It would seem 
that a further payment is in order 
and check is attached to help 
along the fine job you are doing. 


It has been a pleasure to read 
each issue and forward it to my 
mother and sister, who live in Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, where Alice 
teaches music in the school sys- 
tem of this Atomic Energy City, 
which sprang up almost over night 
as a World War II facility. 


We were particularly interested 
in your series of articles ‘‘Monte- 
vallo in 1886.’ A similar series for 
about 1908 would be more in line 
with my time, but the land marks 
and the family names mentioned 
rang a distinct bell in my memory. 
The write-up on Gen. Tom de 
Shazo enabled me to make contact 
with him and renew a friendship 
which the years of separation have 
interrupted. I have not seen Tom 
since 1919 when he, Tom Davies, 
Yeager Horn, and I made the har- 
vest in northwest Oklahoma. That 
was the year that Jack Dempsey 
won the heavyweight champion- 
ship from Jess Willard. I have a 
notion that I still owe Tom a five 
dollar bet on that fight, which I 
will settle when I see him in At- 
lanta this fall at a football game 
we expect to attend. We also noted 
Dr. Peck’s passing. She is remem- 
bered with much affection by 
many generations of students at 
the college.

Report from Washington

In the past few weeks I have re- 
ceived numerous letters expressing 
concern over recent disclosures of 
expenditures made by members of 
Congress. 

While none of these letters has 
been critical of your Sixth District 
Congressman, they nevertheless 
reflect genuine alarm over the ex- 
penditure of public funds. There- 
fore, I feel it is appropriate to de- 
vote my column this week to a dis- 
cussion of this matter as it relates 
to the 6th District of Alabama. 


Nepotism 


Perhaps the most widely dis- 
cussed issue is that of relatives 
on congressional office payrolls, 
a practice often referred to as 
nepotism. 

During my six years as a mem- 
ber of Congress, no member of 
my family— immediate or other- 
wise—has been a member of my 
staff. I can assure the people of 
the Sixth District that I have no 
intention of beginning such a prac- 
tice in the future. 


Office Rental 


There have also been a number 
of newspaper accounts relating to 
the rental of district or home of- 
fices by members of Congress. Al- 
though I could probably qualify 
for the $1200 yearly rental allow- 
ance for a congressional district 
office, there has been no necessity 
for using these funds since space 
has been available in the federal 
building in Tuscaloosa. Therefore, 
the $1200 annual rental allowance 
has never been used in the Sixth 
District and has reverted each 
year to the federal treasury. 

For other expenses of operating 
a district office, each member of 
Congress is allocated up to $600 
annually. Since these funds have 
been authorized, the amount used 
in the Sixth District Office has 
averaged approximately 50 per 
cent of the amount available. 


Office and Staff 


The variety of secretarial and 
administrative details is virtually 
unlimited in a congressional office 
that serves a constituency of 
more than a quarter of a million 
people. Since members of Congress 
must devote a large portion of 
their time to committee work and 
other legislative duties, it is neces- 
sary for them to rely on a loyal 
and highly skilled staff to handle 
the great volume of detailed work 
under their supervision. 


As most of you are aware, I 
maintain two offices to serve the 
people of the Sixth District. One is 
located here in Washington and 
the other in Tuscaloosa. Both of- 
fices are open six days each week 
throughout the entire year. 

At the present time, I am em- 
ploying a total of six staff mem- 
bers who work in my Tuscaloosa 
and Washington offices. Their 
names and salaries are public in- 
formation and have been publish- 
ed from time to time in the news- 
papers of Alabama. 

Although I pay these employees 
salaries I believe commensurate 
with their duties and responsibili- 
ties, it has been possible for me to 
return each year to the federal 
treasury at least a small portion 
of the Sixth District’s clerk hire 
allotment.

State Senator L. K. (Snag) An- 
drews of Union Springs will be the 
principal speaker at the dedication 
of the Pilot Forest serving the 
Shelby County area. The Pilot 
Forest, located on the adjoining 
farms of E. C. LeCroy and L. S. 
Calfee between Clanton and Ma- 
plesville, will be dedicated on the 
second annual Pulp and Paper 
Day, April 14. 

Announcement of the dedication 
program was made by Tom Mar- 
shall of Demopolis, area chair- 
man for the pilot forest. : 

Fifteenth District Sen. Joe Gra- 
ham of Maplesville will introduce 
his coleague from Bullock County 
in the 26th District. Frank Par- 
ham, Tuscaloosa, will serve as 
master of ceremonies for the day’s 
activity. 

“Pulp and Paper Day, which is 
being sponsored throughout the 
South by member companies of 
the Southern Pulpwood Conserva- 
tion Association, will mark the de- 
dication of 91 such pilot forests in 
twelve southern states,” Marshall 
explained. ‘‘The project is design- 
ed |to provide permanent educa- 
tional examples of forestry prac- 


tices which bring the small land- 
owner increased income and eco- 
nomic stability.” 

Marshall said Gulf States Pa- 
per has done a complete forestry 
job on the LeCroy-Calfee property, 
including hand-planting of seed- 
lings, non-commercial tree control, 
marking, thinning and cutting. All 
work was done by methods and 
with equipment available to the 
average small landowner. 


“If all undeveloped timberland 
in Chilton and surrounding coun- 
ties were brought into full pro- 
duction, the effect would be as if 
a substantial new industry were 
brought into each county,’’ Mar- 
shall said.

Employers of 
Domestics Must 
Report Wages 


Most of us pay taxes of some 
sort and usually there is a dead- 
line date when that tax is due. 
Employers of domestics. are faced 
with such a deadline as they are 
required by law to report quarter- 
ly the cash wages they pay to 
their household workers if these 
payments amount to $50.00 or more 
during the calendar quarter. 

Calendar quarters end March 
31st, June 30th, September 30th, 
and December 3lst and tax re- 
turns are due. by the end of the 
month following each calendar 
quarter. The next quarterly pay- 
ment is therefore due April 30, 
1959. 

Payments of the social security 
tax, an equal amount paid by the 
employer and the employee, 214% 
each for wages paid in 1959 must 
accompany the tax report. Re- 
ports, together with the taxes, 
should be sent to the Director of 
Internal Revenue, 1531 3rd Avenue, 
North, Birmingham 3, Alabama. 

Information about reporting do- 
mestic workers is contained in 
Leaflet 21 which may be obtained 
from your local social security of- 
fice or Internal Revenue Office. 

Employers of domestics, in filing 
their returns, are requested to 
make them timely, accurate, and 
complete.

Funeral services for Miss Ethel 
H. Reasoner, 70, were held Tues- 
day morning at St. Andrews’ 
Episcopal Mission. The Rev. 


Robert Y. Marlow officiated. 
Burial was in Montevallo Ceme- 
tery. 


Miss Reasoner died Sunday 
morning in a Birmingham Hospi- 
tal after a heart attack. 

A native of Byesville, Ohio, she 
was a gradyate of Ohio State Uni- 
versity and the Prince School of 
Store Service in Boston. She 
pioneered in the field of distribu- 
tive education, setting up a model 
store for training girls in Hudgon, 
N.Y. Educators from all over the 
country came to observe this, then 
new project in vocational educa- 
tion. 

During the summer following 
Miss Anne Eastman’s first year at 
Alabama College Miss Reasoner 
came to visit her friend and 
teacher, whom she had formerly 
supervised. In a few short weeks 
she had fallen in love with Mon- 
tevallo. A pioneer at heart she 
foresaw the need for a shop of 
personal service. That and the be- 
lief. in the growth of the town and 
the college influenced her to re- 
tire from teaching and establish 
such a business. A building was 
found and arrangements for her 
business venture, The Little Shop 
to be opened the following year 
was concluded. That was 22 years 
years ago with a war and closing 
of mines in the surrounding ter- 
ritory making the going hard at 
times. In 1954 Miss Reasoner re- 
tired, but the Little Shop under 
its current owner lives on. 


An unlimited love for people, 
and interest in civic affairs never 
wavered. During those early years 
she and Miss’ Eastman organized 
and worked with a Girl Scout 
Troop, and until a few years age 
her club activities included mem- 
bership in the DAR, B. and P.W., 
Studiosis, and A.A.U.W, 

For 17 years she served as 


treasurer of St. Andrew’s Mission.

Local Farmers Vote To Create “Shelby 
County Soil Conservation District” 


The 487 farmers of Shelby Coun- 
ty who are actively cooperating in 
the North Central Soil Conserva- 
tion District in carrying out a soil 
and water conservation program, 
recently voted to create a soil con- 
servation district in Shelby Coun- 
ty. In making this announcement, 
Julian Brown of the State Soil 
Conservation Committee, said 97% 
of those voting favored the crea- 
tion of the county district. 


Brown said it was the opinion of 
the farmers and others interested 
that the county district would lead 
to closer cooperation among the 
agencies and better support for 
the soil and water conservation 
program. 

The old district consisted of 
Jefferson, Chilton, Bibb, Blount 
and Cullman counties with one su- 
pervisor in each. Over 900 Shelby 
County farmers have signed dis- 
trict agreements, but for one reas- 
On or another, many are not act- 
ively farming at this time. 

Brown announces that the new 
district has been officially named 
the ‘Shelby County Soil Conserva- 


tion District’. He said the follow. 
ing five land owners of Shelby 
County have been appointed by the 
State Soil Conservation Committee 
to serve as supervisors and direct 
the affairs of the new district: 

John L. Cates, Columbiana; J. 
H. Edwards, Brierfield; Albert M. 
Lokey, Wilsonville; Arthur C. Par- 
ker, Leeds; Lewis B. Walker, Col- 
umbiana. 


It was explained that these sup- 
ervisors serve without pay, though 
the Soil Conservation District law 
of Alabama places legal responsi- 
bility on them for the development 
and promotion of a sound soil and 
water conservation program. Their 
only remuneration is the satisfac- 
tion they may have in helping save 
our soil and water resources for 
future generations. 


Brown said other counties are 
converting to the county district 
plan, and he urges all groups and 
agencies to join hands and help 
these local. citizens who will be giv- 
ing so much of their time and tal- 
ents in promoting this important 
program.

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Walters Named 
Dean of College 


Dr. John B. Walters, chainman 
and professor of history and aet- 
ing dean of men at Alabama 
College, has been named Dean of 
the College upon the retirement 
of Dean Milton L. Orr. 

Dr. Walters’ appointment was 
announced by Dr. Howard M. 
Phillips, president of Alabama 
College, following approval by 
the board of trustees at a recent 
meeting. The board recommend- 
ed that he continue as acting 
dean of men until a successor is 
named for that position. 

Dr. Walters was the unani- 
mous choice of the members: of 
the board of trustees. In a pre- 
pared statement, the board said 
he was chosen “. . . on the basis 
of the criteria established by the 
Advisory Committee to the Pres- 
ident; -his abilities and compe- 
tencies; his dedication to the 
ideals and the best interest of 
Alabama College; and on the ba- 
sis of the majority vote of the 
members of the faculty, who ex- 
pressed themselves in writing.” 

He will replace Dr. Orr who 
will retire July 1 after serving 
on the faculty and administra- 
tion of Alabama College for the 
past 37 years. 


Dr. Walters came to Montevallo 
in September, 1956, from Emory 
and Henry College in Virginia 
where he was head of thé de- 
partment of history and govern- 
ment. 

A native of Cordele, Ga., Dr. 
Walters holds A.B. M.A., and 
Ph.D. degrees from Vanderbilt 
University. He served on the fac- 
ulty at Vanderbilt as instructor 
of history and political science 
before going to Emory and Hen- 
ry College in 1947, He has also 
taught at Peabody College in 
Nashville, Tenn., and in the Ex- 
tension Division of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. 

He is the author of many ar- 
ticles and book reviews appear- 
ing in newspapers and literary 
and professional journals, includ- 
ing the Journal of Southern His- 
tory, the Mississippi Valley His- 
torical Review, the Tennessee 
Historical Quarterly, and the 
Historian. He also served as as- 
sistant editor of the Tennessee 
Historical Quarterly. 

Dr. Walters’ research manu- 
script on his doctoral disserta- 
tion, “General W. T. Sherman 
and Total War,” is currently be- 
ing revised for publication.

The Montevallo Zoning Board 
recommends the following pro- 
cedure to those property owners 
planning to subdivide or develop 
their real estate located within 
the zoned areas of Montevallo in 
order to have their plans approv- 
ed by the Board. _ 

1. Acquire a copy of the Monte- 
vallo Subdivision Regulations at 
the City Hall. Acquaint yourself 
wtih all specifications before at- 
tempting any physical ground 
work .on the proposed subdivis- 
ion and before selling off any 
part of the property or recording 
any part of it in the Probate Ot- 
fice. 

2. Refer to the City Zoning Map 
at the City Hall and determine 
the type of zoning district your 
property is situated in. Consult 
the City Clerk for details. 

Make two copies of a prelimi- 
nary plat or drawing of the pro- 
posed subdivision, file one with 
the City Clerk and retain one 
copy for your personal use. These 
plats are not necessarily the final 
plat, but must be prepared by a 
professional engineer, architect, 
landscape architect, or land sur- 
veyor registered to practice in the 
State of Alabama. 

This preliminary plat or plan 
will be reviewed by the Zoning 
Board for their approval or dis- 
approval. Those items which the 
Zoning Board might find to be 
in conflict with the existing sub- 
division regulations will be point- 
ed out to the subdivider in order 
that he may make the necessary 
eorrections in his preliminary 
plans before proceeding further. 

4. After the preliminary plat 
and plans have been approved by 
the Zoning Board, the subdivider 
may proceed with a reasonable 
assurance that the final plat will 
be approved, provided the pre- 
liminary approved plans are Cat- 
ried out by him as presented. 

5. After the preliminary plat 
has been approved, a final plat 
should be made showing all re- 
quired dimensions and details of 
the entire subdivision. The final 
plat should be submitted to the 
Zoning Board through the City 
Clerk, in 3 copies, one of which 
should be the original inked 
drawing. This should be done 
within one year following the pre- 
liminary plat. Those persons pre- 
paring the final plat should ac- 
quaint themselves with Section 42 
of the Montevallo Subdivision 
Regulations before attempting to 
do so. 

6. After the Zoning Board has 
approved the final plat, it will be 
so indicated on the final plat 
copy and returned to the owner, 
and it may then become of per- 
manent record, such as recording 
in the office of the Probate Judge 
and the property may be sold and 
developed as planned, subject to 
the inspection and acceptance of 
each City department concerned. 


What Is Subdivision? 


“Subdivision” means the divis- 
ion of a lot, tract, or parcel of 
land into two or more lots, plots,

sites, or other divisions of land 
for the purpose, whether immedi- 
ate or future, of sale or of build- 
ing development. It includes re- 
subdivision, and, when appropri- 
ate to the context, relates to the 
process of subdividing and to the 
land or territory’ subdivided. 

It is the desire of the local Zon- 
ing Board that all potential sub- 
dividers become more familiar 
with some of the most common 
requirements of local subdivision 
regulations, and in order to facil- 
itate that end, and to foster more 
public interest, they list only a 
few of these regulations as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

1. The City of Montevallo is 
zoned into the following 7 types 
of districts designated as follows: 


Residence “A” district; resi- 
dence “B” district; residence 
“C” district; local business dis- 
trict; general business district; 
light industrial district; heavy 
industrial district. 


Each district has its own par- 
ticular regulation. 

All of these districts have def- 
inite boundaries and are indicat- 
ed on the Zoning Map of Mon- 
tevallo, which may be seen at 
the City Hall. 

2. There is a minimum lot size 
for each type Zoned District. 


3. Lands within a Zoned Dis- 
trict may be developed only for 
the purposes for which the dis- 
trict is zoned. (A _ residential 
structure may be built in any of 
the seven zoned districts provid- 
ing it meets the other minimum 
regulations for that district.) 
4. A general business estab- 
lishment will not be permitted 
in any of the districts zoned for 
residential development. 
5. Required street widths meas- 
ured from lot line to lot line 
must meet the minimum regula- 
tions as follows: 
A. Major Street—80 ‘feet wide, 
minimum 
. Secondary Street — 60 feet 
wide, minimum 

. Local Service Street — W 
feet wide, minimum 

. Alley serving business lots— 

20 feet wide, minimum 

. Alley serving residential lots 
at rear or side in addition 
to other required streets— 

16 feet wide, minimum 

6. No dead end streets are al- 
lowed except where a_ turn- 
around of a required size is pro- 
vided and developed at the clos- 
ed end by the subdivider. 

7. The subdivider must develop 
an all-weather surface _ street 
abutting each lot to be develop- 
ed. 

8. The subdivider must provide 
the necessary gas lines, water 
lines and electric power lines to 
each lot to be developed. 

9. Each lot must have the mini- 
mum required feet of street 
frontage as required within that 
district. 

10. Street intersections cannot 
have a turning angle of less than 
75 degrees.

tinuous for at least 800 feet and 
not longer than 1200 feet, wheth- 
er curved or straight, whereas 
an intersecting street will be re- 
quired. 

12. The Zoning Board may re- 
quire a street to be provided by 
the subdivider to give access to 
the adjacent property. 

13.° A subdivider will not be 
permitted to dedicate only a half 
or a part of the required width 
of a street. All streets so dedi- 
cated must be for the entire re- 
quired street width by the indi- 
vidual subdivider concerned. 

14. Any planned streets which 
show to be of a hazardous nature 
may be disapproved by the Zon- 
ing Board. \ 

15. All plats of lots proposed 
for development must show the 
minimum required building set 
back lines. 

16. Do not give or accept a fi- 
nal deed to any subdivided lot 
until it has been approved by 
the Zoning Board. (Options or 
other types of sale contract in- 
struments may be used where de- 
sired prior to final approval.) 

Again, the Zoning Board wish- 
es to make it clear that the above 
listed regulations are only a par- 
tial list of the local subdivision 
regulations which each proposed 
developer should become familiar 
with prior to preparing and sub- 
mitting a subdivision plat for ap- 
proval. It is suggested that any 
person concerned with the con- 
tents of this article retain it for 
future guidance. 


The Zoning Board also wishes 
to point out the fact that indi- 
vidual builders are required to 
obtain building permits from the 
City and must comply with zoning 
regulations. These regulations 
are found in the “Zoning Ordi- 
nance for the Town of ontevallo,”

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GRAND JURY REPORT 


To the Honorable Arthur L. Har- 
degree, Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Shelby~County: 


We, the Grand Jury, beg leave 
to report to your Honor as fol- 
lows: 


We have examined 33 cases and 
return herewith 23 indictments, of 
which 19 are for felonies and 4 
for misdemeanors. 


Pursuant to your instructions, 
particularly as ‘to gambling and 
gaming operations in our county, 
we have gone into the matter 
with particular interest and dili- 
gence. Fortunately, there was at 
our disposal, we believe, ample 
evidence to support indictments 
which we think and hope will 
bring an end to this evil in our 
county. We feel that the people 


-of Shelby County owe and should 


thank our scvcral constables in 
the county for the efficient man- 
ner in which they organized and 
made the raid which brought this 
evidence before us. However, 
there have come before us sever- 
al complaints and considerable 
evidence that these constables. or 
at least some of them, have been 
rather overzealous in their ac- 
tivities as geheral policemen of 
the county. We feel that in the in- 
terest of better law .enforcement, 
the Sheriff and his deputies aré 
the proper officers to carry on 
the general police activities of the 
county, and we believe that law 
enforcement would be _ better 
served if these constables, how- 
ever noble their intentions might 
be, would confine their police ac- 
tivities to their respective pre- 
cincts. 

We have had several complaints 
from citizens without our county 
who reported to us that they had 
been rather rudely treated by 
these constables while passing 
through our county. This* brings 
us much adverse publicity, and 
we believe that they should de- 
sist from their police activities 
pertaining to the travelers on the 
highways which pass through our 
county. We believe that the re- 
sponsibility for all police activ- 
ities should be supervised by 
some county-wide elective officer 
who can be held responsible for 
police activities in general 
throughout our county. 

We have .also had some com- 
plaints, and some of them sup- 
ported by tangible evidence, that 
some of our constables have been 
charging excessive and_ illegal 
fees. We condemn this practice 
of collecting illegal and excessive 
fees by whomever it may be prac- 
ticed, and we recommend that 
the proper authorities look into 
the matter and see that it is dis- 
continued. . 


It has been brought to our at- 
tention, and we have notice that 
some of our people have been 
rather careless in scattering lit- 
ter and rubbish up and down our 
highways. We are informed that 
this is a violation of the law, and 
we recommend that steps be tak- 
en by our law enforcement offic- 
ers to apprehend the violators of 
this law, that our highways may 
be kept clean. 

Pursuant to your instructions, 
we have examined the books and 
records of the various offices in 
the courthouse. We admit that it 
was at best a rather superficial 
examination, since we neither had 
the time, nor would we feel cap- 
able of examining these records 


minutely. We have inspected the 
courthouse grounds and found 
the same to be neatly kept, and 
everything in good condition. We 
commend our janitors for their 
efficient services. We have in- 
spected the jail and find it in 
good condition, and the prisoners 
seem to be accorded clean quar- 
ters, and we heard no complaints 
as to their fare. 


If we have been somewhat crit- 
ical as to some of our law en- 
forcement officers, we believe a 
good job has been done by them 
in many instances. We would es- 
pecially like to commend our 
state officers and the Sheriff's 
forces for the splendid job that 
they did in apprehending a great 
many cattle rustlers in our coun- 
ty. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank 
your Honor for your most valu- 
able instructions to us and all the 
officials in the courthouse for 
their courteous treatment; anu 
having completed our work, we 
respectfully make this report to 
the Court, and request that we be 
discharged, subject to further or- 
der of this Court.

As 
a member of the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, it has 
been my privilege to know the 
Secretary of State and to hear 
him testify on many occasions. 
I have admired and respected Mr. 
Dulles as an able, honest, and 
devoted public servant.

Mr. Dulles’ successor, Christian 
Herter, is a former member ot 
the House of representatives 
where he also served on the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, Later 
he was a two-term governor of 
the State of Massachusetts.

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Report from Washington

President Eisenhower’s vetd of 
the REA Bill was sustained last 
Thursday when the House failed 
to adopt a motion to override it. 
The House vote adhered closely 
to party lines, with only four 
Democrats voting against the mo- 


tion to override the veto, and only 
six Republicans voting in favor 
of it. The tctal vote was 280 to 
146—just four votes short of the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
pass the motion. 

As sent to the President by 
Congress, the REA legislation 
would have deprived the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture of the power 
to veto rural electrification loans 
and would have restored this au- 
thority ‘to the REA Administrator 
who held such power until 1953. 

The President yetoed:the mea- 
sure because he said it was a 
“major retreat from sound ad- 
ministrative policy and practice” 
to give a subordinate (the REA 
Administrator) final authority on 
loans. 

Prior to the House action, the 
Senate had voted (64 to 29) to 
override the veto. -While the 
House has never overridden a 
veto of President Eisenhower, the 
Senate to date has so voted on 
two occasions. 


Plea for River Funds 


Members of the Alabama Con- 
gressional Delegation and offi- 
cials of the Warrior - Tombigbee 
Development Association urged 
the House and Senate last week 
to approve funds for continuing 
construction of the Jackson Lock 
and Dam and for planning the 
proposed Holt Lock and Dam. 

Appearing first before the Sub- 
committee on Public Works of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee and later before a similar 
Senate Subcommittee, we asked 
for an appropriation of slightly 
‘over eight million dollars for con- 
tinuing construction of the Jack- 
son Lock and Dam and $200,000 
for planning the Holt facility. 
The appropriation requested for 
the Jackson installation is includ- 
ed in the federal budget for fiscal 
year 1960. There are no funds for 
the Holt project in the 1960 bud- 
get, however, as this structure 
was not authorized until last De- 
cember. ; 

dackson Lock and Dam is one 
of three new facilites on the War- 
rior-Tombigbee designed to pro- 
vide a dependable water artely 
from Mobile to Tuscaloosa. The 
proposed Holt Lock and Dam will 
nephace four out-moded ‘ struc-

tures along an 18-mile reach of 
the river north of Tuscaloosa. 


Coosa River Project 


Efforts are being made this 
week by your congressman and 
other members of the Alabama 
Congressional Delegation to ov- 
tain an initial federal appropria- 


tion for another important river 


system—the Coosa-Alabama Wa- 
terway. This is the third consecu- 
tive year that we have appealed 
to the Heuse and Snate Appro- 
priations Committees for plan- 
ning funds for the Millers Ferry 
Multiple Purpose Lock and Dam 
that will be located on the Ala- 
bama River near Camden. 


Although the budget requests 
have never included funds for 
this purpose, the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee in 1957 and 
again in 1958 approved the sum 
of $150,000 for advance planning 
of the project. These funds were 
eliminated from the bills later 
by the House-Senate Conference 
Committees. 

The acquisition of planning 
funds for the Millers Ferry Lock 
and Dam is a vital step in the 
full development of the great 
Coosa-Alabama Waterway, and 
we are hopeful our efforts this 
year will prove successful.

How High Is Up? 


Would you pay a tax of $4200 
on a $10,000 mink coat? (That’s a 
tax of 42 per cent.) 

“Well,” you say, “I might, After 
all, it’s a luxury, and if I could af- 
ford a $10,000 mink coat I might 
afford the $4200 tax.” 








You’re right, it is a luxury, But 
the Federal tax on it is not 42 per 
cent, It is ten per cent—$1000, 

Second question: Would you pay 
a 42 per cent tax on a “‘non-luxury” 
item? 

You may be surprised to learn 
that you’re paying such a tax now. 
And you may pay even more, It’s 
the tax you pay on gasoline, Over 
the years, it’s risen from nothing 
to its present high level, How high 
can it go before gasoline becomes 
a true luxury—something more of 
us can’t afford? 

That’s up to you. Lecal, state, 
and Federal taxes are passed by 
your representatives, 

Of course, we do need some tax 
on gasoline. That’s one way of 
paying for the roads we use, But 
we should be certain that money 
raised from taxes on highway 
users 4s spent only on highways. 
Right now, 37 per cent of the total 
Federal levy on highway users is 
diverted to the general treasury 
for other uses. If all this tax money 
went for highway purposes, there 
would be no need for the proposed 
increase in Federal gasoline taxes. 

So far, 27 states have adopted 
constitutional amendments to’ pre- 
vent diversion of gasoline tax 
funds to other purposes, Has your 
state made'such a move?

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How Safe is

What are your chances of 
escaping serious trouble as the 
result of the operation of the 
motor vehicle? 

Some traffic safety experts 
claim that if you are the father 
or mother of two youngsters to- 
day, there is a 50-50 chance that 
one of them will be killed or 
seriously injured in a motor 
vehicle accident before they die 
of what might otherwise be a 
normal span of life. 

Insurance companies and 
other fact-gathering agencies 
report that only in five per cent 
of the accidents involving a 
fatality do you find that it was 
known that at least one of the 
motor vehicles involved was me- 
chanically defective. No one can 
often ascertain if and to what 
extent a motor vehicle in colli- 
sion was guilty of being defec- 
tive, since frequently the best 
evidence is obliterated in the 
crash. 

Franchised car dealers, inde- 
pendent garage operators and 
service stations which offer re- 
pair facilities have invested bil- 
lions of dollars during the last 
12 months as a growing aware- 
ness of the importance of hav- 
ing equipment which will en- 
able’‘them best to safety-ize the 
cars of their customers. More 
and more of these shop oper- 
ators are safety-checking vehi- 
cles, even when this inspection 
has not been requested. 

There is ample evidence on 
the highways today of the neces- 
sity for this inspection. Slowly 
the average speed of motor vehi- 
cles on the highways has been 
rising. As more and more of the 
41.000 miles of super highways 
under the new federal-state pro- 
grams are completed, it would 
seem logical to expect the aver- 
age speed to rise further. The 
average motorist cannot com- 
prehend that 60 miles an hour 
can become a crash at the rate 
of 88 feet per second—often too 
late to do much about it, espe- 
cially if brakes and steering are 
inadequate. 

Are your shock absorbers in 
good condition? No one can tell 
vou accurately how many 
drivers learned too late last vear 
the sorry condition of their 
“shocks” until, perhaps at high 
speed, they found their steering 
being affected and a collision re-

sulted. Some did notice in time 
the peculiar bouncing and had 
this condition corrected. 

How about the exhaust sys- 
tem? Did you know that a muf- 
fler and/or tailpipe is eaten 
through every year on one out 
of every two cars which are 
more than one year old? Sales 
in this part of the service in- 
dustry alone may reach well to- 
ward $500,000,000 this year. 
Manufacturers are continuin 
to improve the metals out o 
which the mufflers and tailpipes 
are constructed, but the addi- 
tives and powerful gases being 
discharged through the exhaust 
system continue to be a problem. 

Lights, windshield wipers and 
tires have 
share also to the statistics which 
show that, while the number of 
fatalities per 100,000,000 miles 
traveled annually have been de- 
creasing, the cases of individ- 
uals seriously injured have been 
rising steadily for the same 
miles-traveled base. 

The unpopularity of compul- 
sory motor vehicle inspections in 
some states has wiped out some 
laws. Over-zealous inspectors 
and profit-conscious garage own- 
ers have damaged the worthy 
objectives which had originally 
brought those laws into being. 
Now the automotive Sarge 2 
as a whole is confronted wit 
the desire and necessity to save 
just as many lives as possible, 
knowing that a dead driver 
never buys another car. 

Car manufacturers have been 
spending millions in research 
and in contributions to recog- 
nized safety institutions in the 
hopes of reducing the awful toll 
on the streets and highways. 
Franchised car dealers have 
lent more than 10,000 cars to 
public high schools over the 
country to further the cause of 
driver training. Millions have 
subsequently been invested in 
shop equipment and knowhow to 
enable shops to do a better job 
of making certain that the cars 
of their customers are safe. 

However, the final stumbling 
block still remains, and that is 
to convince every owner he 
should demand of his shop oper- 
ator a regular safety inspection, 
preferably in the spring and in 
the fall. 

Who wants to be in that hor- 
rible five per cent of motor 
vehicle fatality accidents? 

It is much cheaper to remain 
alive.

Are You Aware of _ 
Social Security Benefits? 


Strange as it may seem, the 
average American. thinks he will 
never grow old and he will never 
die. So says Carl Dahm, Manager 
of the Birmingham Social Securi- 
ty District Office, who points out 
that many of us never bother to 


inquire about what social security 
means. This in spite of the fact 
that this federal system of in- 
surance has been paying bene- 
fits for over twenty years. Over 
12,000,000 Americans now get 
checks totaling some $700,000,000 
monthly. 

What about you? Did you know 
that social security payments to 
your family could, under some 
circumstances, run up to more 
than $50,000 if you should die? 
It’s a fact—they could. Did you 
know that cash payments are 
often made to seriously disabled 
insured people if they are be- 
tween 50 and 65? It’s a fact— 
they are. Would you be surprised 
to learn that not only will bene- 
fits be paid to you when you 
retire after age 65, but that they 
can also be paid to your white 
if she is 62 or more, even if she 
has never worked? It’s a fact— 
they can. (Women. workers may 
retire at age 62 if they wish.) 

These—and many other facts 
about social security—are things 
each of us needs to know when 
trying to plan for the future. In 
all thinking about the years 
ahead, a family must face the 
possibility of death, long illness, 
or insufficient resources after re- 
tirement of the family head. So- 
cial security benefits do not and 
should not be expected to re- 
place, dollar for dollar, the in- 
come a worker and his family 
can earn. But they can and should 
be used as a base in planning for 
the future. Knowing what he can 
expect—and what he cannot ex- 
pect—from social security, he 
should strive to add insurance, 
svaings, investments, and other 
income sources to provide ade- 
quately for his family.

Retiring Dean 
Is Honored 


Dr. Milton Lee Orr, Sr., Dean 
of Alabama College, was honored 
with a reception at the home of 
the president recently. 


Retiring from active service in 
July, Dr. Orr was honored for his 
37 years at the college. During 
that period he has been a mem- 
ber of both the faculty and the 
administration, 

He came to Montevallo in 1922 
as supervisor of the laboratory 
school. From 1928 to 1936 he was 
director of teacher training, be- 
ing appointed in 1936 to chair- 
manship of the education depart- 
ment. He served in that capacity 
until July 1957, when he was nam- 
ed dean of the college. 

A native of Union Springs, Dr. 
Orr received his B.S. degree at 
the University of Alabama in the 
class of 1910. ‘He received the 
master of arts and doctor of phil- 
osophy degrees from Peabody 
College in Nashville. 

Before coming to Alabama Col- 
lege he was a teacher in the Ala- 
bama public school system. He 


served three Alabama high 
schools as principal: Geneva 
County High, Clarke County 
High, and Escambia County 
High. 


Dr. Howard Phillips cited Dr. 
Orr's services at the school, stat- 
ing that “he has served the insti- 
tution faithfully and well in sev- 
eral capacities. 

“Recognized by his colleagues 
as an outstanding teacher, he has 
demonstrated superior leadership 
and administrative abilities, par- 
ticularly ‘in education.”

The Post Office Department has 
designated May 18th through 23rd 
as “Rural Mailbox Improvement 
Week”. Better mailboxes mean 
better mail service. 


Boxes should be painted and 
your name inscribed on the side 
of the mailbox visible to the car- 
rier, Boxes should be grouped 
wherever possible. 

Replace rotten posts and un- 
serviceable boxes with new ones. 
Neatness is a matter left up to 
each patron on the route, but 
postmen don’t have to deliver 
mail into boxes that are too high 
or too low. 

Easy-to-read, attractive boxes 
help the appearance of the home, 
aid strangers in finding address- 
es, assists substitute carriers who 
are unfamiliar with the routes, 
and helps the regular carrier pro- 


vide more efficient service with 
less time. 

Your mailbox should have a 
red flag for a signal and should 
be up when you put in outgoing 
mail. Unless a carrier has mail 
for a box, he doesn't stop if the 
flag is down. 


Incompletely and_ incorrectiy 
addressed mail is often delayed 


in delivery because your rural 


carriers deliver only the mail 
placed on their desks. Only clerks 
in the office sort and separate in- 
coming mail, so pleasé have your 
mail completely and correctly ad- 
dressed to either route one or 
two, and also your individual’ box 
number. If you do not know your 
box number please ask your car- 
rier. 


Take a look at your mailbox— 
everybody else does.

Board of Health 
Endorses Water 
Fluoridation 


The Alabama State Board of 
Health, at a meeting in Birming- 
ham during April, adopted a 
resolution relative to fluoridation 
of community drinking water 
supplies. 


The resolution recognizes fluo- 
ridation of public water supplies 
as a safe, effective, practical and 
economical method of reducing 
the incidence of dental caries in 
children. It points out that there 
is no other method for prevention 
of dental caries known today as 
effective as fluoridation. It at- 
firms the safety of fluoridation, 
stating that fluoridation of drink- 
ing water in the concentration 
recommended for optimal dental 
health is non-injurious to the hu- 
man body, either systemically or 
organically. 

The resolution concludes: Be it 
resolved that the Alabama State 
Board of Health go on record as 
endorsing and approving fluori- 
dation as a safe, effective, and 
practical public health procedure 
for reducing the incidence of den- 
tal caries in children,

In the face of a possible Presi- 
dential veto, the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week voted , 245 to 
170, to approve a self-financing 
plan for expanding the facilities 
of the Tennessee Valley Autho- 
rity. 

The bill was strongly opposed 
by Republicans who sought to 
give the Budget Bureau and the 
Treasury more control over the 
TVA expansion program. How- 
ever, the House rejected all re- 
strictions proposed by the Admin- 
istration despite warnings of a 
veto. 


As approved by the House, the 
measure will permit the TVA to 
issue $750,000,000 in bonds for fi- 
nancing construction, acquisition, 
enlargement, improvement or re- 
placement of facilities to meet 
growing demands for more elec- 
tric power. At the same time, 
however, the bill restricts TVA 
service to its present 80,000 
square-mile area. 


The House measure specifies 
that principal and interest on the 
bonds be secured solely by the 
sales of TVA power, that the 
bonds cannot be obligations of or 
guaranteed by the United States 
Government, and that their Is- 
suance cannot add to the national 
debt. The bill also requires the 
Tennessee Valley Authority to re- 
pay the Treasury for the federa

government’s investment in the 
TVA at the rate of at least ten 
million dollars annually. 

The measure, as passed by the 
House Of Representatives, re- 
ceived the support of all mem- 
bers from Alabama. Senate ap- 
proval is expected. 


Latin America Report 


In view of recent unrest in cer- 
tain Latin American countries, a 
report released earlier this week 
by the Inter-American Subcom- 
mittee of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs is of particu- 
lar interest at this time. 


The report deals with the 
strategic importance of Latin 
America to the defense of our 
nation, the importance of the area 
as a principal source of critical 
raw materials and foodstuffs, and 
its significance as an importer of 
our own products. Also covered 
in the report are a number of the 
major problems and misunder- 
standing precalent at the present 
time in Latin America. 

The Subcommittee, of which 
your congressman is chairman, 
does not purport to know the 
solutions to all the problems af- 
fecting United States-Latin 
American’ relations. However, 
the report does offer several de- 
finite recommendations which 
subcommittee members believe 
will be helpful in eliminating 
certain basic misunderstandings 
that presently exist between the 
United States and our neighbors 
to the South.

County Industrial 
Board Is Planned 


A group of citizens of Shelby 
County, together with a good 
representation of county and mu- 
nicipal officials, met at Lloyd's 
near Chelsea Monday night to 
consider the organization of the 
Shelby County Industrial Devel- 
opment Board under provisions 
of a law drafted and sponsored 
by Rep. Karl Harrison and enact- 
ed by the Legislature. 


After a discussion of the sub- 
ject by Probate Judge Conrad 
Fowler, Jimmy McDow, Mayor 
Wales Wallace and others, a res- 
olution was adopted requesting 
the municipalities of the county 
to petition the County Board of 
Revenue to set up the Industrial 
Development Board under pro- 
visions of the law.

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Hospital To Have 
Emergency Room 


-It may be of interest to every- 
one that our emergency service 
will add additional protection to 
county residents. 

Scheduled as a part of the 
Shelby Memorial Hospital now 
under construction is a modern, 
well equipped emergency room 
equipped, with modern re- 
suscitators and oxygen equip- 
ment, instruments, supplies and 
drugs, will have nursing person- 
nel. on duty, twenty-four hours 
daily to render immediate assis- 
tance to emergency cases brought 
to the hospital. In addition, mem- 
bers of the medical staff will 
be on a twenty-four hour call 
on a rotation basis to answer such 
needs. 

It is to be emphasized that the 
emergency room is just that—a 
place for treatment of emergency 
illness or injury! It is not a sub- 
stitute for treatment by the fa- 
mily physician. We will not have 
a house saff or residents, where- 
by it will in practically all cases 
necessitate that the family physi- 
cian be consulted before or dur- 
ing treatment. 

Reports from other hospitals 
in this area show that the num- 
ber of patients treated in the 
emergency room equal or out- 
number the total in-patient care 
treatments each year. The dollar 
volume from this service is small- 
er than in-patient service, but 
the immediate services rendered 
more than makes emergency 
rooms in hospitals a_ necessity, 
and worthwhile to. our communi- 
ties. 

Typical of the cases that are 
handled in the emergency rooms 
are cases involving auto acci- 
dents, injuries from _ sporting 
events, burns, home accidents and 
a variety of medical problems 
which become serious at un- 
usual hours of the day. 

A beneficial service to the 


patient and doctor, the emergency 


room is one of the many look- 
ed for services from Shelby 
County’s new hospital.

Since 1923 


My connection with Columbi- 
ana and Shelby County did not 
begin with our present activities 
here. In the summer of 1923, I 
came here as a groundman, at 
work on the Alabama Power Co. 
110,000 volt line from Lay Dam 
to Leeds. There were some high 
structures at the crossing of Wax- 
ahatchie Creek, and I remember 
when two of us were hanging the 
suspension insulators, one in the 
middle of the cross-arms and one 
at each end. 


About the Coosa 


Since the Coosa River plays 
so large a part in the SEGCO de- 
velopment, I want to say a few 

_words about it, It is one of Am- 
erica’s great rivers. For more 
than a hundred years the people 
of the Coosa Valley have dream- 
ed of making that stream a wat- 
erway to the sea. 

‘ Alabama Power Program 


In 1914 Alabama Power Com- 
pany built Lay Dam. It followed 
with Mitchell Dam in 1923 and 


Jordan Dam in 1928, all on the . 


lower reaches of the river. 

In 1953, Alabama Power Co. 
moved toward the multi-dam de- 
velopment of the river. It in-

volves the construction of four 
new dams and powerhouses on 
the Coosa and for increasing the 
height of one of the existing dams 
with an ultimate installation of 
more than 400,000 kilowatts. The 
program will create a continuous 
series of navigable pools from 
Rome to Wetumpka, a distance of 
255 river miles. 

Looking Toward Navigation 

All of the existing projects on 
the river, as well as the new ones 
will contain basic navigation fa- 
cilities; and when modern locks 
are installed by the government, 
a modern waterway-will come in- 
to being. Only three. more locks 
and dams will be necessary to 
make the entire Coosa-Alabama 
waterway from Rome to Mobile 
a modern waterway. 

The New Steam Plant 

Southern Electric Generating 

Company is one of the first great 


industrial projects to take advan- 


tage of this river development. 
SEGCO is building one of the 
world's largest steam plants with 
an initial installation of four units 
aggregating a million kilowatts 
and provision for two additional 
units, The plant site is on the 
Coosa near Wilsonville, accessible 
to.the coal fields and within eco- 
nomical transmission distance of 
the Georgia and Alabama load 
centers. In the Warrior coal field 
we are constructing and develop- 


' jing a mine of 1,500,000-ton capac- 


ity and a smaller mine in the Ca- 
haba field. The estimated cost of 
these projects is $161 million. 
The first and second units at the 
steam plant are scheduled for 
completion in April and July of 
next year, the third in 1961 and 
the fourth in 1962. Operation of 
the first two units beginning in 


. next year, will require about 100 


employees and this number will 
be increased to about 150 with 
the four-unit operation in 1962. 
Showing picture slides, Mr. 
Crist illustrated and described 


the construction process of the, 


Wilsonville steam plant from its 
beginning to the present. 
The Coal Mines 
The generating company is 
constructing and developing two 
coal mines to supply the 3 mil- 
lion tons of coal a year required 
for operation of the steam plant. 
Mr. Crist described and illustrat- 
ed with pictures the develop- 
ment of the coal mines. 
Mine Number One 
Mine number one is in the War- 
rior coal field located near Par- 
rish in Walker County. It will 


have an annual capacity of 14% 
million tons of coal. It will have 
a washer and preparation plant 
to process coal for use in the 
steam plant. The coal seam is 57 
inches thick. Thiv ‘nine will em-

full production. 
‘ The No. 2 Mine 

The construction of the number 
two mine is in the Cahaba coal 
field near Maylene in west Shel- 
by County. The mine is being op- 
ened by driving two parallel 
slopes about 70 feet apart. The 
raw coal storage area and pre- 
paration plant will be located 
near the mine. The mine is being 
developed for an annual capacity 
of 360,000 tons, but the operation 
may well be expanded to 750,000 
tons. Work was started on the 
Maylene mine in August 1958. 
. About 85 employees will be re- 
quired for 360,000 tons annual 
production and if the mine is ex- 
panded to an annual rate of 750,- 
000 tons, this number of employ- 
ees will be increased to about 
175. Capital investment required 
for the initial operation of the 
mine Will be about $444 million.

What does the future hold for 
the Coosa Valley and for Shelby 
County? With these projects to 
spark the growth and develop- 
ment, the industrial potential of 
this area is without limit. The 
best view I can give you is the 
boundless sky.’

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Report from Washington 





The threat of a Presidential 
veto was again disregarded by 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives when they approved 
last week a general housing bill 
authorizing $2.1 billion in federal 
funds for various types of hous- 
ing plus an estimated $3.7 billion 
in federal assistance to construct 
140,000 additional public housing 
units. In spite of the Admin- 
istration’s contention that the pro- 
visions of the bill were too ex- 
pensive, it was approved by a 
vote of 261 to 160. 

An attempt to substitute a less 
costly bill, sponsored by a coali- 
tion of Republicans and some 
Southern Democrats and favored 
by the Administration, was de- 
feated by 44 votes. The $1.3 bil- 
lion substitute bill would have 
omitted public housing and re- 
duced somewhat the other hous- 
ing programs. 

In addition to the substitute at- 
tempt, the coalition tried to se- 
cure passage of several other 
modifying amendments. It was 
successful in gaining House ap- 
proval of one amendment— «@ 
provision requiring an annual re- 
view by congressional appropria- 
tions committees of the funds to 
be expended by federal housing 
officials. Under present law, 
federal agencies are permitted to 
go directly to the U.S. Treasury 
for funds which have been autho- 
rized. 


New Housing Units 


As approved by the House, the 
bill provides 140,000 new public 
housing starts over a four-year 
period; a $1.5 billion program of 
slum clearance and urban devel- 
opment; a $400 million increase in 
college housing loans; $100 mil- 
lion for loans to construct homes 
for the elderly; and an increase 
in the total amount of mortgages 
that can be insured by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. The 
measure also lowers down pay-

After passage, the bill was re- 
ferred to a House-Senate Con- 
ference Committee which must 
work out the differences between 
the House measure and a similar 
but less costly bill passed by the 
Senate last February. 


Crop Loans Curbed 


Before passing the annual agri- 
culture appropriations bill last 
week, the House voted to put a 
limit of $50,000 on individual loan 
payments under the farm price- 
support program. The amend- 
ment was prompted by recent 
criticism of large corporate farms 
which received loans in excess of 
a hundred thousand dollars un- 
der the program. 

There is a difference of opinion, 
however, as to the possible re- 
sults of the amendment. It was 
argued during the debate on the 
amendment that the limit on pay- 
ments from the Commodity Cre- 
dit Corporation could immobilize 
the price-support program by 
forcing large farms to dump most 
of their crops on the open market, 
thereby depressing prices and in- 
creasing the cost to the federal 
government. As a result, most 
members from cotton producing 
states voted against it.

X - Ray—laboratory—Operation 
room—these areas of the average 
hospital ‘are known and under- 
stood by the general public; but 
medical records?

Three appropriations bills pro- 
viding funds for fiscal year 1960 
were approved by the House of 
Representatives last week ana 
sent to the Senate. The bills in- 
clude $652 million for the State 
and Justice Departments; $13.5 
million for the White House ana 
other Executive agencies; and 
$675 million for the Department 
of Commerce. 


During consideration of the 
bill which contained funds for the 
Justice Department, an attempt 
was made to, delete $280,000 to 
finance the Civil Rights Com- 
mission until its present authori- 
ty ends on November 9. Pro- 
ponents of the proposed amend- 
ment argued that the six-mem- 
ber commission has failed to 
justify its usefulness. Despite 
this and other protests, how- 
ver, the amendment was defeatea 
by voice vote. 

Renegotiation Bill 

Last Wednesday the House ap- 
proved a four-year extension of 
the government’s authority to 
renegotiate defense contracts in 
order to recoup excessive pro- 
fits on contracts in those fields, 
such as missile production, where 
it is impossible to arrive at a 
fair price for defense items. Only 
seven members voted in opposi- 
tion to the measure. 

The renegotiation law was 
enacted during the Korean War 
and is scheduled to expire on 
June 30. 

During House debate on the 
measure, the chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee pointed-out that renegotia- 
tion saves the Novation at 
least $100,000,000 annually. About 
60 per cent of this amount comes 
from voluntary refunds and the 
other from findings by the rene- 
gotiation board. 

The bill approved by the House 
and -referred, to the Senate per- 
mits slight relaxations in renego- 
tiation procedures. However, it 
does not contain industry-back- 
ed provisions to broaden exemp- 
tions from the act and allow 
higher levels of profits. 

Dulles Funeral 

Last week I attended the 
funeral service at the Washington 
Cathedral for our late Secretary 
of State, John Foster Dulles. 
The simple but impressive rites 
were attended by dignitaries. 
representing at least twenty 
countries, who came to Washing- 
ton to pay final tribute to the 
man who had worked so dili- 
gently for peace among all na- 
tions. Nearly 3000 persons filled 
the church to hear the last Secre- 
tary’s minister in final eulogy 
read a passage from St. Matthew: 
“Blessed are the peacemakers: 
for they shall be called the child- 
ren of God.”

The company tomorrow will de- 
dicate the second large rotary 
kiln to be installed within two 
years at its Roberta plant, in 
Shelby County, marking comple- 
tion of a several million dollar 
capital expansion of its cement 
and lime production oprations. 


William J. Cabaniss, chairman 
of Southern Cement Co., a divi- 
sion of American-Marietta Co., 
said the new kiln, identical to 
one installed in 1957, has an an- 
nual production capacity of 1,250,- 
000 barrels of cement. 


Fourteen months in construc- 
tion, the new kiln is 420 feet 
long, equivalent to the height of 
a 30-story skyscraper. 


The new kiln doubles the half- 
century-old company’s cement- 
making capacity. Addition of the 
new facility is a major step in 
Southern Cement’s over-all plan 
to keep pace with the growing 
requirements for cement use in 
highway building, residential, 
commercial and industrial con- 
struction throughout the Soutn- 
east. 


With both new kilns in. oper- 
ation, Southern Cemcnt during 
the first five months of 1959 in- 
creased its shipments of Portland 
and masonry cements by sub- 
stantial amounts over the same 
period last year. 

In a further expansion, two 
smaller existing kilns have been 
converted to fill a unique, dual- 
production role of making either 
cement or lime. 

The move, unusual in the ce- 
ment industry, enables the com- 
pany to provide more flexible ser- 
vice to customers. The converti- 
ble kilns expand Southern Ce- 
ment’s ability to supply lime to 
the paper and chemical indus- 
tries, and to municipalities for 
use in water systems. 

As part of Southern Cement’s 
expansion program, it has com- 
pleted construction of additional 
cement storage silo facilities, cap- 
able of holding an additional 50,- 
000 barrels of finished cement.

Alabama 
Power Company is meeting this 
demand by the construction of 
new hydroelectric projects on the 
Coosa River to add 425,450 new 
kilowatts, and on Warrior River 
hydroelectric projects which will 
add 242,500 kilowatts to the exist-

To keep pace with Alabama 
and Southeastern growth, the 
Southern Electric Generating 
Company (which is jointly owned 
by Alabama Power Company and 
Georgia Power Company) was or- 
ganized in 1956. The basic rea- 
son for the organization of this 
company was to make available 
to the Alabama and Georgia com- 
panies the benefit of economies 
resulting from low-cost fuel and 
large generating units. 

Two great coal fields, the War- 
rior and Cahaba fields, extend 
acress Alabama in the area about 
Birmingham, within relatively 
short distances of the Coosa River 
near Wilsonville in Shelby Coun- 
ty. Here, at the Coosa River and 
Yellow Leaf Creek, the new gen- 
erating company is building a 
steam generating plant with an 
initial capacity of 1,000,000 kilo- 
watts. Alabama Power Company 
and Georgia Power Company will 
each take one-half of the power 
capacity of the plant. 


The plant site was selected be- 
cause of its proximity to the vast 
coal reserves of the Cahaba and 
Warrior fields, economical trans- 
mission distance to load centers 
in Alabama and Georgia, and 
the availability of adequate cool- 
ing water. 


Other location factors were 
the suitable rock foundation at 
the site, nearness to a mainline 
railroad, and adequate highway 
connections. 


The steel skeleton of the vast 
Structure now rears high above 
the Coosa, and will be essentially 
completed by late summer of 
1959. Two of the generating units 
will becompleted in 1960, a third 
in 1961, and the fourth in 1962. 


SEGCO (a name derived from 
the initial letters of the company 
mame) has acquired extensive 
coal reserves in both the Warrior 
and Cahaba coal fields. Work is 
under way on mines in both 
fields to provide the nearly 214 
million tons of coal to be used 
annually by the Wilsonville plant. 


This is equivalent to almost .one- 
fourth of the total coal produc- 
tion of Alabama in 1958. This 
fuel will come from the firm’s 
own mines in the Warrior and 
Cahaba fields. The Warrior mine 
is expected to be producing 
1,500,000 tons of coal annually by 
1961. Prior to that time suffi- 
cient coal will be produced in the 
developmental stage of this mine 
for the 1960 operation of the 
plant. The Cahaba operation will 
come into production at about the 
same time. 


This SEGGO plant will be the 
largest investor-owned plant of 
any kind ever built in Alabama. 
The power plant itself will repre- 
sent an investment of about $150 
million and the mining auxiliaries 
will cost an additional $20 mil- 
lion. 


The Coosa River, now to be 
stabilized by the series of addi- 
tional dams which Alabama 
Power Company is building on 
the Coosa, plus the existing Alla- 
toona Dam on the Etowah above 
Rome, is the key to the choice of 
this site for this great steam- 
electric plant. 


Nearly 800 million gallons of 
water will flow through the 
plant’s condensers each day when 
it comes into full operation. This 
cooling water will come from 
Yellow Leaf Creek, just above its 
junction with the Coosa, and will 
flow through 1% miles of the 
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plant’s circulatory system before 
being discharged into the Coosa. 

800 million gallons of water per 
day is sufficient water for a city 
of more than a million popula- 
tion. It is enough to operate’ a 
dozen large paper mills. It could 
cool several steel mills and sup- 
ply the water needs of aluminum 
plants and refineries as well. It is 
a lot of water by any measure. 
Interestingly, the water is not 
eonsumed but continues its 
course downstream after passing 
through the plant, 


SEGCO at Wilsonville is an- 
other example of industry’s use 
of Alabama’s abundant water. 
The power from SEGCO’s four 
great generators will supply the 
electric power needs of the diver- 
sifield industry which is coming 


to water-rich Alabama.

Report from Washington 





Duirng consideration of the De- 
fense Ajppropriations Bill last 
week, considerable debate flared 
up in the House of Representa- 
tivés over the awarding of de- 
fense contracts to companies em- 
ploying retired generals and ad- 
mirals. Several members charged 
that former military officers of 
high rank are in a position to in- 
fluence defense orders. 

A member of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, which had 
reported the bil, conceded that 
some corrective action was neces- 
sary to prevent “influence” in 
connection with defense con- 
tracts, but he cautioned against 
hasty legislation. 

Neverheless, an amendment 
was proposed to bar retired of- 
ficers from being employed by 
defense contractors for five years 
after they leave active service. It 
appeard that, the amendment 
would be adopted when it was 
tentatively approved by voice 
vote, but it was later defeated on 
a teller vote of 125 to 147. Defeat 
of the amendment was influenc- 
ed, however, by the announce- 
ment that a House Armed Ser- 
vices subcommittee will investi- 
gate abuses resulting from high 
ranking officers stepping out of 
the service and into key jobs in 
the defense industry.

same legislation when an at- 
tempt was made to delete from 
the defense: bill $200 million to be 
used for production of: the \Air 
Force’s Bomare anti-aircraft mis- 
sile. Apparently in an effort to 
force the Denfense Department 
to make a decision between the 
Bomarc and the Army’s Nike- 
Hercules missile, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee had al- 
ready reduced the Bomarce funds 
by $162 million before the bill 
was presented to the House. It 
was pointed out that Defense De- 
partment spokesmen had .empha- 
sized that the Air Force missile 
is an important part of the over- 
all defense against manned 
bombers. When a vote was taken 
to delete the Bomarc funds, the 
amendment was defeated by more 
than a three-to-one majority. 

A move to increase the Army’s 
strength by 30,000 personnel was 
also defeated during House con- 
sideration of the legislation. 

Defense Funds 


The defense bill—which is the 
largest appropriation measure 
considered by Congress’ each 
year—passed the House on a roll 
call vote of 392 to 3. This legis- 
lation includes defense funds to- 
taling $38.8 billion for fiscal year 
1960. The total is approximately 
one billion less than the amount 
appropriated for the current fis- 
cal year and almost $400 million 
less than the President had re- 
quested. 


Holt Lock and Dam 


Efforts to begin the final plan- 
ning phase of the Holt Lock and 
Dam on the Warrior- Tombigbee 
Waterway above Tuscaloosa were 
enhanced considerably last week 
when the House Appropriations 
Committee approved $150,000 in 
advance planning funds for the 
project. 

Construction of the Holt facility 
to replace four obsolete locks and 
dams was recommended by the 
Corps of Engineers and the Sec- 
retary of the Army Isat fall. How- 
ever, funds for the project were 
not included in the federal bud- 
get that was presented to Con- 
gress earlier this year. 

Since the House Appropriations 
Committee has added the funds 
to its public work bill, the pro- 
spects for final congressional ap- 
proval are now extremely gocd.

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Law Provides For Election of County 
Bourd of Revenue Members by District 


Our representative in the Leg- 
islature, John Lewis Cates, re- 
ports that the law authorizing the 
election of members of the Shel- 
by County Board of Revenue by 
their respective districts has been 
enacted and signed by the Gover- 
nor. 

Mr. Cates says: “I am happy 
to report that on June 9 the 
Governor signed into law Hguse 
Bill 131, Act number 44 which 
authorized the election of mem- 
bers of the Board of Revenue in 
their respective districts. He also 
signed House Bill 132, Act num- 
ber 45 which authorized the es- 
tablishing of any bank or branch 
for the city of Vincent.” 


Mr. Cates also sends us for pub- 
lication a brief resume of hap- 
penings in the legislature since 
his seating in the house, as fol- 
lows: 

Happenings In The House 


The most controversial bill thus 
far which passed the House by a 
vote of 85 to 18 regulated further 
the payment of aid to dependent 
children; to provide the payment 
of aid to dependent children on 
behalf of ehild or children of 
certain mothers who. are physi- 
cal able to work. A companion 
bill for House “Bill 23 regulates 
further the payment of aid to the 
dependent children of where 
there is more than one illegiti- 
mate child. This passed thee 
House by a substantial vote. A 
bill of some controversy passed 
the House authorizing or confer- 
ring each inecorported munici- 
pality in this state having a popu- 
lation of less that 6,000 inhabi- 

tans to the same powers for the 
’ construetion of and the issuance 
of securities to finance street and 
sidewalk improvements and sew- 
er improvements outside of the 
corporate limit of the municipa- 
lity and within its police jurisdic- 
tion of one and half miles This 
piece of legislation will give 
some relief to municipalities in 
further construction of these fa- 
cilities. 

House Bill 90, if passed by the 
Senate, will make it unlawful 
to plan, sell, offer to sell, barter, 
or give away any baby rabbits, 
baby chicks, or other fowl as pets 
or novelties and prescribes penal- 
ty for violation. Passage of this 
bill is uncertain in the Senate 
but it did pass the House with 
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only 8 or 10 dissenting votes. 

In my opinion the second most 
controversial bill to be killed was 
House Bill 39 which provided for 
privileged communication be- 
tween clergymen or ministers or 
persons seeking spiritual advice 
or guidance. Members of the 
House feared that this would vest 
to much power in certain people 
when called on to testify in court 
proceedings. On June 2 the 
general appropriations bills were 
passed after many changes by the 
committee which follows the simi- 
lar pattern of apporatitions made 
two years ago. The appropriatious 
bill is yet still tied in the Senate 
by filibuster. Passage is uncer- 
tain at this date and its passage 
has much to do with the admin- 
istration’s request for adjourning 
the present session, and the 
governor calling a speciai session 
for raising more revenue for state 
education. He feels that this a 
practical way in which to meet 
the needs of education. — 


These are high feelings among 
a lot of members on se called 
“Haden Bill” which would regu- 
late the power of the Revenue 
Commissioner from the increas- 
ing property tax rates in the 
counties. 


There has been another similar 
bill introduced in the Senate 
which would leave the property 
taxes within the powers of the 
counties themselvés. At the pre- 
sent that measure has gained 
some support despite the admin- 
itsrtion’s open statements against 
it. Passage of either bills at this 
time is uncertain. 


Scores of local bills have been 
introduced and passed by both 
Houses. For now the legislature 
seems to be getting into position 
to settle down and tackle the 
problem of the state for the re- 
mainder of this session or ses- 
sions. 


The most distinct honor to have 
been a part of and as a member 
of the House was the appoint- 
ment to the Escorting Committee 
of Governor Fubus of Arkansas. 
He addressed the joint session of 
the ‘House and Senate June 12. 
I had the pleasure of accompany- 
ing him and Governor Patterson 
to and from the joint session, ana 
I was asked to have lunch with 
Governor Faubus. I shall always

plauning and careful budgetting 
of Pierce,, Downs, and Bailey 
reached a climax when Downs 
Presented Bailey a check for the 
funds needed, 

Bailey will produce 64,000 
broilers per year, manage 6 sows 
and top out their litters for mar- 
ket.

Social Security 
Credit Explained 


The amount of social security 
credit needed to qualify for bene- 
fits is still widely misunderstood, 
Carl Dahm, District Manager of 
the Birmingham Social Security 
Office, stated today. Many people 
think that 2 years of social se- 


curity credit will qualify them 
for benefits at retirement age. 
This is not true in the majority 
of cases. 

Person who has reached retire- 
ment age and has woked long 
enough to be “insured” may get 
monthly social security payments. 
Retirement age is 65 for men and 
62 for women. The amount of cre- 
dit needed, called quarters of 
coverage, depends on the person’s 
date of birth. As an example, a 
man born July 1894 would need 
17 quarters of coverage, or 44 
years. A woman born July 1897 
would also need 17 quarters of 
coverage. 

Dahm also pointed out that the 
younger the person is, the more 
time he will generally need un- 
der the social security program 
to qualify for benefits. The 
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amount of work necessary to be 
fully 4nsured is always at least 
6 quarters (1% years) and never 
more than 40 quarters (10 years). 


How many quarters of coverage 
are needed and how they may be 
earned is the subject of a new 
leaflet prepard by the Social Se- 
curity Administration. The leaflet 
is free and may be obtained 
through your nearest social se- 
curity office, according to Dahm. 
Ask for the leaflet on “Social 
Security Credits,” he urged. The 
address of your nearest office 
can be found “U.S. Government” 
in your telephone book. Informa- 
tion about your social security of- 
fice and its services can also be 
obtained from your local post of- 
fice.

Report from Washington

Funds for five Alabama water- 
way projects were included in the 
Public Works Appropriations Bill 
passed by the House of . Repre- 
sentatives last week. 

As approved by the House, the 
bill carried funds for the Colum- 
bia, Jackson, Holt, and Walter F. 
George Locks and Dams, in addi- 
tion to an appropriation for flood 
control purposes near Montgo- 
mery. 

For the Holt Lock and Dam, 
which is to be located on the War- 
rior River near Tuscaloosa, the 
bill includes $150,000 for advanced 
planning. The measure also ear- 
marks $8,000,000 for the Jackson 
Lock and Dam, one of the vital 
links in the development of the 
Warrior-Tombigbee Waterway. 


Millers Ferry Project 


A non-budgeted item of $200,- 
000 for advanced planning of the 
proposed Millers Ferry Lock and 
Dam on the Alabama River, re- 
quested by the Alabama Con- 
gressional Delegation, was not in- 
cluded in the House bill, We are 
hopeful, it will be added by the 
Senate. If so, every effort will 
be made to retain it when the bill 
goes to a conference committee. 


Total Projects 


The House-approved Public 
Works Bill.<contains a total of 
$1.17 billion for planning, con- 
struction and operation of 364 
flood control, navigation, and re- 
clamation projects across the na- 
tion, 

An attempt to send the measure 
back to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee with instructions to cut 
each item by five per cent failed 
to pass the House on a vote of 
149 to 251. On final passage, the 
bill was approved overwhelming- 
ly with only 20 negative votes. 

Although the President has 
voiced strong opposition to the 
beginning of any new public 
works projects, the House mea- 
sure provides funds for the con- 
struction or planning of 51 new 
Starts. 


Water Pollution Control 


Another bill pertaining to the 
water resources of our nation 
was also approved by the House 
of Representatives last week. This 
measure, known as the Water Pol- 
lution Control Bill, provides 
funds for a nation-wide pollution 
control program. 

Under the program, grants are 
made to assist municipalities in 
the construction of waste-treat- 
ment facilities to prevent the dis- 
charge of untreated sewage into 
our rivers and streams.

The House adopted a House- 
Senate joint resolution read by 
the administration forces to re- 
cess the regular session June 23 
and remain until August 25. By 
doing this, administration forces 
assured that the Governor would 
issue the call for a special ses- 
sion for education to convene 
Wednesday, June 24 in which he 
did issue and address the legis- 
lature on that date. I will have 
more to say about his speech in a 
later paragraph. 


In recessing the regular session, 
there are approximately some 60 
bills left remaining on the calen- 
dar to be voted on when the 
regular session starts again in Au- 
gust. No controversial bills have 
been passed or been on the calen- 
dar since the last report other 
than the bill amending the act 
which would abolish the State 
Board of Pensions and Security 
and appoint a commissioner of 
the State Department of Pension 
and Security by the governor. 
This measure after lengthy de- 
bate was indefinitely postpone by 
a vote of 52 to 30. The general 
feeling among those who opposea 
the measure is that too much 
power and more power would be 
vested in the hands of the gover- 
nor in as much as one man would 
head and control the whole State 
Board of Pensions and Security. 
Proponents of the measure felt 
that it was needed to set up a 
“One man commissioner” over 
that department which would 
facilitate the handling of claims 
and pensions, etc. This proposed 
measure may yet have merit. 


One of the most controversial 
bills yet to come that will be on 
the calendar is that providing for 
Supernumerary Circuit Solicitors 
of the state of Alabama, and 
creating retirement for certain 
Circuit Solicitors after some 
period of service. It is predicted 
this proposed measure will have 
rough sledding in both Houses. 


Governor Addresses First Day 
Of Special Session 


The governor issued the call 
for the special session for one 
purpose, that is for “providing 
legislation to provide for the 
necessary revenue and appropria- 
tions to meet the existing emer- 
fency in education in the state 
of Alabama”. In the address he 
reminded the legislators of the 
plight of our schools that many 
of us are familiar with, and re- 
emphasized again and again the 
need for additional funds. The 
governor further recommendea 
that the legislature enact the fon- 
lowing measures: 


1. A three per cent sales tax on 
the sale of all new. and used 
automobiles and trucks. 

2. A three per cent gross pn-

a maximum of five per cent. 

4. A construction amendment 
lowering personal income tax 
exemption from $1,500 to $1,000 
for single persons and from 
$3,000 to $2,000 for married cou- 
pies. 

The governor further outlined 
other methods that he might con- 
sider for ways in bring other 
revenue if the afore mentioned 
suggestions were not passed. 


1. Increase the cost of auto- 
mobile licenses and registration 
fees to the same cost as they were 
in 1951. 

2. Remove the sales tax exemp- 
tion on heavy machinery. 

3. Levy a three per cent tax on 
all advertising in newspapers, 
magazines, radio, and televisions. 

4. Increase the tax on acholic 
beverages. 


The governor further recom- 
mended the enaction of authoriz- 
ing a revenue bill issued for 
schools in the amount of 75 mil- 
lion dollars with 25 million going 
to Universities and colleges and 
the remaining 50 million going to 
elementary and secondary 
schools. 


The governor further recom- 
mended that the “frills” be eli- 
minated and planned to use 
money only for that which is ab- 
solutely necessary. 


The governor further stated 
that in the event of forced inte- 
gration that our public education 
system be closed. 


In the first two days, 20 
revenue bills were introduced em- 
bracing revenue increasing from 
the 8 outlined proposals that have 
been mentioned and, of course, 
other revenue measures mention- 
ed. It seems now that the three 
per cent tax on advertising will 
be favorably reported given out 
of committee. It is also stated that 
a tax on soft drinks will be given 
a favorable report.

Congress took final action on 

an excise tax extension bill last 
Monday and the President signea 
the measure into law the follow- 
ing day. 
- The new law continues for 
another year the excise rates ori- 
ginally imposed in 1951 on dis- 
tilled spirits, cigarettes, passen- 
ger cars and automobile acces- 
sories. It will thus prevent the 
government from losing approxi- 
~ mately three billion dollars in an- 
nual revenues. 


The extension law _ contains 
some tax reductions, however. It 
reduces from 10 per cent to 5 
per cent the tax on passenger 
transportation and repeals the 
levy on local telephone service. 
Both these provisions will go into 
effect on July 1, 1960. 


GI Housing Loans 


The President also signed into 
law last week a bill to increase 
the maximum interest rate on Gl 
loans from the present 4-% per 
cent to 5-14 per cent. The increas- 
ed ceiling is expected to stimulate 
the availability of guaranteed 
loans to veterans. In recent years, 
the housing loan program has al- 
most reached a standstill since 
private lending institutions have 
preferred to invest their funds 
elsewhere rather than lend to 
veterans at the previous interest 
rate of 4-34 per cent. 

The law also authorizes an ad- 
ditional $100 million for the direct 
housing loan program. Under this 
program, government loans are 
made ‘to veterans residing in 
small towns or rural areas where 
private capital is not available for 
the financing of guaranteed home 
loans. This feature of the legis- 
tation had been opposed by the 
President. 


Crop Leans Limited 


A compromise appropriation 
bill for the Department of Agri- 
culture, approved by Congress 
and sent to the White House last 
week, contains modified restric- 
tions on the amount of price sup- 
port loans available to any one 
farmer. It limits to $50,000 loans 
to any person on the 1960 produc- 
tion of any one surplus crop, un- 
less the person agrees either to 
reduce the following year’s pro- 
duction up to 20 per cent or repay 
the amount in excess of $50,000 
within a specified period. Before 
a compromise was reached on the 
legislation, the Senate had en- 
dorsed a provision limiting the 
total of price support loans on 
pill crops combined to 360,000 
per farmer. According to the 
liberalized provision in the final 
bill, however, a large farm can 
obtain loans of up to $50,000 on 
each price-supported crop plant- 
ed on it. 

The appropriation measure as 
sent to the President contains al- 
most four billion dollars for 
operating the Department of Ag- 
riculture and the Commodity 
Credit Corporation during fiscal 
year 1960. The total is $110 mil- 
lion less ‘than the amount re- 
quested by the Adminstration.

As Eisenhower--Measures The Problem

The South turned Eisenhower's 
picture to the wall when he used 
bayonets on the citizens of Little 
Rock, yet the resentment toward 
him was not what it would have 
been against, say Truman. There 
was a tendency to blame the rash 
act on Brownell and others in the 
administration. Southern wrath 
was moderated, we believe, by 
a sense that this was unlike the 
President, that he had acted im- 
pulsively and out of character. 


It has become evident in 
numerous statements since then 
that the President saw Little 
Rock as a naked test of the 
authority of the world’s mightiest 
government, a test that had to be 
met with force. He did not, in 
short, act with any unrealistic no- 
tion that the bayonets would 
change a single white man’s 
mind. 


This became evident once again 
last week in a poltically remark- 
able statement by the President. 
Now as before, The Advertiser 
believes that in time Eisenhower 
will come to regret Little Rock 
more than any other decision of 
his two administrations. Mean- 
while, he gives satisfaction nei- 
ther to the NAACP or the South. 


He told a civil rights confer- 
ence in Washington that civil 
rights could not be secured by 
enacting “too many punitive 
laws”; that he had “little faith in 
the ability of stdtute law to 
change human hearts or eliminate 
prejudice.” 

That Eisenhower, an essentially 
wise man, has a grasp of the pro- 
blem was seen in his realistic 
observaation that the race pro- 


blem seemed “almost to defy so- 
lution—all we can do is hold the 
line and wait for a change in 
mental conditions.” 


This is not to suggest that Ei- 
senhower is in harmony with the 
South on race matters, but that 
he does have grasp and scorns 
to truckle to Northern extremism 
and what is politically expedient. 
Probably he has been shaken by 
the Supreme Court more than 
once, but considers it his oath- 
bound duty to uphold the rulings 
of the court. Wherefore he 
doubtless has much in common 
with many a federal judge in the 
South.

The trend toward larger and 
faster equipment has caused 
many to abandon old style ter- 
races. These men should replace 
them with modern systems, with 
all possible “parallel terrace” in 
them. 

Local work unit employees will 
gladly assist in designing a ter- 
race and meadow system that will 
permit use of multi-row equip- 
ment, and preserve soil and re- 
tain it in place.

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Shelby County 
Highway Progress 


The County Highway Depart- 
ment has just completed 7.3 miles 
of new pavement in the Calera 
area. The type surface is known 
as a double bituminous surface 
treatment. This new paved high- 
way connects Calera on the west 
side and extends into the Dry 
Valley area connecting Chilton 
County in three places and mak- 
ing connections with State High- 
ways 25 and 155. The County was 
fortunate in obtaining an excel- 
lent contractor for the placing of 
bituminous treatments for this 
summer. This is the one phase of 
County construction that the 
County Highway Department 
does not perform with its own 
forces. The intense competition 
for bituminous work so far pre- 
cludes the possibility of the Coun- 
ty being able to effect savings in 
this particular field. The County 
still has approximately 20 miles 
of resurfacing to be done and 23 
miles of new highways to pave 
before October of this year. 


Construction is on schedule for 
the US 280 tao Dunnavant Coun- 
ty Highway and the Fungo Coun- 
ty Roads near Pelham. The re- 
cent addition of new and larger 
equipment to the County Con- 
struction Units has greatly bol- 
stered their ability to move more 
excavation at an accelerated rate 
and at less cost per cubic yard. 
The above mentioned addition of 
equipment has almost doubled 
the earth moving capacity of the 
two County Construction Units. 

Construction of five reinforced 
concrete culverts on the US 280— 
Dunnavant Highway is making 
good progress and is approxi- 
mately 25% complete. 


The truck grouns, county 
bridge crew, Patrol groups, pa- 
trol tractor group and the other 
integral groups of the County 
Highway Department are making 
very good progress. The approxi- 
mate 800 miles of county high- 
ways and bridges are spread over 
the some 800 square miles of the 
county and present many prob- 
lems in their construction and 
maintenance. The County Radic 
Communication System is of 
great help in coordinating the 
many operations of the Depart- 
ment and its 85 highway em- 
ployees. The radios also provide 
a factor of safety for the em- 
ployees of the department; as well 
as the public in watching for 
forest fires, vandalism and so 
forth. ‘ 

Engineering surveys and plans 
are ahead of schedule for planned 
highway and bridge construction 
in the next couple of years. The 
Engineering staff is being bol- 
stered with additional! personnel 
to keep abreast of the increase 
in productivity of the construc- 
tion program.

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Conforming with recommenda- 
tions published in the July 11, 
1959, issue of the The Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, local physicians are now 
recommending a fourth poliomye- 
litis vaccine injecton. 

The Journal states “An ad- 
visory committee of the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service formally 
recommended a fourth, or boos- 
ter, injection of Salk poliomye- 
litis vaecine for infants and adults 
under 40 years of age. The PHS 
previously had not taken an of- 
fical stand on the fourth injection, 
on the grounds that the public 
should be encouraged to receive 
three injections first. 

“The advisory committee pro- 
posed a basic schedule of four 
injections for infants under 6 
months of age and for all adults 
under 40 who have completed the 
basic schedule of three injections 
at least one year before, and es- 
pecially if several years have 
elapsed since completion of the 
basic series. 

“The recommended basic sche- 
dule for all persons except young 
infants was three doses of 1 
ml. each. The second injection 
would come four to six weeks 
after the first, the third, 7 to 12 
months later, and the fourth a 


year or more later. For infants ° 


under 6 month or age a series of 
three injections of 1 ml. each, 
spaced one month apart and be- 
ginning .as early .as 2 months. of 
age, and a fourth injection 7 to 
12 months after the third was 
recommended. 

“The committee, composed of 
representatives of the American 
Medical ‘Association, The Defense 
Department, the PHS, and other 
experts, including Dr. Jonas Salk, 
said that vaccination of persons 
over 40 years of age with a fourth 
injection can be beneficial, but 
is less urgent since polio occurs 
less frequently in older indivi- 
duals. Pregnant women should 
receive a fourth injection prior 
to the poliomyelitis season for 
the vaccine not only provides 
added protection against polio 
for the mother but also provides 


a passive immunity to the un- 


born baby.” 
The Salk vaccine is available 
at all local physicians’ offices.

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Rehabilitation 


Center Opens 
At The College 


Vocational rehabilitation in 
central Alabama will take another 
step forward July 15 with the 
opening of a new service center 
on the campus of Alabama Col- 
lege serving a newly established 
district composed of Bibb, Chil- 
ton and Shelby Counties. 


J. B. Harkins, district super- 
visor for the new area, said ser- 
vices which had previously been 
directed from the Birmingham of- 
fice could now be expanded and 
extended to a larger number of 
people in the central Alabama 
area, 


Asked who may may apply for 
aid from the division of vocation- 


al rehabilitation, Harkins replied,. 


“Any person who feels he has a 
disability to work may apply.” 
He stated that disabilities are 
not limited to physical handicaps 
only, but also include mental or 
emotional disabilities creating a 
substantial job handicap. 

“Our work over the state has 
grown rapidly in the past W 
years,” Harkins said. “In 1923 
there were only three vocational 
rehabilitation workers in Ala- 
bama. Today, as a result of more 
interest on the part of the public 
in general and of increased aid 
from the federal and state govern- 
ment, there are some 60 staff 
members throughout the state. 
This includes the point service 
personnel, consisting of the Tal- 
ladega School for Deaf and Blind, 
and the Alabama Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults. 
The Veterans Administration also 
cooperates with the service to 
aid veterans who are ineligible 
for certain VA benefits.” 

Falling within the scope of divi- 
sional services are medical and 
vocational diagnosis and evalua- 
tion, training and job placement, 
and in many cases the actual 
treatment or therapy needed to 
overcome or offset handicaps. 


The district supervisor pointed 
out also that there is no charge 
for diagnosis and evaluation, nor 
for training and job placement. 
Charges on other special services 
such as books, tools and _ train- 
ing supplies, hospital, surgery

and various types of therapy, de- 
pend upon the person’s financial 
status. 


“In some instances,” he said, 
“the local district office is not 
equipped to handle needs of a 
particular case. In such cases the 
rehabilitation service will aid the 
person in securing treatment or 
training wherever it is available, 
either in or out of the state. 

He pointed out that cost of 
transportation, maintainence and 
room and board while undergoing 
treatment or training also de- 
pends upon the person's ability to 
pay. 

Most of the work in the three 
central counties will be in the 
field. Interviewing stations are to 
be established in accessable areas 
for those who would like to apply 
for aid but ar unable to come to 
the central office at Alabama Col- 
lege. 

Futher information on the divi- 
sion's operation and services may 
be obtained by writing to the Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation Service at 
Alabama College, Montevallo.

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HAPPENINGS IN THE HOUSE 


John Lewis Cates 
(LEGISLATIVE REPORT) 


The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has been in continuous ses- 
sion almost since the first legis- 
lative day of the special session. 
This committee has conducted 
hearings on the bills that were 
outlined in this last report and 
they have undertaken study on 
numerous other revenue-raising 
measures. The committee has yet 
to give a favorable report to any 
of the revenue bills introduced. 
The sentiment in the committee 
is to wait until they have heard 
most of the pfoposed revenue- 
raising measures and then report 
bills favorable out of the commit- 
tee to be acted: upon by the 
House. 


As yet there seems to be no 
concentrated effort on any -legis- 
lative groups in the House to get 
behind any particular revenue 
bill for school aid. Personally, I 
think that the members of the 
House are still of open mind and 
will consider evefy measure 
thoroughly before ‘ faking de- 
cisions on such proposals, I my- 
self want. to know that which 
would best suit the people of 
Shelby County and that which 
would be best for our educational 
needs—and there is no doubt that 
there are stringent needs for in- 
creasing our revenues for schools. 


The most recent bills intro- 
duced, all of which were referred 
to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, were H.B. 92 and H.B. 93. 
H.B. 92 proposes to reduce the 
excise tax from 3c to 2c and re- 
move all exemptions, and H.B. 
93 would reduce the sales tax. to 
2c and remove all exemptions. 
It is reported that these two mea- 
sures would give an additional 
$23,000,000 annually for education. 

A similar measure introduced 


was H.B. 94. This bill would re- 
duce the present sales tax from 
3c to 214c, and exempt only feed, 
seed, fertilizers, fungicides and 
insecticides. This measure, if 
passed, is reported to give an 
additional $28,000,000 in revenue. 

All three proposals will cer- 
tainly be highly controversial, yet 
many members feel that there is 
merit in the two cent sales tax 
with all exemptions removed, and 
the 2%4 sales tax with certain 
exemptions removed. 

Another measure of interest to 
our people is H.B. 69 which 
would be an amendment: To in- 
erease the automobile tag from 
$3.00 to $13.00 and by constitution- 
al amendment transfer the addi- 
tional $10.00 into school finances. 

Still another measure _intro- 
duced by the author that brought 
chuckles from the House was 
that! of levying a tax of $5.00 per 
gallon on illicit liquors confis- 
cated and collect the tax after 
the conviction of the parties. 

One other measure that will 
probably be of merit, but with 
much opposition, is that of in- 
creasing the present sales tax of 
3c to 4c and retaining the same 
exemptions, 

These are measures introduced 
which, I think, have merit and 
will be controversial and will be 
interesting to follow their out- 
come. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee most likely will report some 
of the measures already introduc- 
ed onto the floor by next week 
and debate on them will certain- 
ly be hot and furious. 


Officials in the State Health 
Department have assured me that 
they plan to come to our County 
and work on pollution control 
plans and make recommendations 
thereto. As more plans are made 
on these matters, I shall keep you 
informed. 


College Discontinues Dairy Operation 


Operation of the Alabama Col- 
lege diary farm has been discon- 
tinued as, of Tuesday, July 7. 

Authorization to close down the 
farm, which had been operated by 
the college for more than a half 
century, was granted by the exe- 
cutive committee of the college's 
board of trustees last week. 

The 82 dairy cows, Holsteins 
and Guernseys, have been sold to 
the N. H. Water’s Dairy at Monte- 
vallo. 


The college will purchase raw 
milk and will homogenize and 
pasturize it in a new ceramic tiled 
milk processing plant now under 
construction on the site of the 
former dairy farm. The college 
dining rooms consume approxi- 
mately 150 gallons of milk per 
day during the regular college 
year. 

Dr. Howard M. Phillips, Presi- 
dent of Alabama College pointed 
out that investigations have 
shown that milk could be pur- 
chased at cost approximately the 
same or less than the basic cost 
of the diary operation. Also, dis- 
continuance of the diary farm 
would eliminate the spending of 
from 25,000 to $40,000 for addi- 
tional cows, new fences and gates, 
additional equipment and renova- 
tion of the physical plant., 

In other action taken by the 


executive committee, authoriza- 
tion has been granted to convert 
one of the dairy barns to an 
apartment building for faculty 
housing. Plans call for converting 
the present barn into three 3- 
bedroom. and four 2-bedroom 
apartment, landscaping and other 
improvements. 


Work on converting the build- 
ing was begun Monday, July 6, 
and will be completed by!Septem- 
ber 1. New faculty and staff mem- 
bers of the college will occupy 
the new apartments. 


Plans for four additional on- 
campus parking lots were also ap- 
proved by the board members. 
Three of the new parking lots 
will be located near Palmer Hall 
on front campus, at the north end 
of the campus by Comer Hall, 
and at Ramsay Hall, freshman 
men’s dormitory. The lots which 
will accommodate some 250 addi- 
tional cars, are: scheduled for 
completion by September 1.

Report from Washington

Another of the bills designed 
to reverse controversial Supreme 
Court decisions was passed by the 
House of Representatives last 
week on a rojl call vote of 262 
to 138. 

It provides that a confession ob- 
tained from a criminal suspect 
in the period between his arrest 
and arraignment cannot be bar- 
red as evidence in federal courts 
solely because there is a delay in 
arraigning the suspect. The bill 
requires arresting officers to ad- 
vise suspects that they are not re- 
quired to make any statements 
and that any made will be used 
against them. 


Court’s Decision 


In 1957, the U.S. Supreme 
Court reversed the death 
sentence of convicted negro 
rapist Andrew Mallory on the 
grounds that the seven-and-one- 
half-hour lapse between his ar- 
rest and arraignment invalidated 
his retailed confession to the 
crime. In its decision, the Court 
held that the delay violated the 
federal court rule of arraign« 
ment “without unnecessary de- 
lay”. 

The following year, the House 
passed a bill similar to the one 
‘approved last week, providing 
that. an otherwise admissible 
criminal confession could not be 
thrown out due to a delay in ar- 
raignment. During debate, it was 
pointed out that there are often 
cases of delayed arraignment that 
cannot be prevented. 

When the bill reached the Sen- 
ate last year, it was approved

with amendments, and the House 
later agreed to a compromise 
measure. However, when the 
compromise bill was brought up 
for vote in the Senate in the 
closing hours of the session, it 
was ruled out on a technical point 
of order raised by one senator 
and sustained by the Vice Presi- 
dent. 


Although the Mallory Bill has 
not yet been taken up again by 
the Senate, several senators have 
indicated their intentions to offer 
modiying amendments to the 
House version of the bill. 


Plan Defeated 


With his Reorganization Plan 
No. 1 of 1959, the President at- 
tempted to transfer from the 
Secretary of Interior to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture the autho- 
rity both to make sales and ex- 
changes of public national forest 
lands (including all minerals on 
the lands) and to sell certain 
minerals on acquired forest lands. 


When the plan was submitted 
to the House for vote last week, 
it was defeated by more than a 
two-to-one majority. 

Under terms of the Reorganiza- 
tion Act of 1949, Congress is not 
permitted to amend a reorganiza- 
tion plan. If the plan is presented 
to either house of Congress for 
vote it must be rejected or ac- 
cepted without modifications. 
Such plans automatically become 
effective within 60 days after they 
are submitted unless either the 
House or Senate votes to disap- 
prove them. 

In its report urging the House 
to reject the plan, the Govern- 
ment Operations Committee em- 
phasized that the Secretary of 
Agriculture would be vested with 
liberal power to dispose of valu- 
able mineral resources without 
first checking with the Interior 
Department. It was also pointed 
out that “the plan will at best 
cause only minor savings” and 
that the benefits to be gained 
from it are far outweighed by 
the disadvantages. 


Laboratory Plans 
Are Discussed 


Plans for an outdoor laboratory 
for instruction in resource con- 
servation was the main topic of 
discussion at the Alabama Coun- 
cil on Conservation’s second an- 
nual meeting held this week on 
the campus of Alabama College. 

Discussion centered around the 
location of sites for outdoor 
laboratories to be set up by the 
organization, how such labora- 
tories could be financed, and how 
the curriculum could be formu- 
lated to be accepted by colleges 
and universities as an accredited 
course. 

Basically, the program is de- 
signed to provide futher instruc- 
tion for teachers in all levels of 
education and prepare them for 
classroom instruction in conserva- 
tion. 

Dr. Herbert A. McCullough, 
chairman and professor of bio- 
logy at Howard College, Birming- 
ham, said the program, when set 
up in full operation, would be 
“the practical side of biology giv- 
ing participants a first-hand view 
of the interrelationships between 
plant; and animal life.” 

He said staff members of col- 
leges and universities in the 
state, the Conservation and Agri- 
culture Departments and from 
other members in the field of ed- 
ucation would be called on to 
provide instruction for the pro-

Nelson will carry out research 
on marine birds. He will conduct 
his studies at the Gulf Coast Re- 
search Laboratory at Ocean 
Springs, Mississippi, starting this 
week and continuing until the 
first of September.

Third Polio Shot 
To Be Given — 
On September 22 


A free polio shot, the final shot 
in a three shot series, will be 
given to each Shelby County 
resident September 22. 


The shot was originally sche- 
duled for August 18. 


“The shots are free to all Shel- 
by County residents under 40 
years of age,” said Dr W. C. 
Browne, Vincent, chairman of the 
committee. 


All Shelby County doctors are 
participating in the campaign, 
The shots will be available in 
their respective offices during the 
entire day September 22. 


The vaccine is furnished free 
of charge by the Shelby County 
March of Dimes Committee. 


Preparations are being made to 
make the vaccine available to a 
large number of Shelby County 
residents because of the recent 
increase in paralytic polio in 
America, and the expected in- 
creased demand for the shots. 

About 6,000 people in the coun- 
ty have already taken advantage 
of the program on the days the 
first two shots were given. 

“Three shots have proved 90 
per cent effective in protecting 
against paralytic polio,” Dr. 
Browne said. 

“Persons who did not get the 
first two shots should make plans 
to get the shot September 22, and 
then arrange for the other two 
shots at their own expense,” Dr. 
Browne said.

The Tennessee Valley Authori- 
ty has greatly improved the 
economy of certain areas of North 
Alabama. Since other sections of 
our state also benefit when an- 
other area of Alabama is 
strengthened, legislation affecting 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
should be of interest to all Ala- 
bamians, 


Need For More Power 


The TVA is the sole supplier 
of electric power for an area ot 
about 80,000 square miles in which 
over five million people live and 
work. In addition, it supplies 
about one-third of its output to 
installations of the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission. In the past six 
years, there have been no funds 
appropriated for the construction 
of new generating facilities by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Yet, power requirements in the 
area are now growing at an an- 
nual rate of about 12 per cent or 
750,000 kilowatts, and a _ severe 
shortage is expected by 1961. 

For the last four years, the 
House and Senate have had un- 
der consideration legislation that 
will allow the Tennessee Valley 
Authority to finance its own ex- 
pansion programs through the 
sale of revenue bonds, Legislation 
of this type was finally given con- 
gressional approval last week and 
sent to the President. 

Self-Financing Plan 


Supported by all members of 
Congress from Alabama, the bill 
approved by the House and Sen- 
ate will permit the TVA to issue 
$750 milllion in bonds for financ- 
ing construction of facilities need- 
ed to meet increasing demands 
for electric power in the area 


presently served by the agency. 


Under the self-financing plan, 
the TVA would seek private 
funds for expansion by the is- 
suance of bonds that would be 
paid off solely through the sale 
of electric power. The legislation 
stipulates that the bonds cannot 
be obligations of the United 
States government, and it re- 
quires the TVA to repay the Trea- 
sury with interest for the federal 
government’s prior investment in 
the program.

Frosts Write Letter Describing Trip 
To California and Pacific Northwest 


We were up real early July 
5, headed our merry Oldsmobile 
in the general direction of the 
great state of Texas. At approxi- 
mately 4:00 p.m. arrived in the 
beautiful city of Sherman (Texas 
that is) where we enjoyed the. 
hospitality of our cousins, Mr. 
and Mrs. Roy C,. Wall (Aline 
O’Hara) and Mrs. Effie O’Hara 
Nelson. After a good night’s rest 
we again resumed our journey 
toward California, crossing West 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona. 
In the painted desert section of 
Arizona we _ encountered rain 
which is a bit uncommon for 
that arid country. Taking turns 
at the wheel we made very good 


time, arriving in Burbank Califor-. 


nia at 3:00 p.m. July 8. Here we 
spent several days with our cou-

Southern Bell Makes War on Unsightly 
Weeds and Undergrowth Along Lines 


It’s war against ugly weeds and 
undergrowth! 

Yes, the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Company is definitely in 
the chemical warfare business as 
part of its effort to provide unin- 
terrupted telephone service, ac- 
cording to J. L. Switzer, local 
manager for the firm. He said 
his company spends thousands of 
dollars yearly in Alabama to keep 
telephone line rights-of-way clear 
of undergrowth which could dis- 
rupt service if allowed to grow 
unchecked. 

Then too, “it’s a beautiful sight 
to be driving along and look 
facross the ‘countryside to see 
a highway of flowers growing in- 
stead of a line of poles surround- 
ed by unsightly weeds and un- 
dergrowth,” Mr. Switzer added. 

. Even Helicopters Employed 

Gone are the days when just 
sheer manpower was employed 
as the only means of eliminating 
undergrowth. Now the men spray 
deadly chemicals, from land and 
from helicopters which kills the 
weeds and allows eye-pleasing 
foliage and flowers to grow in 
their place. 

“After many months of study 
and experiments we now have, a 
chemical brush control program 
which will eliminate roots as well 
las the above parts of existing 
brush,” Mr. Switzer said. 


The final objective of such a 
program is a right-of way on 
which all plants that are hazard- 
ous to service or to maintenance 
forces are eliminated and re- 
placed by a cover of native gras- 
ses and wild flowers. The pro- 
gram retards encroachment of 
brush, prevents soil erosion and 
presents right-of-way pleasing to 
look at, the manager added. 

Results Gratifying 

Sometimes residents of an area 
undergoing chemical brush con- 
trol. treatment become unduly 
alarmed when the sprayed right-} 
of-way turns to an _ unsightly 
brown. “However,” Mr. Switzer 
said, “their alarm turns to plea- 
sure in a few months when the 
killed undergrowth is replaced 
with natural foliage and wild 
flowers.” 

For the sportsmen it has been 
proven by the Wildlife Commis. 
sion of various states that rights- 
of-ways so treated eventually pro- 
vide more food and cover for 
small game and birds than the 
‘bushy right-of-way of the past. 

For the motoring public, a utili- 
ty roadside chemical brush con- 
trol program will eliminate many 
traffic hazards such as brush ob- 
scured curves and road intersec- 
tions and eliminate health 
hazards such as poison ivy, rag- 
weed and other noxious plants.

Personalities Of The Week 


If you were to wander into 
the Flight Office at Natechtrau, 
you might find yourself becoming 
confused and asking the question:

John Paschal first enlisted in 
the Navy on November 14, 1939, 
was desigrated an Aviation Pilot 
on November 12, 1944. He became 
a chief aviation machinist’s mate 
on September 16, 1953. 

While they both were stationed 
at NAS Pensacola they met and 
‘were married on March 4, 1950. 
Since that time they have been 
stationed ‘together at NAS Nom 
folk, NAS Barber’s Point, and are 
now at NATTU.

cipal and interest, solely out ot 
the proceeds of any ad valorem 
tax voted under the constitution 
for the purpose of paying such‘ 
warrants, or for school purposes 
generally, and paid, allocated or 
apportioned to or for the bene- 
fit of the board of education Iis- 
suing such warrants or out of 
the proceeds of any privilege, li- 
cense or excise tax or taxes paid, 
allocated or apportioned to or 
for the benefit of the board of 





They are: the major educaticnal 
implications produced by pre- 
sent day conditions and, judging 
from current trends, what they 
will be in the next 25 years; the 
qualities needed at the present 
to be an effective professional 
teacher; and the make-up of a 
balanced school program. 

Listing the three main objec- 
tives and the three problems to

State Banks Lead 
In Farm Loans 


Alabama banks were serving 
farmers with more credit than 
any institutional group of lenders 
on January 1 of this year, accord- 
ing to J. I. Harrison, President 
of the First National Bank of Col- 
umbiana who represents the Ala- 
bama Bankers Association as 
Shelby County Key Banker. Dur- 
ing 1958, the state’s banks main- 
tained their leadership in agri- 
cultual credit services. 

Based on the eighteenth an- 
nual farm lending summary by 
the Agricultural Commission of 
the American Bankers Associa- 
tion, Mr. Harrison reported that 
“at the beginning of the year, 
Alabama bankers were helping 
farmers with $60,760,000 in loans 
—4 per cent more than a year 
previous. The total included $35.,- 
002,000 in production loans and 
625,758,000 in agricultural mort- 
gages. On the same date, $17,616,- 
000 in agricultural loans were 
heid by insurance companies; $46,- 
297,000 by Federal Land Banks; 
$12,222,000 by Production Credit 
Associations; and $5,626,000 in 
nonreal estate loans plus $22,- 
518,000 in rea] estate loans by the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
About two-thirds of the produc- 
tion credit extended by lending 
institutions to Alabama farmers 
came from banks.” 

Mr. Harrison said that “more 
and more, the banks in Alabama 
find that farmers need a new

Repairs Are Made 
On Courthouse 


Alterations and repairs are now 
being made in the Shelby County 
Courthouse and the adjoining of- 
fice building. The principal change 
is in the Probate Office. Since 
the construction of the courthouse 
the probate vault has been large 
enough to provide storage for the 
multitude of public records kept 
by this office. Books are now 
stored in shelves extending to the 
ceiling. In order to relieve this 
crowded condition and to provide 
ample storage for years to come 
the north hallway of the first floor 
of the courthouse has been closed, 
This hall way together with the 
office and vault formerly used by 
the County Treasurer will be used 
for storage space for the records 
of the probate office. Space for 
tables and chairs for those who 
use these records will also be pro- 
vided. Judge Fowler stated, ‘‘The 
only other alternatives to using 
the hall for a vault space are to 
construct a basement under the 
building or build an addition on the 
north side’’. He stated that either 
alternative would be considerably 
more expensive and much less 
convenient. 


The office of the County Trea- 
surer has been moved to the south 
end of the hall. A fire escape to 
serve the court room.is to be in- 
stalled outside the building.

ventilating hoods over the stoves 
in the jail and in the auditorium, 
and corrective measures with re- 
gard to certain plumbing installa- 
tions.

After much deliberation the 
House-Senate Conference Com- 
mittee finally agreed on the sub- 
stitute version of House Bills 92 
and 94, which im effect is a 
3-144-14% sales tax version. The 
three percent is sales tax in our 
present form, plus the 14% gn 
automobiles, cars and trucks, and 
144% tax on heavy industrial ma- 
chinery. The total estimaten de- 
rived from this version is some 
$23,500,000.00. The House and Sen- 
ate concurred with the Commit- 
ane report without any further 
ado. 


Out of forty-three revenue bills 
the Ways and Means Committee 
decided to consider the cigarette 
tax bill, of which I was a spon- 
sor.

Report from Washington 





Both the House and Senate have 
approved legislation that is de- 
signed to preserve acreage allot- 
ments and, at the same time, is 
expected to reduce the production 
of surplus crops at no additional 
cost to the government. The legis- 
lation, which was strongly support- 
ed by congressmen from southern 
states, will go to a conference com- 
mittee so that differences in the 
House and Senate versions can be 
worked out. 


Aid For Cotton Farmers 


While the House-approved bill 
deals with all government-support- 
ed crops, the provisions pertaining 
to cotton are of particular interest 
to those of us who live in Alabama. 
These provisions will permit a 
farm, county, and state tq main- 
tain their total cotton acreage his- 
tory without full planting of each 
farm allotment every year. Farm- 
ers who plant 75% or more of their 
cotton allotment will be regarded 
as having planted their entire cur- 
rent allocation of acreage for fu- 
ture allotment determination pur- 
poses. Those who do not plant may 
voluntarily release their allotments 
so that they can be distributed

county and then on a state-wide 
basis. 

Under this plan, a county or 
state will not lose any acreage his- 
tory credit because of underplant- 
ing, as long as 75% of the allot- 
ment is planted or the acreage is 
released. 


Acreage Needed 


The production of cotton, which 
was once Alabama’s principal 
source of revenue, is still vital to 
the growth and stability of our 
stafe. During the past several 
years, however, there has been a 
steady decline in the amount of 
cotton acreage allocated to Ala- 
bama. This has occurred because, 
in addition to the national acreage 
reduction, some farmers in our 
section have underplanted, and the 
acreage they forfeited has been 
shifted to other states. As a result 
of these reduced allotments, our 
state’s cotton farmers have ex- 
perienced a great degree of hard- 
ship and economic distress, with 
many being forced to find other 
means of earning a living. 

If the legislation passed by the 
House is enacted into law, it 
should halt the unnecessary loss 
of cotton acreage in the South 
east to states of the Far West. 
Since it will require the planting 
each year of 75% rather than the 
present 90% of a farm allotment in 
order to protect future allotments, 
it may also reduce to some ex- 
tent our current surpluses.

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Alabama Gas Corporation Awarded 
Franchise To Serve Portion of County 


The ‘Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control recently 
awarded Alabama Gas Corporation 
a franchise to use the county pub- 
lic road right-of-way for installa- 
tion of a natural gas distribution 


‘system to serve the area north ot 


Double Oak Mountain and easterly 
of the Birmingham-Montgomery 
Highway including the Cahaba Vai- 
ley Community. 

Request for this franchise was 
first heard by the Board on May 
25. The matter was continued to 
permit the gas boards of Alabaster 
and Helena to appear so that each 
could present its case for serving 
this area. Six weeks later the 
Board received lengthy testimony 
from engineers and officials ot 
each local gas Board and from the 
Alabama Gas Corporation. 

Alabama Gas Corporation of- 
fered to install a main line 6" 
in diameter with 75 pounds pres- 
sure capable of serving 1500 dwel- 
lings; construction to begin im- 
mediately. The rate to be charged 
was that offorded all other cus- 
tomers of Alabama Gas. 

Alabaster Gas Board proposed a 
4 inch line with 40 pounds pres- 
sure capable of serving present 
needs plus 345 additional custo- 
mers. Rate to be charged was 
slightly higher than that offered 
by Alabama Gas. 

The Helena Gas Board stated 
that to serve the area it woud 
have to extend its line cross-coun- 
try 3 miles to Pelham, thence 
along Highway 31 to the Cahaba 
Valley Road, A 34% inch line was 
to be installed to serve present 
needs with capacity to serve an au- 
ditional 250 customers. Gas rate 
was identical to that offered by 
Alabama Gas. 

In addition to the area granteu 
the Alabama Gas Corporation, the 
Helena Gas Board was given the 
right to serve the area extending 
to Acton and also the Valleydale 


Road Community. The Alabaster - 


Gas Board was invited to extend 
its facilities from the end of its 
present main just south of Pelham 
to the Cahaba Valley Road. The 
Helena Board is to present evi- 
dence of its intent to perform in its 
assigned area by February 12, 
1960, otherwise the Alabaster 
Board is to be given a chance to 
render this service. If neither 
Board performs then the Alabama 
Gas Corporation will be given an 
opportunity to serve all areas.

Property owners are urged to 
consult L. H. King, County Sanita- 
tion Officer, before taking steps to 
divide property into lots for resi- 
dential purposes.

1,000 To 1,200 Students This Year Is 
Prediction For Alabama College Enrollment 


A record enrollment is expected © 


at Alabama Colege when the Mon- 
tevallo institution opens its doors 
for fall registration September 7, 
and early indications are that the 
number of students will exceed the 
1000 mark. 


Dr. Howard M. Phillips, Presi- 
dent of Alabama College, said the 
studnet body would probably be 
between 1000 and 1200, an increase 
of approximately one fourth over 
last year’s enrollment. 


Talking over problems brought 
on by the jump in numbers, Dr. 
Phillips said facilities were being 
expanded as space and funds per- 
mitted. ‘‘However,’’ he - said, 
‘theavy enrollments over the past 
four years have taxed student and 
faculty housing to the limit. 
Neither additional student nor 
faculty space can be provided 
without new building construction. 

“This fall our student body will 
be more than twice the size it was 
in 1956. The advent of coeduca- 
tion has brought men to the cam- 
pus, thereby increasing the enroll- 
ment, but there has also been an 
appreciable increase in the num- 


ber of women students. And cer- 
tainly I am gratified that the 
school has grown and should con- 
tinue to grow. 


“But such growth doesn’t comé, 
especially as rapidly as that, to 
Alabama College, without a corre- 
sponding amount of ‘growing 
pains,’ the effects of which we are 
now feeling.” 


Parking Is Problem 


Dr. Philips said: all available 
space was being used for student 
housing, pointing out that a sec- 
tion of Main Hall, freshman wo- 
men’s dormitory, which has been 
used. for a number of years as 
storage space is being reclaimed 
as living quarters. 


Several rooms on the third and 
fourth floors are receiving a com- 
plete renovation and facelifting 
treatment, according to Aubrey C. 
Flosom, planning engineer and di- 
rector of operations at the college. 
Folsom said the rooms, when com- 
pleted, would provide living space 
for sixteen additional students. 

The faculty has also felt the 
pinch of the burgeoning enroll- 


ment. To offset some of the hous- 
ing difficulties faced by new 
faculty members this fall, one of 
the buildings formerly used as part 
of the school’s dairy operation is 
being converted into an apartment 
building. Reserved especialy for 
new-comers to the school, the unit 
will include three 3-bedroom and 
four 2-bedroom apartments. 


An increase of students and 
faculty members will also mean an 
increase in automobiles to be work- 
ed into parking areas already 
crowed to overflowing. Folsom 
stated, however, that work has al- 
ready begun on two additional 
parking areas with plans for the 
expansion of a third area near 
completion. 


A 110-car space will be located 
adjacent to the administration 
building. Another 66-car lot will 
be opened by Ramsay Hall, fresh- 
man men’s dormitory, and plans 
call for the expansion of a parking 
area behind Comer Hall at the 
north end of the campus. 

Folsom said all projects are 
scheduled for completion by Sep- 
tember 1.

HAPPENINGS IN THE HOUSE 


The Special Session will end 
Monday, August 24th, and imme- 
diately the House will meet again 
on August 25th on its next regular 
day in the Regular Session, as 
previously agreed. There was 
sentiment against the House meet- 
ing Monday in as much as many 
felt that all the work would have 
been completed on this Friday. 
Personally I supported the idea of 
adjourning the Special Session on 
Friday, and then waiting until 
Tuesday to start the Regular Ses- 
sion. There is; however, a Resolu- 
tion, which calls for a two week 
recess, without pay, after the 25th 
of August. 


The high light of this Speciat 
Session, of course, was the thirty- 
two million raised for educational 
purposes in the state, and second- 
ly, if not the greater high light, 
was the passage of the one- 
hundred million dollar bond issue 
for schools, which will make a 
total of over three hundred million 
dollars for education. Now just 
exactly how much bond issue Shel- 
by County can benefit from the 
passage is herein set out, based 
on estimates of the past fiscal 
year. For example, Shelby County 
will receive $288,968 plus a $250,- 
000 allocation, and if county funds 
are available another $288,968 can 
be granted as matching money, 
which would make total of $1,111,- 
000, or they are definitely guaran- 
teed $827,900 if they are unable to 
match the $288,968. Certainly the 
nearly $1,000,000 additional money 
can put our Shelby County educa- 
tional system further advanced. 


County Hospital

Tobacco Tax Deductible 


The cigarette bill, which imposes 
an additional 2c tax on cigarettes, 
passed both houses with the Lock 
Amendment, which merely states 
that the taxes on tobacco products 
were consumer taxes and the 
statutes on Federal revenues state 


that if there is such a tax direct- 
ly on the consumer, then the tax 
can be deducted from the federal 
income tax. For an example; it 
has the same effect as one who 
deducts his gasoline tax from his 
federal income. For further exam- 
ple; if a person is using a pack 
a day or is a pack a day smoker 
there will be 6c per package tax 
and at the end of the year (6c 
times 365) $21.90 can be deductea 
from the federal income tax. This 
means that the increase has not 
cost the consumer, but. has made 
it a deductible item. 

Personally I am glad that the 
revenue session is over and as | 
publicly stated on the floor, I do 
not favor advocating revenue mea- 
sures, but I felt it my duty to get 
more for our schools. The Mem- 
bers of the House are certainly 
glad that its revenues for the next 
two fiscal years have been taken 
care of and they are now ready to 
get back in the regular routine of 
legislation. 

This report will be the last re- 
port that I will make until the 
House comes back into the Regular 
Session after the two weeks recess, 
and again I shall keep you inform- 
ed by these weekly reports.

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The paving or bituminous treat- 
ments have been completed on 
several more important county 
highways. Since May the follow- 
ing county highways have been 
paved: 

From Calera_ southwesterly 
through Dry Valley to the Chilton 
County line, with a spur to State 
Highway 25 1.1 miles west of Ca- 
lera. 


From State Highway 25 (2.7 
miilas west of Calera) southerly 
vin Yate, Chysch and State High- 
way 155 to the Chilton County line, 
with a spur/1 from Enon Church 
southeasterly to the Chilton Coun- 
ty line. 

From State Highway 25 (0.7 mile 
east of Montevallo) northerly to 
the Spring Creek county road. 

From County Highway 22 (0.7 
mile east of Moore’s Cross Roads 
north of Montevallo) southerly to 
point of intersection with the 
Spring Creek county road near 
Spring Creek Church. 

From Columbiana southeasterly 
to the Kingdom Community cross 
roads on County 61 (Wilsonville- 
Shelby Highway). | - 

From Wilsonville northerly and 
westerly via.Fourmile community 
and church to 
County 55 (Jackson Springs-West- 
over Highway). 

From County 55 (Jackson 
Springs-Westover Highway 5.5 
miles south Westover) easterly to 
intersection with the Fourmile- 
Wilsonville County Highway. 

From Chelsea easterly and north- 
erly to point of intersection with 
U. S. 280 or State 91. 

From Harpersville (on State 25 
or U. S. 231) northwesterly and 
easterly to Vinceht with a spur 
from Vincent southerly to this 
route. This is the final paving 
project of this season and is cur- 
rently being completed. 

From U. S. 31 (3.4 miles north 
of Pelham) northeasterly via New 
Hope-U. S. 280 and Lake Purdy to 
the Jefferson County line. This was 
a resurfacing project in the plan- 
ned maintenance program of the 
county. 

From Columbiana southerly via 
Shelby to a point 2.0 miles south 
of Shelby. This was a resurfacing 
project in the planned maintenance 
program of the county. 

From South Helena northerly to 
the L&N tracks in Helena on Coun- 
ty Route 17. This was a resurfacing 
project in the planned mainten- 
ance program of the county. 

The above paving or bituminous 
treatments aggregate 48.9 miles 
of this type work.

Shelby County Highway Depart- 
ment Grading Group No. 3 is im- 
proving the county roads between 
Shelby and the Spring Junction 
area. The primary purpose of this 
group is to eliminate sharp curves, 
short sight vertical curves and 
very narrow places on the county 
roads. 


Five large reinférced concrete 


-culverts have been completed on 


the U. S. 280 to Dunnavant Coun- 
ty Highway. 

Shelby County Highway Depart- 
ment bridge crew is currently re- 
placing many of the rural timber 
bridges with pressure treated creo- 
sote timber. Life in excess of 25 
years for this type treated timber 
is not uncommon. 

Construction will soon begin on 
the Day Crossroads-Union Church- 
Prospect Church road that con- 
nects County 55 to U. S. 280. 


Construction will soon begin on 
the Bethel Church (State 25 5.8 
miles west of Wilsonville) via 
Florence Church to intersection 
with County 47 3.0 miles south of 

helsea. Construction of both of 
these county roads will be done 
with the Construction Group No. 
2 which constructs those county 
roads not participated in by the 
state or federal government. 


Plans and surveys are nearly 
complete for construction of the 
Calera-Spring Creek - Montevallo 
county highway with spurs to 
County 22 and State 25. Construc- 
tion of this highway will be done 
with the County Construction 
Group No. 1 since state and federal 
funds will be utilized to the full- 
est. Construction will begin when 
this group has completed the U. S. 
280 to Dunnavant highway. 

The many other Highway De- 
partment groups are continuously 
working to maintain the some 800 
miles of county routes with the 
daily needs for patrol work; right 
of way cutting; maintenance of 
the county’s heavy equipment and 
trucks; bituminous repairs to ex- 
isting pavements; the mainten- 
ance of drainage structures and 
pipes; the manufacture of new 
pipe for the construction program, 
and many other phases of equal 
importance to a progressive Coun- 
ty Highway Department. 


The County Engineering Staff, 
which includes office and field per- 
sonnel, is continuously making 
surveys and plans for current and 
future construction projects to 
take full advantage of any state 
or federal funds that are made 
availble to the county. These funds 
are used on a matching basis: and 
state and federal specifications 
are closely adhered to in order to 
meet the requirements for such 
funds. Shelby County has never 
lost one cent of state or federal 
funds that could be used fdr high- 
way construction purposes.

Montevallo 
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Report from Washington 





When Congress overrode the pub- 
lic works appropriation bill veto 
last week, it marked the first time 
since President Eisenhower has 
been in office that a bill has be- 
come law without his signature. 

A two-thirds majority of those 
voting in both houses of Congress 
is necessary to override a Presi- 
dential veto. The House vote on 
the public works veto was 280 te 
121, twelve more votes than re- 
quired. In the Senate, where the 
vote was 72 to 23, there were eight 
more votes than needed. 

The first public works bill pass- 
@d this year was vetoed by the 
President because it exceeded the 
budget request by $30 million and 
included funds to start 67 un- 
budgeted projects. After an at- 
tempt to override the veto failed. 
Congress passed a new bill which 
contained funds for all the pro- 
jects but which reduced each pro- 
ject’s appropriation by 214%. The 
measure was again vetoed. Shortly 
thereafter, Congress voted to over- 
ride and thus enacted the bill into 
law. 


Holt Funds Retained 


In the original bill, funds of 
$150,000 were included for plan- 
ning the Holt Lock and Dam on 
the Warrior River near Tusca- 
loosa. This project received an 
automatil cut of $3,750 when each 
item in the revised bill was _ re- 
duced by 214%. 

As passed, this appropriation 
measure contains a total of $1,185,- 
309,093 for various public works 
projects throughout the nation in 
fiscal year 1960. 


Third Housing Bill 


Although the President has ‘al- 
ready vetoed the housing bill twice, 
there is every reason to believe he 
will sign the third measure pass- 
ed by Congress. Two previous 
measures that were more costly 
than the new bill were vetoed by 
the President, with attempts at 
overriding the vetoes failing. 

The latest housing bill omits the 
50-million dollar loan program for 
the construction of college class- 
rooms to which President had ob- 
jected. It also reduces the im- 
mediate cost of the slum clearance 
program by authorizing grants for 
this purpose totaling $650 million

over a two-year period rather than 
for one fiscal year as authorized 
in the. previous housing bills. 

The bill still contains, however, 
authority for 37,000 new _ public 
housing units and $50 million in 
loans to provide housing for elder- 
ly persons. Both these programs 
have been criticized by the Presi- 
dent. 

As sent to the White House, the 
housing bill carries a total fiscal 
authorization of about one billion 
dollars. 

Gas Tax Raise 

Final congressional action was 
taken on the gasoline tax increase 
bill last week, and the highway 
revenue measure was’ referred to 
the President. 


As approved by the House and 
Senate, the bill will help finance 
the interstate highway construction 
program by raising the federal tax 
on gasoline from three to four 
cents for 21 months beginning Oc- 
tober 1. After this period, certain 
excise tax revenues will be trans- 
ferred to the highway trust fund 
to provide financial aid for the 
construction program.

Selden’s Passport 
Bill Approved 


With only 18 dissenting votes, 
the House of Representatives has 
passed Rep. Armistead Selden’s 
bill authorizing the denial of pass- 
ports to communists. A similar bill 
introduced by the 6th District Con- 
gressman last year was approved 
shortly before the end of the 85th 
Congress by the House but was not 
considered by the Senate before 
adjournment. 

The new bill, approved on a vote 
of 371 to 18, has been referred to 
the Senate. If there is insufficient 
time for consideration before ad- 
journment, the measure will carry 
over to the second session of the 
86th Congress which bégins in Jan- 
uary 1960. 

Speaking in the U. S. House of 
Representatives in support of his 
bill, Congressman Selden said, 
“Since June 16, 1958, it-has been 
impossible for the United States 
government to deny passports to 
persons who are active supporters 
of the international communist 
movement even though they openly 
acknowledge that fact and frankly 
state they are going abroad to 
further the cause of international 
communism. On that date, the Su- 
preme Court handed down two de- 
cisions . . . in which it ruled that 
the regulatons of the Secretary of 
State denying passports to sup- 
porters of the world communist 
movement were not valid because 
of a lack of specific legislative 
authority.”’ 

Selden went on to point out 
that, since the Court’s decision, 
hundreds of passports have been 
issued to persons with known ree- 
ords of communist affiliations, 


many of which the State Depart- 
ment would have denied if it had 





not been for Supreme Court ruling. 

As passed by the House, the 
Seldon Bill specifically delegates 
to the Secretary of State the neces- 
sary authority to deny passports to 
communists if it can be proved 
that the applicants have been en- 
gaged in communist activities 
since January 1, 1959. No passport 
can be denied, however, until. the 
applicant has been given the’ op- 
portunity for a hearing. In addi- 
tion, the bill provides that any 
denial or revocation of a passport 
shall be subject to judicial re- 
view on the record in the district 
courts of the United States. 

“Travel by couriers and agents 
is a major means by which the in- 
ternational communist movement 
is promoted,’’ Rep. Selden stated, 
‘‘and the possession of a United 
States passport protects the holder 
and facilitates his travel.’’ 


“It cannot be claimed,”’ he add- 
ed, “that the passage of this bill 
will assure that no active commu- 
nists will be able to travel out- 
side the United States, It will, 
however, give the Secretary of 
State authority to deny passports 
to a considerable number of per- 
sons who, without this legislation, 
will receive passports and whose 
presence aboard is definitely de- 
trimental to our security.”

Watch Your Tires 


Tubeless tires cut your chance 
of getting a flat 75%. That’s fine. 
But too many motorists now neg- 
lect their tires — and this can lead 
to trouble, principally unnoticed 
‘wear. ! 

The major causes of tire wear 
are excessive speed, underinflation, 
neglected damage, wheels out of 
alignment, and sudden starts and 


Here’s how to diagnose tire 
trouble: heavy wear in the center 
of the tread means overinflation; 
excessive wear around outer edges, 
underinflation; individual treads 
worn on one side, wheels out of 
alignment; large, smooth depres- 
sions one one side of the tread, 
wheels need balancing. 

Here are some tips on tire care: 

Have tires properly inflated be- 
fore starting your trip, when 
they’re cool, Then leave them 
alone. 

When driving on a very hot 
road, slow down. And stay at this 
slower speed unless you want to 
damage your tires. 

If your car always carries a 
heavy load, it’s o.k. to add 2 to 4 
pounds to every tire. 

If you get a puncture, don’t ride 
on it for long, Change and patch 
tire as soon as possible. 

Cross-switch tires every 5,000 
miles. One good way: right front 
to right rear; right rear to spare; 
spare to left front; left front to 
left rear; left rear to right front. 

Avoid sudden stops. One jarring 
stop af 70 m.p.h. scrapes off 100 
miles’ worth of rubber,

Clean the chrome work with a 
Brillo pad or chromium polish and 
protector, Wipe it good and dry. 

Don’t stop your beauty opera- 
tions with the car’s exterior, The 
inside may need a thorough treat- 
ment with whisk broom, vacuum 
cleaner, and elbow grease, 

It’s a good idea to vacuum the 
car once a month to prevent abra- 
sive wear and deterioration of 
fabrics, covers and flooring.

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Report from Washington 





At 6:21 a.m. last Tuesday the 


- 86th Congress adjourned until Jan- 


uary 6, 1960, thus ending the long- 
est continuous session of a con- 
gress since 1951. 

During the eight-months tenure 
of the 86th Congress’s first ses- 
sion, almost 12,000 bill were intro- 


duced. A number of these were. 


enacted into law. Oahers received 
approval of both the House and 
Senate and are now awaiting the 
President's signature. The thou- 
sands that were not considered this 
year will carry over to the second 
session in 1960. 


Civil Rig+ts Rider 


In the waning hours of the ses- 
sion just ended, both houses of 
Congress debated and subsequently 
passed the mutual security ap- 
propriatons bill. Despite the op- 
position of Southern members, an 
amendment appropriating $500,- 
000 to continue the Civil Rights 
Commission was attached to the 
bill. Under the terms of the law 
passed in 1957 creatng it, the Com- 
mission was scheduled to expire 
on November 8. In the Senate, the 
amendment was approved by a 
vote of 71 to 18, while House ap- 
proval came on a 22] to 81 vote. 

As sent to the President, the 
mutual security bill included a 
total of $3.6 billion, of which $3.2 
billion was for the mutual security 
program itself. The remainder was 
earmarked -for several’ miscel- 
laneous items, such as the Civil 
Rights Commission and certain 
civil defense activities. The mea- 
sure provides $695 million for the 


Development Loan Fund, both con- ' 


siderably below the Administra- 
tion’s budget requests.

Child Welfare 
Cases Number 
Nearly 10,000 


Children receiving child welfare 
services through the Department 
of Pensions:and Security in Ala- 
bama at the time of a recent study 
numbered nearly 10,000, pensions 
and Security Commissioner Alvin 
T. Prestwood said today in re- 
leasing Alabama’s findings prepar- 
ed for a nationwide report being 
compiled by the United States 
Children’s Bureau. 

“The Bureau is attempting to 
examine the characteristics of 
children receiving child welfare 
services in March, 1959,’ Prest- 
wood explained, ‘“‘and Alabama’s 
report included all children under 
supervision of child welfare work- 
ers on that date, together with all 
other children receiving service 
only and aid to children in foster 
care, but under supervision of 
someother other than @ child wel- 
fare worker.”’ Not included, he 
pointed uot, were most of the more 
than 71,000 children receiving aid 
to dependent children that month. 
Findings of the nationwide study 
are to be used in pointing up 
legislative and other child welfare 
needs, Prestwood added. 


The Shelby County Department 
of Pensions and Security partici- 
pated in the study of charac- 
teristics of children receiving child 
welfare services. At the end of July 
1959 the Shelby County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security was 
serving 739 children who received 
aid to dependent children, 22 child- 
ren in foster care, and 88 children 
receiving social service only. Near- 
ly all public child welfare services 
in the State rech children direct- 
ly through their own county de- 
partment of Pensions and Security.

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HAPPENINGS IN THE HOUSE 


By John Lewis Cates 


The Supernumerary Solicitors’ 
Bill which has caused much con- 
troversy in the House heretofore 
under the leadership of opposition 
by Representative Temo Callahan 
is still and yet has not been voted 
on for its final passage. The 
Supernumerary Solicitors’ Bill is 
at the top of the calendar and is 
still on the order of unfinished 
business and will probably be un- 
der debate again on the House 
floor Tuesday, September 22nd. It 
is the opinion of many in the 
House that the bill shoud be further 
amended to include sixteen years 
of service as a solicitor and re- 
duce the proposed $5,200.00 salary 
to a $4,200.00 retirement salary at 
an over the age of sixty-three. 
Its passage is still uncertain. 


The most controversial bill in 
the remainder of this session since 
our two week recess was the pas- 
sage of the regulation of small 
loans in the State of Alabama. 
The bill was put on special order 
ahead of all other business last 
Friday, September 11th. I voted 
against making it a special order 
because the order specified that it 
be considered immediately on that 
day and the records shows that no 
controversial issues are ever con- 
sidered on Friday and we had 
other unfinished business to dis- 
pose of. 

I was questioned personally by 
many people in the county why 
I voted to not bring it up on that 
date. I explained my position, as 
stated above, was because I felt 
that the delay of a week end would 
cause stronger opposition for the 
bill. The records shows, however, 
that once we were in the fight 


_I did not vote to adjourn, and the 


record shows further that I sup- 
ported the bill with exception of 
one minor amendment and _ sup- 


ported the bill loyally until its 
final passage. It is now in debate 
in the State. The House did stay 
in session six hours on debate of 
the Gilchrist Bills regulating the 
small loan industry. 

The House this Friday consider- 
ed and approved some thirty-five 
or forty bills of local nature and 
engaged in debate on a bill allow- 
ing a 2%-~discount for gasoline 
taxes collected by distributors, re- 
finers or wholesalers who hereto- 
fore have not been allowed any 
discount is allowed by those who 
collect for the State sales taxes. 
Another somewhat controversial is- 
sue that was under debate was that 
amended the code which relates 
to the running of prison sentences 
concurrently when the discretion 
of the trial court approves or dis- 
approves the method of punishing 
offenders with penetentiary sen- 
tences. 

I have introduced along with 
twenty-nine other co-sponsors a 
bill which would authorize the 
State of Alabama to pay its State 
employees beginning January, 
1960, every other Friday rather 
than the fifteenth and thirtieth of 
each month because there are 
some week ends and holidays when 
employees miss week ends and 
holidays without pay. This is not 
an increase in salaries or a di- 
minishing of salaries but just a 
service to be considered strictly on 
its merits for some ten thousand 
employees.

The Times-Herald was advised 
by wire Tuesday from Congress- 
man Selden and Senators Hill and 
Sparkman that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare in 


-Washington has approved a grant 


to the City of Montevallo of $81,197 
to apply toward the construction 
of a sanitary sewerage disposal 
plant for the city. The plant is 
estimated to cost $272,659, the fed- 
eral share of which will be $81,- 
197.

Judge L. E. Shaw Opposes Legislative Plans To 
Create A New Court For Shelby County 


TO THE CITIZENS OF 
SHELBY COUNTY: 


A local act has been advertised 
that will make a radical change 
in the system of courts in Shelby 
County. Under the act the people 
will be inconvenienced, law en- 
forcement officials will find their 
jobs made more difficult, those 
who are defendants in the new 
court would find that they pay 
considerably more court cost and 
many matters now being handled 


on the beat or precinct level could * 


only be disposed of by traveling 
to Columbiana. This bill would 
take from the people their right 
to a hearing in their own beat and 
require the parties and witnesses 
to journey to Columbiana for all 
misdemeanor court hearings. The 
bill would change: the office and 
duties of our Probate Judge. Per- 
haps worse than these things is 
the fact that the people of Shelby 
County will not get to vote on 
whether they favor this radical 
change or not, , 

The people will be inconvenienc- 
ed by this centralizing of courts in 
Columbiana. To appear in this 
court the people will have to travel 
farther, and because of this, many 
parties and witnesses will have to 
miss a day’s work to attend this 
court. Under this bill, I believe 
that within four years there will 
be few if any Justice Courts in 


Shelby County. If this proves cor- 
rect, then those who wish to have 
warrants issued for the protection 
of life or property will have to go 
to Cilumbiana for this service— 
further inconvenience. 


If the Justices of the Peace, hav- 
ing been stripped of their official 
duties by the terms of this act, de- 
cline to serve, then officers of the 
law could not get search warrants 
or warrants of arrest except in 
Columbiana. Officers who arrest 
out of state tourists for traffic 
violations will have to leave their 
post of duty and take the defen- 
dant to Columbiana where he can 
appear before the judge. Yes—the 
task of our officers will be more 
difficult and expensive. 

Defendants will find that in many 
cases they will be charged a $10.00 
Solicitor’s fee and a $3 or $4 trial 
tax’ before they begin paying the 
officers’ fees, the clerks’ fees and 
fine. They do not now pay a So- 
licitor’s fee for a trial tax in a 
Justice Court. 

Since the new court will meet 
in Columbiana on days set by the 
judge, parties and witnesses will 
find that they will be put ‘to miss- 
ing. days of work more often in 
attending court. Witnesses will be 
paid a fee and mileage for their 
attendance. Since they will have 
to travel farther to attend court, 
another item of court cost is in- 
creased. Yes, the proposed new 


court will cost our citizens more. 
Expense of operating the new 


court would cost at least $8,000: 


per year or more. Will it increase 
the revenue now being brought in 


‘by our courts by this amount so 


as to pay its own way? I doubt 
it very much. 

If you agree with me that this is 
a bad bill for Shelby County, or if 
you agree with me that the people 
of Shelby County should have the 
right to vote on such a radical 
change in our courts, please write 
or call our Representative in Co- 
lumbiana and tell him what you 
think. Write also to your State 
Senator, Mr. Joe Graham, at 
Maplesville.

Direct “60 County 
March of Dimes 


Dr. E. P. Lauderdale, Monte- 
vallo, has been appointed Shelby 
County Director for the 1960 
March of Dimes. It was announced 
today by Dr. Frank Rose and Mr. 
Thomas Parker State Campaign 
Co-chairmen. The drive will be 
held during the month of January. 

The polio fighting organization 
is expanding into a broad new 
force that will tackle health prob- 
lems on a wider front and no 
longer will confine its activities to 
a single disease. 


“I am confident that the people 
of Shelby County who helped make 
possible victory over polio through 
their contributions to the March 
of Dimes over the past 20 years, 
will give even greater support to 
the National Foundation’s expand- 
ed program in the future”, the 
county director said. 


‘‘We would like to make it clear, 
as we begin preparations for the 
1960 March of Dimes, that the 
National Foundation will not aban- 
don polio patients”, Dr. Lauder- 
dale declared. ‘‘We have a moral 
obligation to the patients of this 
county to continue to provide need- 
ed care and rehabilitation and we 
will fulfill this obligation.” 


This year Alabama had eight 
times more polio cases by the end 
of September than the entire total 
for 1958. The state: also ranked 
second in the nation in number of 
cases per population count. 

Dr. Lauderdale stressed that 
while solution of the problem of 
arthritis and birth defects are the 
_ immediate new goals of the March 
of Dimes, the organization also 
will follow leads as they develop 
in the fields of virus research and 
studies of the central nervous sys- 
tem. Polio experience has demon- 
strated that basic research can- 
not effectively be limited to single 
disease categories. 

“The National Foundation, al- 
ready conducting the largest re- 
search, patient aid and profession- 
al education programs of any vol- 


untary health agency, will now be’ 


an organized medical force with 
specific goals at first but flexible 
enough to meet new health prob- 
lems as needed. 


Arthritis and birth defects were 
chosen as initial targets because 
they are regarded as major threats 
to the nation’s health to which the 
experience and _ skills gained in 
the polio fight can be applied,”’ he 
said. 

With the research efforts of the 
March of Dimes intensified in the 
new areas, Dr Lauderdale said, 
there is real hope that the cause 
and prevention of the most severe 
forms of arthritis and of the major 
disabling birth defects can be 
found. He also announced that 
some time in the near future, the 
benefits of March of Dimes and 
for care and rehabilitation will be 
made avaiable to victims through 
age 18 of arthritis and: birth de- 
fects involving the central nervous 
system.

All Shelby County residents un- 
der 40 years of age may get the 
shot free of charge at any doc- 
tor’s office, or the county health 
office on October 27. 

The rural health committee, in 
cooperation with the county medi- 
cal association, and the March of 
Dimes Association, is sponsoring 
the program. Two free shots have 
already been given. 


“We urge all citizens of Shelby 
County to take advantage of this 
free service. The shot to be given 
on October 27 will serve as the 
first, second, third, or fourth of 
the series. 

“This will be a fine opportunity 
for everyone to get one of their 
Salk shots free of charge.. They 
may get the shot at their local 
doctor’s office, or at the county 
health office,” Dr. Browne said. 

Members of the home demon- 
stration clubs in the county are 
assisting in the doctor’s offices, 
and in the schools for the program.

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Representative Cates Explains The 
Proposed Shelby County Court 


Many of my fellow citizens who 
favor the creation of an Inferior 
Court in Shelby County, have re- 
quested that I explain some of the 
provisions of the proposed bill 
being published which have ap- 
parently been misunderstood by 
some people. 

The need for an Inferior Court 
has been the subject of much dis- 
cussion among jurors, witnesses 
and persons having cases in court 
who are required to miss time 
from their jobs while awaiting the 
disposal of cases in Curcuit Court. 
They feel that Shelby County is 
progressing and its Courts should 
progress with it. In checking into 
the need of such a court, I found 
that 390 cases were disposed of by 
Judge A. L. Hedegree during 1958 
and despite the efficient work of 
this Court, there remain on the 
Circuit Court docket awaiting trail 
on the date this Bill was published, 
334 cases. In checking further with 
the Legislative Reference Service 
at the State Capitol in Montgo- 
mery, I found, and have records 
to show, that more than two-thirds 
of the counties of Alabama, and 
all counties comparable in size to 
Shelby, have already created some 
form of Inferior.Court or obtained 
relief through additional Circuit 
Judges. Presently, there are three 
additional counties in this session 
of the Legislature that are creat- 
ing. this same type of Court. The 
only counties which have not made 
some improvement in their judicial 
system are counties with very 
small population. 

The proposed Bill, now being 
published, would create a court of 
record which would have a full 
annual audit of all its activities. 
This Court would have equal 
power with the Circuit Court as to 
all equity matters (and disputes, 
domestic relations, etc.) and 
could handle civil cases where the 
amount sued for was $1,000 or 
less. The Justices of the Peace 
may now try cases in which the 
amount sued for is $100 or less. 
The proposed law would in no 
way change this authority. The 
proposed court would have autho- 
rity to try all misdemeanors 
(crimes not involving penitentiary 
punishment). The Justices of the 
Peace would still have authority 
to issue warrants as they have in 
the past—jindluding search war- 
rants; however, all of these cases 
would be returnable to the In- 
ferior Court for trial. 

This new Inferior Court would in 
no way affect town or city courts. 
This. court would have authority 
of all juvenile and non-support 
cases—but it would in no way af- 
fect the Probate Court which would 
continue to have the exclusive 
authority over all probate matters 
(wills, administration of estates, 
guardianship, etc.). 

As your Representative, I have 
had the opportunity to discuss this 
matter with Representatives from 
all over the state who have similar 
courts in operation in their coun- 
ties. I find that a court has proven 
mest beneficial to the people of 
these counties. For example, in 
Chilton County—where a_ similar 
court has been in operation for 
several years—during the last ‘four 
year period, this court handled 
684 equity cases, 793 civil, 7,816 
criminal cases, or a total of 9,293 


cases. Needless to say, this court 
has operated at no cost to the 
county. In fact, during these four 
years, $65,390.01 was paid into the 


General Fund of the county—more 
than double the expenses of the 
court. 


The bill provides that the judge 
of this court would be elected by 
the people at the next general 
election, The Board of Revenue and 
Control of Shelby County would fix 
the salary of the judge at not less 
than $6,000.00, nor more than $7,200 
per year. The Board of Revenue 
will also fix the solicitor’s salary 
at not less than $3,600 or more 
than $4,800 which will be paid in- 
stead of his present salary. These 
provisions are for the purpose of 
allowing the Board of Revenue to 
make such changes as they might 
see fit in coming years. This 
Court would be open at all times 
for the transaction of business and 
handling of cases.

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Fall Weather 
Brings Increase 


In Forest Fires 


With the coming of fall and dry 
weather usually setting in at this 
time. of the year, forest fires can 
be a destructive agent if allowed 
to run wild in the woods, says 
forest Ranger C. M. Stuckey. 


Approximately 380,600 acres out 
of the total 512,000 acres of land 
in Shelby County is in woods. 
About 3 out of every 4 acres of 
land in the county is growing trees 
of some’ type or making an effort 
to grow trees. This 380;000 acres 
of forest land by itself could be 
made to produce enough wood to 
furnish the wood requirements of a 
paper mill the former size of 


the Coosa River Newsprint Com- 
pany, if wild fires were eliminated 
altogether and the proper manage- 
ment was given each acre. 

There was reported in Shelby 
County 3 forest fires burning 16 
acres during the month of June, 
2 forest fires burning 7 acres 
during July, 9 fires burning 54 
acres during August and not any 
fires were reported or occurred 
during the month of September 
1959. 

Four of the fires that occurred 
during August was caused through 
carelessness of people burning 
trash or debris near their homes. 
All of these fires could have been 
avoided by taking the necessary 
precautions, which requires clear- 
ing away all material that will 
burn a good safe distance in all 
directions from: the material that 
is planned to be burned. Never 
burn paper or anything that the 
wind can pick up easily and carry 
away. For burning paper, have an 
incenerator made of metal or 
heavy net wire with cover and 
set in.a clean. safe place. 

In years past, forest fires have 
done enormous damage to the 
forests of Shelby County. During 
dry weather and with tremendous 
growth of grass and straw, wild 
fires can destroy lots of forest 
growth needed for the present and 
future generations of people. Wood 
is needed all the time for some 
use by man. Remember what 
Smokey says and lets stop this 
needless waste. Only you and I 
can prevent forest fires in most 
every case.

County-Wide Civil 
Defense Meeting 


-On Thursday evening, October 1, 

a county-wide civil defense meet- 
ing was held for all county civil 
defense reserve police and rescue 
personnel. This meeting was held 
in the auditorium of the county 
office building in Columbiana. 

Quite a few guests were in at- 
tendance, including James H. Shar- 
butt, mayor of Vincent; C. P. 
Walker, sheriff; Claude Fore, chief 
deputy; Chief Roy Damron of 
Helena: Chief Gordon Poore of 
Vincent; Chief Clyde Whitsell of 
Columbiana; Chief Harry Kendrick 
of Montevallo; and Chiefs W. C. 
Garrett and C. E. Carter of Ala- 
baster. 

Mr. Fred Cameron’ of Indian 
Springs School was present as 
chairman of the American Red 
Cross in Shelby County. Mr. Cam- 
eron discussed the possibility of 
organizing classes in first aid in 
several towns for civil defense po- 
lice and rescue personnel. Plans 
were made to initiate this phase of 
civil defense in the very near fu- 
ture. Mr. Cameron’s cooperation 
and interest in the civil defense or- 
ganization is sincerely appreciated 
and will most* certainly result in 
a more efficient and workable or- 
ganization. 

There were approximately 80 
civil. defense police and rescue 
members present from all sections 
of the county. Towns represented 
were Vincent, Columbiana, Calera, 
Alabaster, Saginaw and Helena. 

The relationship of civil defense 
police and the law enforcement 
agencies of the county was dis- 
cussed. A lengthy discussion was 
held on the perils of radiation 
from nuclear fallout and the means 
by which the civilian population 
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¢ould be protected. Radiological 
monitoring was\ discussed and the 
instruments by which radiation 
could be detected and measured. 
Chemical warfare was briefly dis- 
cussed, particularly ‘‘nerve gas,” 
its symptoms and the means of 
protecting the public should it be 


used. 

Two films were shown pertain- 
ing to the civil defense program, 
particularly the 200 bed emergency 
field hospital and its proper use 
in event of emergency. 

The recently established rescue 
truck and equipment was displayed 
to each of the members present. 
This unit is now complete in every 
detail. The Board of Revenue and 
Control authorized the purchase of 
such essential rescue equipment 
as resuscitator, lifejackets, drag- 
hooks, generators for floodlights, 
gasmasks, raincoats, battery pow- 
ered megaphones,; asbestos. gloves, 
rubber gloves, boat and motor and 
many other small items for res- 
cue operations. Rescue squads are 
ready to swing into action when 
needed. Tom Minor, Hilry King 
and John Farr are the Jeaders in 
rescue work. 

The members of the civil de- 
fense police and rescue services 
showed intense interest and their 
cooperation is sincerely appreciat- 
ed. Plans are made for the fur- 
ther expansion of these services 
so that immediate action can be 
undertaken in the event of any 
emergency whether national or 
natural,—James L. Ray, Jr., Coun- 
ty Civil Defense Director.

“The Christmas Seal Sale will 
officially open November 16 when 
Seals will be delivered to practi- 
cally every home throughout the 
state. 

‘Hundreds of volunteer TB as- 
sociation workers in Alabama are 
behind the move to broaden a pro- 
gram of TB prevention and con- 
trol. They are determined to stop 
the steady rise of TB deaths and 
cases in our state. And volunteers 
like Judge Fowler and members 
of the Shelby county TB Associa- 
tion are the strength of the fight 
against tuberculosis in Alabama. 


“The annual Christmas Seal 
Sale, independent of all other 
fund-raising campaigns, is the sole 
support of the TB association’s 
year-round program. It is a very 
democratic campaign because it 
gives every one of us an opportuni- 
ty to invent voluntarily in strong 
community action against TB. 


“In spite of great progress in the 
fight against the disease, tuber- 
culosis accounted for more deaths 
in Alabama in 1958 than all other 
infectious disease combined. TB is 
definitely Alabama’s Number One 
communicable disease problem. 


“Every county in Alabama is 
being infected from active cases 
of TB. The number of known cases 
in Shelby County are 112 with 
22 of those cases newly reported 
last year. Three deaths occurred in 
Shelby County last year. The num- 
ber of known cases in Alabama 
are 12,839 and 2,068 of those cases 
were newly reported during 1958. 


**366 persons died of TB in Ala- 
bama last year, making an 18 per 
cent increase of deaths over the 
previous year. Alabama’s death 
rate is 44 per cent higher than the 
national average. 


“Every person who receives 
Christmas Seals November 16 is 
urged to look at them carefully, 
and then resolve to use them, so 
their message can be spread. What 
the receiver gives for Seals is a 
matter for each to decide.”

TIME IS SHORT AND H. B. 1079 
IS A BAD BILL 


If you agree that the court reorganization bill that has 
been introduced in the Legislature will not be a good bill 
for Shelby County, please write to Senator Joe Graham, 
Maplesville, and request him to oppose this bill. 


THIS BILL PROVIDES AS FOLLOWS: 


1. All traffic law violations, game and fish law viola- 
tions—in fact, all misdemeanors committed in Shel- 
by County—will be tried in Columbiana and no case 
can be settled elsewhere than in Columbiana. 


. This means that all parties and witnesses will have 
to go to Columbiana for court hearings. These cases 
are now handled by the Justice Courts, 


. Cost of court will be much higher than that charged 


in Justice Court. 


. Trips to Columbiana will be expensive and time con- 
suming for those citizens who have to appear in 
court; many of whom will be caused to miss a day’s 


work. 


. The work of law enforcement officers will be made 
more difficult. 


This bill has not been discussed; few people understand 
it. If passed (and it will unless Senator Joe Graham will 
kill it in the Senate) it will take effect January 1, 1960, 
without a vote of the people. Will you use a 4c stamp to
